But hereby the ſcriptures of the prophets 


are ſulfilled. Then all the cuſciphes forſook

And they, who had ſeized 7 3 


lim away to Caiaphas, with whom the 
ſeribes and the elders, were gathered toge- 
ther. But Peter followed him at a diſ- 


tance as far as the hall of the high-prieſt ; 


and went in; and was fitting with the at- 


tendants to ſee the end. And the chief 


prieſts and the elders, and all the council 


were ſeeking falſe teſtimony againſt; Jeſus, 
to cauſe him to be put to death: but found 


it not, though many falſe. witneſſes. came 
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up. At laſt came up two witneſſes, ſaying: 
This man ſaid, I am able to deſtroy the 
temple, of God, and to build it in three

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* days. And the high-prieſt aroſe, and ſaid 


unto him: Doſt thou make no anſwer? 


| What are theſe men witneſſing againſt thee ? 
But Jeſus continued filent. And the high- 


prieſt ſaid unto him: I require thee to 


_ ſwear by the living God, and tell us, whe- 
ther thou be the Chriſt, the ſon of God. 


Jeſus ſaith unto him: I am. Moreover I 


ſay unto you, Ye will ſoon ſee the fon of 
man ſitting on the right hand of divine 
| power, and coming upon the clouds of 


heaven. Then the high-prieſt rent his 


cloaths, ſaying: He hath ſpoken evil 
againſt God. What need have ve more 


of witneſſes? Behold ! ye have now heard 


his wicked ſpeech. What think ye? They 


. anſwered: He is guilty of death, Then 


they ſpat in his face; and ſome ſmote him 
on the head with their fiſts, and others on 
the face with their open hands, ſaying:

Alittle while after, ſome, who were 
ſtanding there, came up, and ſaid to Peter: 


- Surely thou art one of them: and indeed 


thy ſpeech diſcovereth thee. Then he be- 


gan to wiſh curſes upon himſelf, and to

mediately the cock crew : and Peter called 


to mind the word of Jeſus, who had ſaid 


unto him, Before the cock crow, thou wilt 
deny me thrice. And he went out on

and ſaid: It is not lawful to put them into 
the ſacred treaſury, becauſe they are the

And Jeſus ſtood before the governour ; 
and the governour aſked him, ſaying : Thou 
art then the king of the Jews ? Jeſus ſaid 


. unto him: I am. And, whilſt he was ac- 


cuſed by the chief prieſts and the elders, he 
made no anſwer. Then ſaith Pilate unto 
him: Doſt not thou hear what they are 


witneſſing againſt thee ? And he did not 
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[ - anſwer a ſingle queſtion ; ſo that the go- 
; 15. vernour marvelled greatly. Now, during 
|: +... the feſtival, the governour. uſed to releaſe 


9 unto the multitude one priſoner, which- 
| 16. ever they deſired. And they had then a 
9 17. noted priſoner, named Barabbas. There- 
ll | fore, while they were aſſembled, Pilate ſaid 
unto them: Which do ye wiſh me to re- 
leaſe unto you? Barabbas, or Jeſus named 
18. Chriſt? For he knew, that they had de- 
_ -.+, hvered him up through hatred. 2 
19. And, while he was ſitting on the judge- 
 ment-ſeat, his wife ſent unto: him, ſaying : 
Have thou nothing to do with that righ- 
teous man: for I have ſuffered much in a 
dream this day becauſe of him. | 
20. But the chief prieſts and the elders per- 
. ſuaded the multitudes to aſk for Barabbas, 
21. and leave Jeſus to die. Then the govern- 
dur ſaid unto them again: Which of the 
two do ye wiſh me to releaſe unto you? 
22. and they ſaid: Barabbas. Pilate ſaith un- 
to them: What muſt I do then with Jeſus 
named Chriſt? They all ſay unto him: 
23. Let him be crucified. And the governour 
ſaid: What crime then hath he commit- 
ted ? But they cried out the more, ſaying: 


24. Let him be crucified. When Pilate ſaw 
that he did no good, and only made a 
greater uproar; he took water, and waſhed 
his hands before the multitude, ſaying: I 
am guiltleſs of the blood of this righteous 

. man; look ye to it. And all the people 
anſwered: His blood be upon us and upon 
. our children. Then releaſed he Barab- 
bas unto them: and, when he had ſcourged 
Jeſus, delivered him up to be crucified. 
Then the ſoldiers of the governour toox 
Jeſus with them to the Prætorium, and aſ- 
. ſembled againſt him the whole band: and 
they ſtript him, and put on him a ſcarlet 
robe; and platted a crown of thorns, and 
put it on his head, and a reed in his right 
hand: and they kneeled before him, and 
kept mocking him, ſaying: Hail, king of 
the Jews! And they ſpat upon him, and 
took the reed, and ſmote him on the heads 
And, after mocking him, they took off the 
robe, and put his own cloaths on him, and 
2. carried him away to crucify him. And, as 
they were going out of the city, they met 
with a man of Cyrene, Simon by name : 

33. him they forced to carry his croſs. - And, 

when they were come to a place called 
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| Golgotha, (which means 4 Place of a ſkull) 
34. they gave him vinegar, mingled with bit- 
ters, to drink: and, when he had taſted it, 
'35- he refuſed to drink. And, after they had 
nailed him to the croſs, they parted his 
garments among themſelves by caſting lots 
96. for them: and ſat down there to guard 
37. him. And they placed over his head this 
writing of his accuſation: THIS 1s IEsus 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
38. Then two murderers were crucified with 
him, one on the right hand, and one on the 
39. left. And they, who were paſling by, kept 
40. railing at him, wagging their heads, and 
ſaying : Thou, who canſt deſtroy the tem- 
ple, and build it in three days, ſave thy- 
ſelf! As thou art the ſon of God, come 
down from the croſs. Likewiſe the chief 
prieſts alſo, with the ſcribes and elders, 
mocked him, and ſaid : He ſaved others; 
cannot he ſave himſelf? If he be the king 
of Iſrael, let him now come down from the 
croſs, and we will believe him. He truſted 
in God: let God now deliver him, if he 
approveth him: for he ſaid, I am the ſon 
of God. In the ſame manner the mur- 
derers alſo, who were crucified with him, 
reproached him,

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Now there was a darkneſs over all the 


hour. And, about the ninth hour, Jeſus 
cried out with a loud voice: Eli Eli! 
lama ſabachthan ? that is: my God! my 
God! why haſt thou forſaken me? When 
ſome, who were ſtanding there, heard this, 
they ſaid: He 1s calling Elias. And 
ſtraightway one of them ran, and took a 


ſpunge, and put it, filled with vinegar, on a 


reed, and gave him to drink. And others 
faid : Hold! let us ſee, whether Elias is 
coming to deliver him. And, when Jeſus 
had cried out again with a loud voice, he 
expired. And behold! the vail of the 
temple was flit from the top to the bottom; 
and the earth quaked; and the rocks were 
ſplit; and the tombs were opened; and 
many bodies of the ſaints, who were aſleep, 


awoke, and went out' of their tombs after 


they awoke, and were ſeen by many. 
When the centurion and his fellow ſol- 


_ diers, who were guarding Jeſus, perceived 
the earthquake, and what had happened, 
they were greatly afraid, and ſaid : Cer- 
tainly this was a ſon of God! 

And ſeveral women were there looking 
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on afar off, who had accompanied Jeſus 
from Galilee, and | waited upon him: 
56. among whom was Mary Magdalene, and 
Mary the mother of James and Joſes, and 
the mother of the ſons of Zebede. 

. And, in the evening, a rich man of Ari- / 
mathea, named Joſeph; (who had been too 
a diſciple of Jeſus) went up to Pilate, and 

- aſked. for the body of Jeſus: and Pilate 
commanded the body to be given him. So 

+ Joſeph took the body, and wrapt it in a 
clean linen cloth, and laid it in his own 

new tomb, which he had hewn in the rock; 
and rolled up a great ſtone to the entrance 
of the tomb, and went away. And Mary 
Magdalene was there, and the other Mary, 
fitting over againſt the ſepulchre. 
On the next day, the day after the pre- 
paration, the chief prieſts and the Phariſees 
came together to Pilate, ſaying : Sir, we 
remember, that this deceiver ſaid, while he 
was yet alive, After three days I ſhall be 
raiſed up to life. Order, therefore, the ſe- 
pulchre to be made ſafe until the third 
day; leſt his diſciples come by night and 
ſteal him, and ſay unto the people, He 
hath been raiſed up from the dead: for 
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_ + this laſt impoſture will be worſe than the 
Py firſt, - Pilate ſaid unto them: Ye. have a 
guard: go, make the ſepulchre ſafe as you 
ey can. And they went and made the ſepul- 
. chre ſafe by the ſealing of the ſtone, and by

the wilderneſs, and preaching a-baptiſm of

the :: country of Judea and the people -of Ee 


Jeruſalem were going out unto him; and 
were all baptifed by him in the river Jordan, 
6. upon confeſſion of their ſins. And John

w of And, as ſoon as they left the ſynagogue,

90: drew, with James and John. And Simon's 
- wife's mother was lying in bed of a fever; 
31. and he came up, and took her by the hand, 
and raiſed her up; and immediately the fe- 
ver left her, and ſne miniſtered unto them.

lim: Come with me: and he aroſe, and 


And many tax-gatherers and 
heathens were eating in the houſe at the ſame 
table with Jeſus and his diſciples : for many 
of them had accompamied him. And, when 
the ſcribes and the Phariſees ſaw him eating 
with theſe tax-gatherers and heathens, they 
ſaid unto his diſciples : How is it that he 
eateth and drinketh with theſe tax-gather- 
ers and finners ? Jeſus, hearing this, ſaith 
unto them : They, who are well, need not 
a phyſician, but they, who are ſick. Iam 
not come to call righteous men, but ſinners 
to repentance. 
And the diſciples of John and of the Pha- 
riſees uſed to faſt ; and they come unto Je- 
Jus, and ſay : Why do the diſciples of John 


and of the Phariſees faſt, but thy diſciples 
19. faſt not? And Jeſus ſaid unto them: Can 


the companions of the bridegroom faſt, 
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while the bridegroom is with them? As 
long as they have the bridegroom with 


them, they cannot faſt. * But the days will 


come, when the bridegroom ſhall depart

from them; and then will they faſt in thoſe 


days. No one ſeweth a patch of new cloth 
on an old garment: if fo, the new piece 


taketh away from the entireneſs of the old

if ſo, the new wine burſteth thoſe bottles, 
and the wine 1s ſpilled, and the bottles are 


deſtroyed : but new wine ſhould be oe into 
new bottles. 


And, as this was going through the corn- 
fields on the ſabbath-day, his diſciples pluck- 


ed the ears of corn on their way. And 


the Phariſees ſaid unto him : See; why are 


they doing what 1s not lawful on the ſab- 
bath?

And they were maliciouſly obſerving, whe-

or to deſtroy it? but they continued ſilent.

And he called 
them to him, and ſpake unto them in-para- 
bles: How can Satan caſt out Satan? And, 
if a kingdom be divided againſt itfelf, that

mily cannot continue ſtedfaſt. So, if Satan 
riſe up againſt himſelf and be divided, he

No man can go into the houſe of the 


ſtrong one, and plunder his goods: he muſt 
firſt bind the ſtrong one, and then he may 
plunder his goods. Verily I ſay unto you, 
All fins may be forgiven the ſons of men, 
and all the wicked ſpeeches, which they 
may utter : but whoſoever ſhall ſpeak evil 
againſt the holy ſpirit, hath no forgiveneſs 
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in this age, but is in danger of eternal 
g0. puniſhment. Becauſe * ſaid, He mth an 
unclean ſpirit. 
31. Accordingly, his brethren 8 . 
came; and, ſtanding without, ſend in to 
92. call him; ſor the multitude was fitting 
round him: and they ſaid unto him: Be- 
hold ! thy mother and thy brethren without 
33. are enquiring for thee, And he anſwered 
them : Who is my mother? and who are 
34. my brethren? And, looking on every ſide 
upon thoſe, who were fitting round him, he 
ſaith: Behold! my mother and my brethren! 
95. For whoſoever ſhall do the will of God, he 
18 wy W and my ſiſter, and Water,” d 
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C. iv. And Jeſus begin to teach them again 
v. 1. by the ſea, and a great multitude was ga- 
thered unto him, ſo that he got into the 
veſſel, and ſat therein upon the ſea; and 

all the multitude continued on the ſhore. 
And he taught them, as uſual, many things 
9 parables, and ſaid unto them as he 

g. taught them: Hearken: behold! a ſower 
4. went forth to ſow: and, as he was ſowing, 
ſome fell by the road- ſide; and the fowls 


5. of the air came, and ate them up. And

ſome fell on rocky ground, where they had 
not much earth: and they ſprang up ſoon, 


becauſe they had no depth of earth; and,

Andſome 


fell among thorns': and the thorns grew-up, 


and choked them; ſo that they yielded no 


fruit. But others fell on the good ground, 


and yielded fruit growing up and thriving, 
and brought forth, ſome thirty, and ſome 


ſixty, and ſome a hundred fold. And he 


ſaid unto them: Whoſo hath ears to hear, 


let him hear. 
When he was in private, they, who were 
about him with the twelve, aſked him con- 


. cerning this parable. And he ſaid unto 


them: Unto you it is given to know the 
myſtery of the kingdom of God: but unto 


them, that are without, all theſe things are 


in parables : for they ſee clearly, but per- 
ceive not; and hear plainly, but under- 
ſtand not, ſo as to tum to me, and have 
their ſins forgiven them. Then he ſaith 
unto them : Do not ye know this parable ? 
How then will ye know all my parables? 
The ſower ſoweth the word. Thoſe by 


the road-fide, have the word indeed ſown 
| : | 
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in them, but, as ſoon as they have heard it, 
Satan cometh and taketh away the word 
16. ſown in their hearts. They likewiſe, that 
are ſovu in rocky places, are thoſe, who, 
on hearing the word, immediately receive 
17. it with gladneſs; but have no root in them- 
ſelves, and endure but a little time; for, 
when afflictions, or perſecution ariſeth be- 
cauſe of the word, they immediately fall 
away. And they, that are ſown among 
thorns, are ſuch as hear the word; but the 
cares of this life, and the deceitfulneſs of 
riches, and other luſts, coming upon them, 
together choke the word, and it becometh 
unfruitful. And they, that were ſown on 
the good ground, are ſuch as hear the word 
and receive it, and bear fruit ſome thirty, 
and ſome ſixty, and ſome a hundred fold. 
And he faid unto them: Is the lamp 
brought to be put under the buſhel, or 
under the couch? Is it not brought to be 
ſet on the ſtand ? For there is nothing hid, 
that will not be brought to light: and no- 
thing laid up in ſecret, that will not ap- 
, pear openly. If any one hath ears to hear, 
let him hear. And he ſaid unto them: 
Conſider what ye hear: for the meaſure, 
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Which ye give, will be given to you, who

hear, in abundance. For whoſoever hath, 


to him will be given; and from him, who 


hath little, even that little will be taken. 
And he ſaid: So i is the kingdom of God, 


as if a man ſhould caſt ſeed upon the 


ground, and, while he {leepeth by night and 
riſeth by day, the ſeed ſhould ſpring up and 
grow he knoweth not how. For the earth 


bringeth ! forth fruit of itſelf; firſt the blade,

And he "ry To whit ſhall we liken 
the kingdom of God ? Or what compariſon 
ſhall we uſe concerning it?

And they were very much 
afraid, and ſaid to each other: Who then

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c Jo; Then Fe and has Giſele croſſed the 
v.1,2. ſea to the country of the Gadarenes. And 

as ſoon as he left the veſſel, a man out of 
All ** tombs met him, with an unclean ſpirit; 
3. who dwelt in the tombs, and no one could 
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4. bind him even with chains: inaſmuch as 
he had been often bound with fetters and 
chains, and the chains had been rent in 
ſunder by him, and the fetters broken to

ſaid, If I can touch but his cloaths, I ſhall 


be well. And the fountain of her blood 
was immediately dried up; and ſhe felt in 
her body, that ſhe was free from that diſ- 
order.

turned about in the multitude, and ſaid: 


Who touched my cloaths? And his diſci- 
ples ſaid unto him: Thou ſeeſt the multi- 
tude ſqueezing thee; and ſayeſt thou, Who 
touched me?

And he took the child by: the hand, and 
ſaith unto her: Talitha cumi: which means, 
I ſay unto thee, little child, ariſe. And 
the child immediately aroſe, and began to 
walk about; for ſhe was about twelve years 
old: and they were aſtoniſhed with'a great 
aſtoniſhment. And he charged them much, 
to let no one know this: and told them to 
give her ſomething to eat.

And, when the ſabbath · day came, he began 


to teach in the ſynagogue; and many heard 


him, and were aſtoniſhed, ſaying: Whence

mighty works are done by his hands. Is 
not this the carpenter, the ſon'of Mary, and 
the brother of James and Joſes ? and are 
not his ſiſters here amongſt us? And they 
revolted at him. But Jefus ſaid unto them: 


A teacher is not without honour, ſave in his 


own town, and among his kinſmen, and i in 
his own family. And he could not do any 


miracle there beyond healing a few fick peo- 


ple by laying his hands upon. them : and he 


wondered, at their want of faith ; and went 


round about the villages teaching. 


And Jeſus calleth to him his diſciples, and 
began to ſend them forth by two and two; 


and gave them power over dæmons; and 


commanded them to take nothing for their 
journey, but a ſtaff only ; no ſcrip, no bread, 
no money in the purſe ; but with ſhoes on 


their feet: and not to put on two coats. And

And all ate, and were 
filled. And twelve baſkets full of the frag- 


ments were taken away, beſides fragments 


. of the fiſhes. And they, who had eaten of 


the loaves, were about five thouſand men.. 
And ſtraightway he forced his diſciples to 
get into the veſſel, and to go before him 
acroſs to Bethſaida, while he ſent away the 
multitude : and, after parting from them, 


. he went into the mountain to pray. And, 


in the evening, the veſſel was in the midſt 
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of the ſea, and he alone on the land. And 
be ſaw them haraſſing themſelves with row- 


ing, (for the wind was againſt them) and, 
about the fourth watch of the night, goeth 


do them by walking upon the ſea: and was 


intending to pals by them. But, when they 


ſaw him walking upon the ſea, they ſup- 


poſed him to be an apparition; and cried | 


out: for they all ſaw him, and were troub- 
led. And immediately he ſpake to them, 


and ſaid: Take courage: it is I: be not 
afraid. And he went up into the veſſel to 


them; and the wind ceaſed: and they were

Jail the Phariſees and 955 of che 
ſcribes, who had come from Jeruſalem, re- 
ſort unto Jeſus; and, upon ſeeing ſome of 
his diſciples eating bread with unholy, that 
is, with unwaſhen hands, they found fault. 
(For the Phariſees and all the Jews never eat 


without throwing a handful of water over 


their hands, holding the tradition of the el- 


. ders: and, when they come from the mar- 
| ket, except they dip their hands in water, 
they eat not: and many other ſuch tradi- 


tions they obſerve, waſhings of cups, and 
meaſures, and brazen veſſels, and couches.) 
And the Phariſees and the ſcribes aſk him : 
Why walk not thy diſciples according to 
the tradition of the elders, but eat bread 


. with unwaſhen hands? And he anſwered : 
Well hath Efaiah taught concerning you 


hypocrites, as it is written : This people 
honoureth me with their lips, but their heart 


7. is far from me: but in vain do they worſhip 


me, teaching for doctrines the command- 


ments of men. For ye have let go the com- 


mandment of God, but hold the tradition 
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of men, waſhing of meaſures. and cups;

and many other ſuch things as theſe ye do. 
And he ſaid unto them: Ye entirely ſet

be put to death, But ye teach, that a man 
may ſay to His father or mother, it is kor-

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And, as he cometh to Bethſaida, they bring 
a blind man unto him, and beſeech him to 


touch the man. And he took the blind man 
by the hand, and led him to the outſide of 


dhe village: and, aſter ſpitting on his eyes, 


he put his hands wpon them, and aſked him: 
Doſt thou fee any thing? And he looked up, 


and ſaid: I ſee men like trees walking. 
Then Feſus put his hands again upon the 
eyes of the man, and made him look up; and 


he was reſtored, and ſaw every man clearly. 


And he ſent tie man home, ſaying: Go not

here preſent will not taſte of death, till they

Six days after, Jeſus taketh with him 
Peter and James and John, and bringeth 
ttuhem up into a high mountain privately by 
themſelves; where his appearance was

not what to ſay, as they were greatly afraid.

much, and he fell upon the ground, and

Laſt of all the 


woman died alſo. In the reſurrection, 


therefore, when they return to life, whoſe 


wife of them all will the be? for all the 
ſeven married her. Jeſus anſwered : Do ye 


not therefore deceive yourſelves from not 


conſidering the ſcriptures, nor the power of 
God? For, when the dead riſe again, there 
will be no marrying, nor giving in mar- 
riage; ; but they will be as the angels that 


are in heaven. Now concerning the dead, 


that they are to be raiſed, have ye not read in 
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the book of Moſes, how God ſpake to him 

at the buſh, ſaying: Iam the God of Abra- 
ham, and the God of Haac, and the God of 
Jacob? he is not the God of the dead, but

fulfilled; which ſaith: And he was num- 


bered with tranſgrefſors. | 
And they, that were paſſing by; kept rail- 
ing at him; wagging their heads, and ſay- 


ing: Hah! thou: that canſt deſtroy the 
. temple and build it in three days, ſave thy- 


ſelf, and come down from the croſs l. And 


the chief prieſts. likewiſe: and the ſcribes,

twelve years: of age, was dying. 

And as he went, the multitudes kept 
preſſing him 1 when a woman, with an iſ-

| ſpent all her livelyhood on phyſicians, but 


could be healed by none; came up be- 


bind, and touched the border of his gar- 
ment: and her iſſue of blood ſtopt that mo- 


ment. And Jeſus ſaid: Who touched me? 


when, all denying it, Peter and they, that 


were with him, ſaid: Maſter, the multitudes 
are crouding and preſſing thee, and doſt

Somebody did touch me: for I perceived,

that power. went out from me. When the 
woman ſaw, that ſhe was diſcovered, ſhe 
came trembling ; and, falling down before

And he ſaid un- 
to her: Take courage, daughter! thy faith 


hath made thee well: go in peace. 


While Jeſus was yet ſpeaking, one com-

And they were all weeping and 
lamenting her; but he ſaid: Weep not:

And he put them all out, and took her by 
the hand, and called: Maid! ariſe.

mediately; and he commanded ſomething 
to be given her to eat. And her parents 
were aſtoniſhed ; but he charged them ta 
tell no one what had been done.

Now Herod the tetrarch heard of all that 
Jeſus was doing; and was perplexed, be- 
cauſe ſome ſaid, that John was raiſed from 
the dead: and others, that Elias was come: 
and others, that one of the old teachers 


. was riſen again. And Herod ſaid: John I 


beheaded : who is this, of whom I hear 
ſuch things ? And he was pus of ſeeing 


Jeſus. 


4 the apoſtles turned back, and told 
Jeſus what they had done: and he took 
them with im, and withdrew privately to 


a lonely place of a city called Bethſaida.

But the multitudes found it out, and fol-

- while they were all wondering at all the 


things, which Jeſus had done, he ſaid unto 


. his diſciples: Let the words which I am 


ſpeaking, ſink down into your ears: for the 


| ſon of man is about to be delivered up into 


the hands of men. But they did not under- 


ſtand this ſaying, and it's meaning was hid- 


den from them: and they were afraid of 


aſking him about it. 
And there was a diſpute among them, 


. which ſhould be greateſt. And Jeſus ſaw 


the reaſoning of their heart; and took up 


. a child, and ſet it by him, and ſaid unto 


them: Whoſoever ſhall receive one {ike 


this child m my name, receiveth me; 
and whoſoever ſhall receive me, receiveth 
him, that ſent me: for the leaſt of you 
. all will be greateſt. And John anſwered : 
| Maſter, we ſaw one caſting out dæmons in

And, when the time for his departure was 
drawing nigh, he ſet his face ſtedfaſtly to 
go unto Jeruſalem; and ſent meſſengers be- 
fore him, who went into a village of Sama- 
ritans to prepare for him : but theſe would 
not receive him, becauſe he was bent upon 
going to Jeruſalem. And, when his diſci- 
ples, James and John, ſaw this, they ſaid: 
Maſter, ſhall we command fire to come 
down from heaven to conſume them, even 
. as Elias did? But he turned, and rebuked 
them, ſaying: Ye know not of what ſpirit 
ye are: for the ſon of man came not to de- 
ſtroy mens lives, but to ſave them. And 
they went to another village. 

And, as they were going, one upon the 
road ſaid unto him ; Maſter, I will accom-

Jeſus ſaid unto him: The foxes have holes,

And he ſaid unto another: Come with me.

After this, the Lord appointed alſo ſe- 
venty others, and ſent them two and two 
before his face to every city and place, 
whither he himſelf was about to come; and 


. faid unto them: The harveſt indeed 15 


plenteous, but the labourers are few: be- 
ſeech therefore the owner of the harveſt to 


. furniſh labourers for this harveſt. Go your 


ways: behold! I ſend you forth as lambs 
among wolves. Carry neither purſe, nor 
ſerip, nor ſhoes: and ſalute no one by the 
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5. W/. And, whatſoever houſe ye are going 
6. into, firſt ſay, Peace to this houſe! And, if 


the {on of peace be there, your peace will 


reſt upon him: if not, it will turn to you 


again. And in that houſe remain, eating 


and drinking ſuch things as they haye ; for 
the workman is worthy of his pay. Go 
not from houſe to bouſe. And, when ye 
are entertained in any city which ye enter, 
eat ſuch things as are ſet before you; and 


heal the ſick, that are therein; and ſay unto 
them: The kingdom of God is nigh unto 
you. And, whatſoever city ye enter, if they 


entertain you not, go forth into their ſtreets, 


and ay: Even the very duſt of your city, 


that cleaveth to us, we wipe off againſt 
you: notwithſtanding be ſure of this, that 
the kingdom of God is nigh unto you. I 
ſay unto you, It will be more tolerable in 


that day for Sodom, than that city. Alaſs ! 


for thee, Chorazin! alaſs! for thee, Beth- 
ſaida! for, if the mighty works, which have 


been done in you, had been done in Tyre 


and Sidon, they formerly would have re-

pented, fitting in ſackcloth and aſhes. But 

it will be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon 

in the judgement, than for you, And thou,

And the ſeventy came bark with- Joy, "oy

| Thee, becauſe it thus ſeemed good in thy

And 


he ſaid: Alaſs! for you alſo, ye teachers 
of the law! for ye load men with burdens 


hard to be borne; but ye yourſelves touch 
not theſe burdens with one of your fingers. 
. Alaſs! for you; for ye build the tombs of 

the teachers, and your fathers killed them. 
So then ye gladly conſent and agree to the 


works of your fathers : for they killed the 


teachers, and ye build their tombs. And 


therefore the wiſdom of God hath ſaid, 1 


wo.ill ſend unto them teachers and apoſtles; 


and ſome they will drive away, and kill 


, ſome: ſo that the blood of all the teachers, 
that has been {hed from the foundation of

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the world, will be required of this very 
race; from the blood of Abel to the blood 
of Zacharias, who periſhed between the 
altar and the temple : yea, I ſay unto you, 


it will be required of this very race. Alaſs! 
for you, ye teachers of the law! for ye have 


taken away the key of knowledge; ſo that 
ye go not in yourſelves, and hinder thoſe, 


that would go in. 


Whilſt he was ſaying theſe thin gs unto 
them, the ſcribes and the Phariſees began 
to be greatly enraged, and to provoke him 
to ſpeak raſhly upon other matters; lying 
in wait for him, and ſeeking to catch 


ſomething out of his mouth, TOY they 


might. accuſe him. 


Whilſt an innumerable multitude was ga-

. not be known. Therefore, whatſoever ye 


have ſaid in darkneſs, will be heard in the 
light; and what ye have — in the 
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cloſet, will be publiſhed aloud upon the 
. houſe-tops. And I ſay unto you my 
friends : Fear not them, that kill the body, 
and after this can do no more: but I will 
ſhew you whom to ſear: fear him, who, 
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after having killed, hath power to caſt into 
hell: yea, I ſay unto you, fear him. Are 
not five ſparrows ſold for two farthings ? 
yet even one of theſe is not forgotten before 


. God: but the very hairs of your head are 


all numbered. Fear not, therefore: ye are 
better than many ſparrows. 

And I ſay unto you, Whoſoever ſhall ac- 
knowledge me in the preſence of men, him 
will the ſon of man acknowledge, in his 
turn, in the preſence of the angels of God : 
but he, that denieth me in the preſence of 
men, will be denied, in his turn, in the pre- 
ſence of the angels of God. And every 
one, that ſpeaketh a word againſt the ſon 
of man, may be forgiven; but he, that ſpeak- 


eth wickedly againſt the holy _ will not

be forgiven. 

And, when ye are brought before ſyna- 
gogues and rulers and magiſtrates, be not 
anxious how ye muſt defend yourſelves, or 


what ye muſt ſay : for the holy ſpirit will

And one of the multitude ſaid unto him: 
Teacher, bid my brother give me my ſhare 
of the inheritance. But 7eſus ſaid unto

Take care to keep yourſelves from exceſ- 
ſive deſires: for the life of no one dependeth 
on the abundance of his poſſeſſions.

And he was reaſoning with himſelf, ſaying: 
What muſt I do? for I have no where to 
lay up theſe fruits of mine. And he ſaid : 
This will I do: Iwill pull down my preſent 
ſtore-houſes, and build greater; and will 
there lay up all my produce and my goods. 
And J will ſay to my ſoul: Soul! thou haſt 
many good things laid up for many years: 


take thine eaſe, eat, drink, feaſt thyſelf. 


But God faid unto him: Thoughtleſs man / 
this very night, this ſoul of thine 1s required 
of thee: whoſe then will theſe things be, 
which thou haſt provided? Thus it 2s with 


him, who layeth up ſtores for himſelf, and 


is not rich unto God. And he ſaid unto

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his diſciples : Therefore, I ſay unto you, Be 


not anxious for your life, what ye muſt eat;

but he, who knew eit not, though he did 


things worthy of ſtripes, will be beaten but 
with few: for from every one, to whom 
much was given, will much be required; 
and the more will be demanded, where much 
was truſted, 


I came to put fire in the earth ; and what 
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wiſh I more, ſince it is already kindled ?

and how am I diſtreſſed, till it be accom- 
pliſhed! Think ye, that I came to give 
peace on earth?

Ye hypo- 
crites? ye can diſcern the face of the ſky 
and the earth; and why do ye not diſcern 
this ſeaſon? Why do ye not of your own 
accord judge rightly ? As thou art going 
with thine adverſary to the magiſtrate, do 
all thou canſt on the way to free thyſelf 
from him; leſt he take thee to the judge, 


and the judge deliver thee to the officer,

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and the officer throw thee into priſon. I 
ſay unto thee, Thou mayeſt not come 
out thence, till thou haſt _ the very laſt 
farthing; | 


And ſome came to tell him at the time 
concerning thoſe Galileans, whoſe blood 
Pilate had mingled with their ſacrifices. 
And Jeſus anſwered : Think ye, that thele 
Galileans were ſinners above all the Gali- 
leans, becauſe they ſuffered ſuch things? 
I tell you, No: but, unleſs ye repent, ye 


. will all periſh in the ſame way. Or thoſe 


eighteen, on whom the tower in Siloam fell, 
and flew them; think ye, that they were 
ſinners above all the inhabitants of Jeruſa- 
lem ? I tell you, No: but, unleſs ye repent, 
ye will all periſh in like manner. 

He ſpake alſo this parable : A man had 
a fig-tree planted in his vineyard; and he 
came ſeeking fruit upon it, but found none. 


Then ſaid he to the dreſſer of his vineyard: 


Lo! theſe three years come J ſeeking fruit 
on this fig-tree, and find none: cut it down; 
why ſhould it alſo make the ground uſeleſs ? 
And he anſwered : Maſter, let it alone this 
year allo, till I dig about it, and dung it:

afterwards cut it down. 


And, whilſt he was teaching in one of 
the ſynagogues on the ſabbath, behold ! 
there. was a woman who had been troubled 
with an infirmity eighteen years, and was 
bowed together, and could not look up at 
all. When Jeſus ſaw her, he called to her, 
and ſaid : Woman, thou art looſed from this 
infirmity of thine. And he laid his hands 
upon her, and ſhe immediately became 
ſtraight; and continued glorifying God. But 
the ruler of the ſynagogue, diſpleaſed be- 
cauſe Jeſus had healed her on the ſabbath, 
ſaid to the multitude: There are fix days, 
in which work ſhould be done: come, there- 
fore, on thoſe, and be healed ; but not on 
the ſabbath-day. Upon this the Lord an- 
fwered : Thou hypocrite ! doth not any of 
you looſe his ox or aſs from the ſtall on the 
ſabbath, and lead him to a watering- place? 
And ought not this woman, a daughter of 
Abraham, whom Satan had bound, lo! 
theſe eighteen years, be looſed from this 


bond on the ſabbath-day ? And, when he 


had ſaid theſe things, all his oppoſers were 
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aſhamed; and the whole multitude were 
rejoicing at all the glorious things, that he 
was doing. 

Then ſaid he: To what is the kingdom 
of God like? and to what ſhall I reſemble 


it? It is like a gram of muſtard-ſeed, 


which a man took and put in his garden, 


and it grew into a great tree; ſo that the 
fowls of the air rooſted in the branches of it. 


And again he ſaid: To what ſhall J liken 
. the kingdom of God? It is like leaven, 


which a woman took and mixt with three 


meaſures of meal till the whole was lea- 
vened. 7 


And he continued teaching in cities and 


villages, as he purſued his way to Jeruſalem.

dren together, as a bird gathereth her brood 
under her wings! but ye refuſed. Behold!

iniquity! There will be weeping and gnaſh- 
ing of the teeth, when ye ſhall ſee Abraham 


and Iſaac and Jacob, and all the teachers, 


in the kingdom of God, and yourſelves 


turned out. And thoſe will come from the 


eaſt and weſt, and from the north and ſouth, 


who will fit at table in the kingdom of 
God: but behold ! there are laſt, that will 


be firſt; and firſt, that will be laſt. 

The ſame day, fome Phariſees came up 
to him, and ſaid: Go, depart from this 
place; for Herod meaneth to kill thee.

So he 
took and healed him, and ſent, him away; 
and ſaid unto them: Which of you, if an 
als or an ox fall into a well, will not im- 
mediately draw him out on the ſabbath- 
day? And they could not give an anſwer 
to theſe things: And he ſpake this parable 

to the gueſts, when he obſerved how they 


were chooſing out for themſelves the firſt 


ſeats; and ſaid: When thou art invited by

Then he ſaid alſo to him, who had invited 
him: When thou makeſt a dinner or a ſup- 
per, invite not thy friends, nor thy brethren, 
nor thy kinſmen, nor rich neighbours; leſt 
they alſo at any time invite thee in their 
turn, and a recompence be made thee. But, 
when thou makeſt an entertainment, invite 
the poor, the maimed, the lame, the blind; 


becauſe they cannot recompence thee : and 


happy wilt thou be ; for thou wilt be recom- 


penſed at the reſurrection of the juſt. 
When one of the gueſts heard theſe 
things, he ſaid unto Feſus : Happy is he, 
who eateth bread in the kingdom of God. 
But Feſus ſaid unto him: A certain man 
made a great ſupper, and invited many: 
and, at ſupper- time, ſent his ſervant to ſay 


unto them, who had been invited, Come ;

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for all things are now ready. And they all 

began to make the ſame excuſe. The firſt 
ſaid : I have bought a farm, and mult go 
from home to ſee it : I beſeech thee, make

And another ſaid : I have married a wife ; 
and therefore I cannot come. When the 
ſervant came and told his maſter theſe 
things, he was enraged; and ſaid to the 
ſervant : Go out immediately into the ſtreets 
and lanes of the city, and bring in hither 
the poor, and maimed, and lame, and blind, 
And the ſervant ſaid : Maſter, I have done 
according to thy orders; and ſtill there is 
room. And the maſter ſaid to the ſervant :

. my houſe may be filled. For I fay unto 


you, None of thoſe men, who had been in- 
vited, ſhall taſte of my ſupper. 
Now great multitudes were going with 
him ; and he turned, and ſaid unto them : 
If any one come to me, and hate not his 
father and mother and wife and children 
and brethren and ſiſters, and even his own 
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27. life alſo, he cannot be my diſciple. And 
whoſoever beareth not his croſs and cometh 
28. with me, cannot be my diſciple. For which 
of you, that wiſheth to build a tower, doth 
not ſtay to reckon firſt the coſt whether he 
29. have wherewith to finiſh zt ? leſt haply, af- 
ter he hath laid the foundation, and is not 
able to finiſh, every beholder laugh at him, 
go. and ſay: This man began to build, and was 
31. not able to finiſh. Or what king, before he 
goeth to engage another king in battle, doth 
not ſtay to conſult, whether he be able with 
ten thouſand men to meet the other com- 
32. ing againſt him with twenty thouſand ? Or 
elſe, whilſt he is yet far off, ſendeth an 
33. embaſly to aſk conditions of peace. In like 
manner, whoſoever of you doth not give 
up all his ſubſtance, cannot be my diſciple. 
34. Salt zs good; but, if this ſalt have loſt it's 
35. favour, with what ſhall it be ſeaſoned ? It 
is not fit even to manure the land: but is 
thrown away. Whoſo hath cars t6 hear, let 
him hear. 


C.xv. And many tax-gatherers and heathens 
v.1,2.kept coming to 7eſus to hear him.

. - ſhe calleth together to her houſe her friends 
and neighbours, and ſaith : Rejoice with 
me, for I have found the piece of filyer, 

10. that I loſt. In like manner, I ſay. unto you, 
there is joy before the angels of God for 
11. one ſinner that repenteth. He ſaid, more- 
12. over: A certain man had two ſons; and 
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che younger ſaid unto their father: Father,

give me that portion of property, that is to 
fall to me: and he divided his ſubſtance 


between them.

And, 


after all was ſpent, there was a griev- 
ous famine throughout that country; and 
he began to be in want: ſo he went and 


connected himſelf with a citizen of that 


country, who ſent him to his farm to feed 
ſwine. And he was deſirous to fill his belly 
with the offal, that the ſwine were eating : 

And, hav- 
ing come to himſelf, he ſaid: How many 
hired ſervants of my father have bread in 
abundance, whilſt Jam periſhing with hun- 
ger!

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And the ſon ſaid unto him: Father, I have 

ſinned againſt heaven, and before thee;

But the father ſaid unto his 
ſervants : Bring forth the beſt robe, and put 
it on him; and give him a ring for his fin- 
ger, and ſhoes for his feet: and bring the 
fatted calf, and kill it; and let us eat and

ſelves. Now his elder ſon was in the coun- 
try; but, on his return, as he drew nigh 
the houſe, he heard muſic, and ſinging, and 


dancing. And he called to him one of the 


ſervants, and was enquiring what this could 


be. And the ſervant ſaid: Thy brother 


is come; and thy father hath killed the 


fatted calf, becauſe he hath received him

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fifty. Then ſaid he to another: And how 
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much oweſt thou? He ſaid: A hundred

Take thy bill, and write fourſcore. And 
the maſter commended his ſteward, for the 
prudence of this unrighteous dealing: for 


the children of this world are more prudent

in the management of their concerns, than 
the children of light. I fay alſo unto you, 
make to yourſelves friends of theſe uncer- 
tain riches; that, when ye die, ye may be 


received into thoſe everlaſting habitations.

He, that is faithful in very little, is faith- 


ful alſo in much: and he, that is unjuſt in 


very little, is unjuſt alſo in much. If, there- 
fore, ye have not been faithful in the un- 
certain riches, who will truſt you with the 
true? And if ye have not been faithful in 
what paſſeth from one to another, who will 
give you what is your own? No ſervant 
can ſerve two maſters; for either he will 


hate one, and love the other; or hold to 


one, and neglect the other. Ye cannot ſerve

And the Phariſees alſo, who were lovers 
of money, were liſtening to all theſe things, 
and . ſcoffing at him. And he ſaid unto 
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them: Ye endeavour to appear righteous 
before men, but God knoweth your hearts: 
for what is highly eſteemed among men, 
is abomination in the fight of God. 
16. The law and the prophets were until 
..... John: ſince then the kingdom of God is 
_ - preached, and every one forceth himſelf in- 
17. to it. But it is eaſier for the heaven and 
the earth to paſs away, then: one tittle of 
the law to fail. | 
18. Every one, that divorceth 1. We and 
marrieth another, committeth adultery: 
And every one, that marrieth her, who 
hath been divorced, committeth adultery. 
19. There was a certain rich man, who was 
clothed in purple and fine linen, and feaſt- 
20. ed himſelf ſumptuouſſy every day. And 
there was a certain poor man, named La- 
zarus, full of ſores, who was laid at the

ter, and cool my tongue; for I am tor- 
mented in this flame. But Abraham ſaid: 


Son, remember, that thou in thy life-time - 


didſt receive thy good things, as Lazarus 
in the ſame meaſure evil things: but now 


he is comforted, and thou art tormented. 
And beſides all this, between us and you a 


great gulph is fixed, that they, who wiſh to 


croſs from us to you, or from you to us, 


may not be able to paſs over. Then he 
faid to Abraham: I beſeech thee, therefore, 
father! to ſend him to my father's houſe ; 


for I have five brethren: that he may teſtify 
into this place of torment. Abraham ſaith 
unto him: They have Moſes and the pro- 


phets; let them hear theſe. But he ſaid : 


Nay, father Abraham! but if one go unto 


them from the dead, they will repent. And 


Abraham ſaid: If they hear not Moſes and 


the prophets, neither will they be * 
el n one riſe from the dead. 


C. xvii. And Feſus: ſaid unto his diſciples :

muſt be that temptations come: but alaſs ! 
for him, by whom they come. It were bet- 
ter for him, that a mill-ſtone were hanged 
about his neck and caſt into the ſea, than 


that he ſhould entice to fin one of theſe lit- 


. tle ones. Take heed to yourſelves. If thy 


brother l againſt thee, rebuke him; 
and, if he repent, forgive him. And, if he 
offend againſt thee ſeven times a- day, and 


ſeven times a-day turn unto thee, ſaying, I 


repent; thou mult forgive him. 


And the apoſtles ſaid unto the Lord : En- 
creaſe our faith. And the Lord ſaid: If 


ye had faith as a grain of muſtard-ſeed, ye 


might have ſaid to this very ſycamine-tree, 
Be thou rooted up, and planted in the ſea; 


and it would have obeyed you.

Which of you will ſay to his plowman or 


ſhepherd, at their return from the farm, 


Come hither, and ſit down immediately to 
table? Will he not rather ſay, Get ſupper 


ready, and prepare thyſelf to wait upon me 


whilſt I eat and drink: and afterwards do 
thou alſo eat and drink ? Doth he owe any 
favour to that ſervant for doing what he 


bade him? I think not. In like manner 
Nn 
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ſay ye alſo, when ye have done all, that was 


commanded you, We are ſervants, that 


have done no favour; We have done what

vie ought to do. 


And, on his way to Jeruſalem, he was 
paſſing through the midſt of Samaria and 
Galilee : and, as he was entering a certain 
village, ten lepers came in his way ; who 
ſtood afar off, and lifted up their voices, 
ſaying : Jeſus maſter ! take pity on us. And, 
when he ſaw them, he {aid unto them: Go, 


ſhew yourſelves unto the prieſts: and, as

they were going, they were cleanſed. And 
one of them, perceiving that he was healed, 
turned back, glorifying God with a loud 
voice; and fell on his face at the feet of 
Jeſus, giving him thanks: and he was a Sa- 
maritan. And Jeſus ſaid: Were not the 
ten cleanſed? but where are the nine? 
None have returned to give glory to God, 
ſave this ſtranger. And he ſaid unto the 


man Arle, go thy way : thy faith made

thee well. 
And, being aſked by ht Phariſees, when 


* the kingdom of God cometh, he anſwered : 


The kingdom of God cometh not with 
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21. ſcrupulous obſervation : neither will men

ſay of it, lo! here; or lo! there: for be- 


hold! the kingdom of God is in the midſt 


of you. 
And he ſaid to the diſciples: A time will 


come, when ye will deſire to ſee one of 


theſe days of the ſon of man, but will not 
ſee it. And, if they ſhall ſay unto you, 
lo! ke is here; or lo! he is there: go 
not out in ſearch of him. For, as the flaſh 
of lightning ſhineth from one end of hea- 
ven to the other, after the ſame manner 
will the fon of man alſo be in his day: 
but firſt muſt he ſuffer many things from 


this race of men, and be ſcornfully rejected 
by them. And, as it was in the days of 


Noah, after the ſame manner will it alſo 
be in the days of the ſon of man. They 
were eating, they were drinking, they were 
marrying, they were giving in marriage, 
until the day of Noah's entrance into the 
ark; when the flood came and deſtroyed 
them all. In hke manner, as in the days 


of Lot, they were eating, they were drink-

they were planting, they were building: 
but, the ſame day that Lot went out of

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Sodom, fire and brimſtone rained down 
from heaven, and deſtroyed them all : even 


ſo will it be on the day, when the ſon of 
man is revealed In that day, let not him, 
that is on the houſe- top, go down into the 


houſe to take away with him any of his ſtuff: 
and, in the ſame manner, let not him, that 


is in the field, turn back. Remember Lot's 
. wife. Whoſoever ſhall ſeek to ſave his life, 


will loſe it: and whoſoever ſhall be willing 


. to loſe his life, will preſerve it. I ſay unto 


you, In that night there will be two men 


upon the ſame couch: one will be taken 


. away, and the other left. Two women will 


be grinding together: one will be taken 
away, and the other left. Two men will 


be in the field: one will be taken away, 
. and the other left. And they ſay unto him: 


Where, maſter ? And he ſaid unto them: 
Whereſoever the body 2s, there will the 


eagles be gathered together. 


C. xviii. And 7eſus ſhewed them alſo by this par-

able, that they ought to pray continually 
without fainting. In a certain city there 
was a judge, who feared not God, nor re- 
ſpected man: and there was a widow in 
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the ſame city, who kept coming unto him, 
and ſaying : Do me juſtice againſt mine ad- 


4. verſary. And he refuſed for ſome time; but 


aſterward he ſaid within himſelf, Though I 


neither fear God nor reſpect man, yet be- 


cauſe this widow troubleth me, Iwill do her 
juſtice, leſt by her continually coming ſhe 


weary me out at laſt. And the Lord ſaid: 


Hear what this unjuſt judge ſaith. And | 


will not God do juſtice for his choſen, who 
are crying to him day and night, though 
he delayeth their cauſe fo long? I tell you, 
he will do them juſtice ſpeedily. Neverthe- 


leſs, when the ſon of man cometh, will he

find ſuch faith in this land ? 

And he ſpake alſo this parable concerning 
ſuch as are vainly confident of their own 
righteouſneſs, and treat all others with diſ- 
dain. Two men went up unto the temple 
to pray : one was a Phariſee, and the other 


. a tax-gatherer. The Phariſee, ſtanding by 
himſelf, prayed thus: O! God! I thank 


thee, that I am not like all other men; 
greedy, unjuſt, adulterers, or even as this 
tax-gatherer. I faſt twice a week: 
I pay tithes of all, that I poſſeſs. 'But the 
tax-gatherer, ſtanding afar off, would not

even lift up his eyes to heaven, but was 
ſmiting on his breaſt, and ſaying : O! God! 
be merciful to me, that ſinful creature / 
I ſay unto you, This man went home juſti- 
fied rather than the other: for every one, 
that exalteth himſelf, will be brought low ; 


| and he, that humbleth himſelf, will be ex-

alted. | 
And ſome brought to him little children 
alſo, that he might touch them: but his diſ- 
ciples, when they ſaw it, rebuked them. 
But Jeſus called the children to him, and 
ſaid : Let theſe little children come to me, 
and hinder them not ; for of thoſe, that re- 
ſemble them, is the kingdom of God. Ve- 


rily I ſay unto you, Whoſoever ſhall not 


receive the kingdom of God, like a little 
child, can in no wiſe come into it. 

And a certain ruler aſked him, ſaying: 
Good teacher, what muſt I do to inherit 
everlaſting life ? And Jeſus ſaid unto him : 
Why calleſt thou me good? none is good 
but one, that is God. Thou knoweſt the 
commandments, Do not commit adultery, 


Do no murder, Do not ſteal, Do not bear

falſe teſtimony, Honour thy father and thy 
mother. And he ſaid: All theſe things

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have I kept from my youth. When Jeſus 


heard this, he ſaid unto him: Thou yet 
lackeſt one thing : ſell all, that thou haſt, 


and diſtribute it among the poor, and thou 


wilt have a treaſure in heaven: and come, go 
with me. But, when he heard this, he was 
very ſorrowful: for he was exceedingly rich. 
Then Jeſus, ſeeing him very ſorrowful, 
ſaid : How unwillingly will they, that have 
riches, come into the kingdom of God! 
For a camel will more eaſily paſs through 
a needle's eye, than a rich man come into 
the kingdom of God. Then they, who 
heard this, ſaid: What rich man then can 
be ſaved? But he ſaid : The things, which 


are impoſſible to men, are poſſible to God.

Then Peter ſaid: Lo! we gave up every 
thing to go with thee. And Jeſus anſwer- 
ed: Verily I ſay unto you, Not one of you 


hath given up houſe, or parents, or brethren, 


or wife, or children, for the ſake of the 
kingdom of God, who will not receive 
manifold more at this preſent ſeaſon, and in 
the age, that is coming, everlaſting life. 
Then he took the twelve aſide, and ſaid 
unto them: Behold! we are going up to Je- 
ruſalem; and all the things, that have been

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written by the prophets, will be accompliſh- 
ed in the ſon of man. For he will be deli- 
vered up to the Gentiles, and will be mock- 
ed, and aſſaulted, and ſpit upon; and they 


. will ſcourge and kill him : and, on the third 
. day, he will return to life. But they under- 


ſtood not a word of theſe things; and the 
meaning of what he ſaid was hidden alto- 
gether from their knowledge. 

And, while he was at Jericho, nigh unto 
Jeruſalem, a certain blind man was ſitting 


by the road-ſide, begging: who, hearing 


a multitude paſſing by, aſked what it meant. 
And they told him, Jeſus of Nazareth is 
going by. And he cried out: Jeſus! thou 
ſon of David! take pity on me! And they, 
that were going before, kept charging him 
to hold his tongue; but he continued cry- 
ing out ſo much the more, Son of David! 
take pity on me! Then Jeſus: ſtood ſtill, 
and commanded the man to be brought up; 
and, when he was come near, aſked him, 
ſaying: What doſt thou wiſh me to do for 
thee? He ſaid : Maſter, to reſtore my fight. 
And Jeſus ſaid unto him: Receive thy ſight 
thy faith hath made thee well. And he re- 
ceived his fight immediately, and contin- 
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ued following Jeſus, and glorifying God: 
and all the people, when oy law this, gave 
praiſe unto God. 


And Jeſus went into Jericho, and was 


v.1,2-paſling through it. And lo! a man, named 


- 


Zaccheus, a chief of the tax-gatherers and 


a rich man, was deſirous of ſeeing who Jeſus 
. was; but could not from among the multi- 


tude, becauſe he was low of ſtature: fo he 
ran forwards, and climbed a ſycamore, by 
which 7eſus was going to paſs, that he 
might ſee him. And Jeſus, when he came 
to the place, looking up, ſaw him; and ſaid 


_ unto him: Zaccheus, make haſte and come 


down; for I mean to ſtay at thy houſe to- 
day. So he made haſte and came down ; 
and joyfully entertained him. And all, 


when they ſay his, kept murmuring, and 


ſaying : He 1s gone to lodge with a finner. 
Then Zaccheus ſtood up, and ſaid unto the 
Lord: Behold ! maſter, the half of my ſub- 
ſtance I give unto the poor ; and, if I have 
wronged any man in any thing, I reſtore 
four-fold. And Jeſus ſaid concerning him : 
To-day is ſalvation come to this houſe; | 


foraſmuch as he alſo is a fon of Abraham,

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For the ſon of man came to ſeek 125 to ſave 
what was loſt. 

And, while they were liſtening to theſe 
things, he proceeded to ſpeak a parable, 
becauſe he was nigh unto Jeruſalem, and 
they were expecting the kingdom of God 
to appear immediately. He faid therefore: 
A certain nobleman went into a diſtant 
country to receive for himſelf a kingdom, 
and to return. And he called ten of his 


| ſervants, and gave among them ten pounds, 


and ſaid unto them : Trade with theſe till I 
come. But his countrymen hated him, and, 
when he was gone, ſent an embaſly, to ſay, 


We do not wiſh this man to be our king. 


And, at his return, after receiving the king- 
dom, he commanded thoſe ſervants, to whom 
he gave the money, to be called to him; 
that he might know what each had gained 
by trading. Then came the firſt, and ſaid: 
Maſter, thy pound hath gained ten pounds. 
And he ſaid unto him: Well done! good 
ſervant : becauſe thou haſt been faithful in 
a very little, be thou governour of ten cities. 
Then the ſecond came, and ſaid: Maſter, 
thy pound hath made five pounds. And 
he ſaid likewiſe to him: Be thou alſo go-

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vernour of five cities. Then another came, 


and ſaid: Maſter, behold! thy pound, which 
I have been keeping up in a napkin : for 
I was afraid of thee, becauſe thou art a harſh 


man; thou takeſt up what thou laidſt not 


down, and reapeſt what thou didſt not ſow. 
And he ſaith unto him : Out of thine own 
mouth will I condemn thee, tow wicked 
ſervant ! Thou kneweſt then, that I am a 
harſh man; taking up what I laid not down, 
and reaping what I did not fow. Why, 
therefore, didſt thou not put my money into 
the bank? and, at my coming, I, ſhould 
have received it with intereſt. And he ſaid 
to the ſtanders-by : Take the pound from 
him, and give it to him, who hath the ten 
pounds; (though they ſaid, Maſter, he hath 
ten pounds already) for I ſay unto you, To 


every one, who hath much, will be given 


more, but from him, who hath little, even 
this little will be taken. Moreover, thoſe 
mine enemies, who wiſhed not me to reign 
over them, bring n and ſlay them be- 
fore my face. 

And, when he had hw ſpoken, he con- 
tinued to go before, on his way up to 


29. Jeruſalem, And, when he was come nigh 
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it, as far as Bethphage and Bethany, to the 
mount called the mount of Olives, he ſent 
forth two of his diſciples, ſaying : Go into 


that village over againſt us; where, as ye

enter, ye will find a colt tied up, on which 
no man ever ſat: looſe and bring it. And, 


if any one aſk you, Why are ye looſing it? 


. ſay, The maſter hath need of him. And, 
when they, who had been ſent, came there, 


they found it as he had told them. And, 


as they were looſing the colt, the owners 
of it ſaid unto them: Why looſe ye the 


colt? And they ſaid : The maſter hath need 
of him. And they brought it to Jeſus : and 


threw their own cloaths over the colt, and 
ſet Jeſus thereon. And, as he went along, 
the people were ſpreading their cloaths under 


. um in the road. And, when he was coming 


nigh the city, at the deſcent of the mount 
of Olives, the whole multitude of the diſci- 
ples began joyfully to praiſe God with a 
loud voice for all the mighty works, which 


they had ſeen; ſaying : Bleſſed be the king, 


who cometh 1n the name of the Lord ! Peace 
in heaven, and glory in the higheſt! And 
ſome of the Phariſees among the multitude 
ſaid unto him: Teacher, rebuke thy diſci- 
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40. ples. But he anſwered: I ſay unto you, If 
theſe ſhould be ſilent, the ſtones would 1 im- 
mediately cry out. 
41. And, when he was come near enough to 
42. ſee the city, he wept over it; ſaying: Oh! 
that thou hadſt but known, at leaſt in this 
thy day, the things, which belong unto thy 
peace ! but now they are hidden from thine 
43. eyes. For the days will come upon thee, 
when thine enemies will caſt a trench about 
thee, and will compaſs thee round, and 
encloſe thee and thy children within thee 
44. on every ſide, and will level thee with the 
ground, and not leave in thee one ſtone 
upon another; becauſe thou knewelt not 
this ſeaſon of thy viſitation. 
45. And he went into the temple, and * 
driving out the ſellers and buyers therein; 
46. ſaying unto them: It is written, This houſe 
of mine 1s a houſe of prayer : but ye have 
47. made it a den of robbers. And he contin- 
ued teaching daily in the temple : but the 
chief prieſts and the ſcribes and the rulers 
of the people were ſeeking to deſtroy him, 
48. but could not tell what to do; for all the 


people were hanging upon him with atten- 
tion. | | 5 
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C.xx. And, on one of thoſe days, while eſus 
v. 1. was teaching the people in the temple and 


on * 


preaching the goſpel, the chief prieſts and 
the ſcribes with the elders came upon him, 


and ſaid unto him: Tell us by what autho- 
rity thou art doing theſe things? and who 
gave thee this authority? And he anſwer- 
ed: I will alſo aſk you one queſtion, and 
tell it me. Was the baptiſm of John from 


. heaven or from men? And they reaſoned 


among themſelves, ſaying: If we ſay, From 
heaven; he will ſay, Why then did ye not 
believe him? But, if we ſay, From men; 
all the people will ſtone us: for they are 
perſuaded, that John was a teacher. And 


they anſwered, that they did not know 
whence it was. And Jeſus ſaid unto them: 


I will not then tell you by what authority I

am doing theſe things. 

Then he began to ſpeak unto the 0 
this parable: A certain man planted a 
vineyard, and let it out to huſbandmen, 
and went from home for a long time. And, 
at the ſeaſon, he ſent a ſervant to thoſe 
huſbandmen, to receive from them the fruit 
of the vineyard: but the huſbandmen beat 
him, and ſent him away empty. And he

proceeded to fend another ſervant; and they 
beat him alſo, and treated m ſhame fully, 
and ſent him away out of the vineyard 
12. empty. And he ſent a third alſo; and they 
wounded him, and caſt hz out likewiſe. 
13. Then the owner of the vineyard ſaid: What 
muſt I do? I will ſend my ſon, my beloved 
fon; ſurely they will reverence him, when 
14. they ſee him. But, when the huſbandmen 
faw him, they were reaſoning with them- 
telves, ſaying : This is the heir: come, let 
as kill him, that the inheritance may be our's. 
15. So they caſt him out of the vineyard, and 
16. flew kim. What, therefore, will the owner 
of the vineyard do unto them? He will come 
and deſtroy thoſe huſbandmen, and give the 
vineyard to others. When the people heard 
this, they ſaid: May no fuch things come 
17. to paſs! And he looked upon them, and 
ſaid: What meaneth then this ſcripture, 
The ſtone, which the builders rejected, is be- 
18. come the head of the corner? Wholoever 
ſhall fall on this ſtone, will be broken to 
pieces: but on whomſoever it ſhall fall, it 
19. will grind him to powder. And the chief 
' prieſts and the ſcribes ſought to lay hands 
on him at that very time, for they knew,

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that he had ſpoken this parable with a 
view to them: but feared the people. Then 


they maliciouſly ſent as ſpies upon him, 
ſome men, whom they had ſuborned, and 
who pretended to great righteouſneſs, that 
they might lay hold of his words, and de- 
liver him up to the power and authority of 
the governour: and theſe aſked him, ſaying, 
Teacher, we know that thou ſpeakeſt and 
teacheſt rightly, and regardeſt no one's per- 
ſon, but teacheſt the way of God truly : 
Is it lawful for us to give tribute unto Cæ- 
far, or no? But he perceived their crafti- 
nels, and ſaid unto them: Why are ye trying 
me? Shew me a penny. Whoſe image and 
inſcription doth it bear? They anſwered : 
Czſar'ss And he ſaid unto them: Render, 
therefore, unto Cæſar the things that are 
Czſar's; and unto God the things, that are 
God's. And they were not able to lay hold 


of his words before the people; but won- 


dered at his anſwer, and were ſilent. 

Then ſome of the Saducees, who ſay there 
is no reſurrection, came to iim and que- 
ſtioned him, ſaying: Teacher, Moſes left 
us this law in writing, 1f any man's brother 
die, and leave a wife without children; his 


42. 
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brother muſt take this wife, and raiſe up a 


. poſterity for his brother. Now there were 

ſeven brethren; and the firſt married, and 
. died childleſs: and the ſecond took his wife, 
. and he died childleſs. Then the third took 


her; and in like manner the ſeven alſo, and 


all died without children. Laſt of all the 
. woman died alſo. Therefore, in the reſur- 


rection, whoſe wife of them is ſhe? for all 


. the ſeven married her. And Jeſus anſwered: 
The children of this life marry and are 


given in marriage; but they, which are 
thought worthy to obtain that life and the 
reſurrection from the dead, neither marry 


. nor are given in marriage : for they cannot 


die any more, and are hke angels, and 
ſons of God, being ſons of the reſurrection. 


But that the dead are raiſed up, even Mo- 


ſes hath ſhewn, by calling the Lord, the 


God of Abraham, and the God of Iſaac, and 


the God of Jacob. Now he is not a God of 
the dead, but of the living. And ſome of 
the ſcribes anſwered : Teacher, thou haſt 
well ſaid. And, after that, they durſt not 


. alk him any queſtion at all. Then he ſaid 


unto them: Why do they ſay, that the 


Chriſt is the ſon of David? when David 
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43. himſelf ſaith in the book of Pſalms, The Lord 


aid unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right 


hand, till I make thine enemies thy foot: ſtool. 


44. David, ye fee, calleth him Lord: how is

he then his ſon? And he ſaid unto his diſ- 
ciples, in the hearing of all the people: 
Beware of theſe ſcribes, who delight to walk 
in long robes, and love greetings in the 
ſtreets, and the firſt ſeats m the ſynagogues, 


and the chief places at feaſts: who devour 


widows' houſes, and pray with a long pream- 
ble : theſe will receive greater puniſhment. 


C. xxi. And Jeſus was looking up at thoſe rich

men that were caſting their gifts into the 
treaſury: and he ſaw alſo a certain poor 
widow caſting therein two mites. And he 
ſaid: Verily I ſay unto you, this poor wi- 
dow hath caſt in more than they all. For 
all theſe out of their abundance contributed 
to the offerings of God; but ſhe out of her 
want hath caſt in all her ſubſtance. 

And to ſome, who were ſaying of the 
temple, how it was adored with goodly 
ſtones and gifts, he ſaid : As for theſe things, 
on which ye are gazing, the days will come, 
when one ſtone will not be left upon ano-

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ther, that will not be thrown down. And 
they aſked him, ſaying: Teacher, when 
therefore will theſe things be? and what is 


the ſign of their going to be accompliſhed ? 


And he ſaid: Take care, that ye be not de- 


ceived: for many will come in my name, 
ſaying, I am ke; and, The ſeaſon is at hand: 


. but go not therefore with them. And, 
when ye hear of wars and tumults, be not 
affrighted ; for all theſe things muſt be firſt : 


but the end is not immediately. He ſaid 
alſo unto them : Nation will riſe up againſt 


nation, and kingdom againſt kingdom; and 


there, will be great earthquakes in various 
places, and famines, and peſtilences, and 


frightful appearances, and great ſigns from 
heaven. But before all theſe things, they 
vill put forth their hands againſt you to 


diſtreſs you ; and will deliver you up to 


ſynagogues and priſons, aſter ye have been 
brought before kings and governours, for 


my name's ſake. And this will come to 
paſs, that ye may teſtify unto them. Settle 
it, therefore, in your hearts, not to think 
beforehand, how ye muſt defend yourſelves, 
For I will give you a wiſdom of ſpeech, 


which all your adverſaries will not be able

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to gainſay nor to reſiſt. And ye will be deli. 
vered up even by parents, and brethren, and 
kinſmen, and friends: and ſome of you will 
they cauſe to be put to death. And ye will 
be hated by all for my name's ſake: but not 
a hair of your head will be loſt. By your 
perſeverance will ye preſerve your lives. 
And, when ye ſee Jeruſalem ſurrounded 
by encampments, then be aſſured, that her 
deſolation is at hand. Then let thoſe go 
out, that are within her: let them, that are in 
Judea, flee unto the mountains ; and them, 


that are in her neighbourhood, not go in: 


for theſe are days of vengeance, to accom- 
pliſh all eee things, that have been written. 
But alaſs ! for them, that are with child, and 
for them, who give ſuck in thoſe days: for 
in this land will be great diſtreſs, and ſore 
puniſhment among this people.

-deliverance is at hand. And he ſpake a 


parable unto them. Behold the fig-tree and 
all the trees: when ye ſee them ſhoot forth, 
ye know of yourſelves, that now the ſum- 
mer is nigh.

when ye ſee theſe things coming to paſs, be

And, when the time was come, he ſat 


down at table with his twelve apoſtles; and 
ſaid unto them: I have earneſtly deſired to 
eat this paſſover with you before J ſuffer 
death. For, I ſay unto you, I will not eat 
any more of it, till all things be accompliſh- 


ed vith the kingdom of God. And he took 


a cup, and gave thanks, and ſaid: Take 
this, and divide it among yourſelves: for, I 
ſay unto you, I will not drink#of this fruit 
of the vine, until the kingdom of God be 
come. Then he took a loaf, and gave 
thanks, and brake it, and gave unto them, 
ſaying : This is my body, which is given for 
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| wiſe the cup alſo after ſupper, ſaying: 
This cup 1s the new covenant in my blood, 
21. which is poured out for you. But lo! the 
hand of him, that 1s going to deliver me 
22. up, is with me on this table. And the ſon 
of man indeed muſt die, as it is written of 
him : but alaſs! for that man, by whom 
23. he is delivered up. And they began to en- 
quire among themſelves, which of them 

it was, that was going to do this. 
24. And there had been alſo a contention

? faid unto them: The kings of the nations

Simon! behold ! Satan hath obtained leave

for thee, that thy faith may not utterly for- 
ſake thee: and, when at length thou haſt 
turned again, eſtabliſh theſe thy brethren. 
33. And Peter ſaid unto him : Lord, I am ready 

to go with thee even to priſon and to death. 

34. And he ſaid: I tell thee, Peter, the cock 
will not crow this day, till thou haſt thrice

ſaid unto them: When I ſent you forth 
without a purſe and ſcrip and ſhoes, did ye 
find the want of any thing? And they ſaid: 
36. Of nothing. Then ſaid he unto them: But 
now let him, that hath a purſe, take it, and 

his ſcrip likewiſe : and let him, that hath 
no ſword, ſell even his cloaths, and buy one. 
37. For 1 ſay unto you, This ſcripture is yet to 
be accompliſhed in me, And he was num- 
bered with tranſgreſſors : for my courſe is 
38. at an end. And they ſaid : Maſter, be- 
hold! here are two ſwords. And he ſaid 
39. unto them: It is enough. And he went 
out, and came, according to hs cuſtom, to 

the mount of Olives: and his diſciples 
40. went with him. And, when he was at the 
ary he ſaid unto them: Pray that ye 
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may not come into trial. And he ſepa- 


rated himſelf from them about a ſtone's

What? are ye aſleep? riſe, and oy that 
ye come not into trial. 

And, while he was yet ſpeaking; behold ! 
a multitude, with Judas ſpoken of above, one

And Jeſus: ſaid unto 


him : Judas, doſt thou deliver up the ſon

And many other wicked things 
did they ſpeak againſt him. 


And, when it was day, the elders of the 


people and the chief prieſts and the ſcribes

their council; and they ſaid: Art thou the 
. Chriſt? tell us. And he ſaid unto them: 
If I tell you, ye will not believe me; and,

Henceforth will the 


ſon of man fit on the right hand of the power 


of God. Then ſaid they all: Art thou then 


the ſon of God? And he ſaid unto them:

Then Pilate ſaid to the chief prieſts and the 


multitudes: I find nothing to blame in this 


man. But they were vehement upon this, 


ſaying: He ſtirreth up the people, begin- 


ning from Galilee, and teaching throughout 


all Judea unto this place. And, when P. 
late heard the word Galilee, he aſked, if tae 
man were a Galilean. And, having learned 
that he was of Herod's juriſdiction, he ſent 
him away to Herod, who alſo was at Jeru- 
ſalem in thoſe days. And Herod rejoiced 
exceedingly at ſeeing Jeſus; for he had 
been deſirous to ſee him of a long time, 
having heard much of him, and hoping 
to ſee ſome miracle done by him. So he 
alked Jeſus many queſtions; but ke did 


not anſwer one. And the chief prieſts and 


ſcribes were preſent, vehemently accuſing 
him, Then Herod with his ſoldiers treated 
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him contemptuouſly ; and, in deriſion, ar-

back to Pilate. And Pilate and Herod were 
made friends with each other that very day:

and ſaid unto them: Ye have brought this 


man unto me, as one, that turneth aſide the 
people; and behold! I have examined kim 
before you, and found nothing blameable in 


_ thoſe things, whereof ye accuſe this man: 


no, nor Herod; for 1 ſent you to him, and 
lo! nothing worthy of death appears to 
have been done by him: I will, there- 

fore, chaſtiſe him and let him go. Now it 
was expected of him to releaſe one priſoner 
for them during the feſtival. And the 
whole multitude cried out at once, ſaying: 
Let this man die, and releaſe for us Barab- 
bas: who, for an inſurre&ion, that had 


been in the city, and for murder, had been 


thrown into priſon. Upon this Pilate ſpake 
to them again, wiſhing to releaſe Jeſus. 
But they cried out thereupon, Crucify hm, 
crucify him, And he ſpake unto them, a

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third time: What crime then hath he com- 


mitted ? I find in him nothing worthy of 
death: I will, therefore, chaſtiſe him, and 
let him go. But they continued urgent, de- 
manding with loud voices, that he ſhould 
be crucified: and their voices, and thoſe of 


the chief prieſts prevailed over Pilate, ſo 


that he determined to grant their requeſt; 
and releaſed for them him, that for ſedi- 
tion and murder had been caſt into priſon, 
whom they had been deſiring; and deli- 
vered up Jeſus to their will. 

And, as they were carrying him away, 


they fell in with one Simon a Cyrenian,

coming out of the country; and they made 


him take the croſs, and carry it after Jeſus. 


And a great croud of people was following 
him, and of women, who at the ſame time 
bewailed him, and beat themſelves with ſor- 
row. But Jeſus turned about unto them, 
and ſaid: Daughters of Jeruſalem! weep 
not for me, but weep for yourſelves and 
for your children. For behold! the days

And two dthets alſo, be were crimi- 


nals, were carried with him, to be put to 
death. And, when they were come to the

on his left. And Jeſus ſaid, F ather, for- 


give them! for they know not what they 
are doing. And they. parted this rayment, 
and caſt lots for it. And the people ſtood 
looking on ; and they and their rulers were 
deriding, and ſaying : He ſaved others ; let 
him fave himſelf, if he be the Chriſt the 
choſen of God. And the ſoldiers alſo were 
mocking him, and coming up and offer- 
ing him vinegar, and ſaying: If thou be 
the king of the Jews, ſave. thyſelf. And 
there was an inſcription written over him, 
in Greek and Latin and Hebrew letters:

And one of the criminals, that were 


hanging on the croſs, kept railing at him, 


and ſaying: If thou be the Chriſt, ſave thy- 


40. ſelf and us. But the other rebuked him, 
and ſaid: And doſt not thou fear God, 
when thou art ſuffering the ſame puniſh- 
41. ment? And we indeed juſtly; for we are 
receiving the due reward of our deeds: but 
42. this man hath done nothing amiſs. And he 
ſaid unto. Jeſus: | Maſter, remember me, 
43- when thou comeſt to thy kingdom. And 
Jeſus ſaid unto him: Venly I ſay unto thee, 
_ to-day thou wilt be with me in Paradiſe. 
44. And it was about the ſixth hour, when a 
daarkneſs came over all the land until the 
45. ninth hour. And the ſun was darkened, 
and the veil of the temple was ſlit down 
46. the middle. And Jeſus called with a loud 
voice, and ſaid: Father, into thy hands 
will I commit my ſpirit. And, after he had 
47. thus ſpoken, he expired. Now, when the 
centurion ſaw what had happened, he glo- 
rified God, ſaying: Certainly this was a

him from Galilee, had ſtood afar off be-

And they aſked him, Why bap- 


tiſeſt thou then, if thou art not the Chriſt, 


nor Elias, nor that teacher? John anſwered: 
I baptiſe with water; but there is one in 
the midſt of you, whom. ye know not: who 


cometh behind me, but is before me; whoſe 


ſhoe- ſtring I am not worthy to untie. Theſe 


things were done in Bethabara by the fide 


of Jordan, where John was baptiſing. 


The next day, as John ſeeth Jeſus coming 
unto him, he ſaith: Behold the lamb of 
God, which taketh away the fin of the 
world. This is he, of whom I ſaid, A man 
is coming behind me, who is indeed before 


me; for he is greater than I, And I knew

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him not; but, that he might be manifeſted 
unto Iſrael, therefore am I come baptiſing 
thus with water. And John gave tis teſti- 
mony, ſaying: I ſaw the ſpirit come down 
from heaven, like a dove; and remain upon 
him. And I knew him not; but he, who 
ſent me to baptiſe with water, had ſaid un- 


to me: Upon whom thou ſhalt ſee the ſpi-

rit deſcend and remain, that is he, who bap- 


. tifeth with a holy ſpirit. And I faw z; 


and teſtify, that this is the ſon of God. 
On the next day, John was there again, 


and two of his diſciples ; and looking ear- 


neſtly upon Jeſus, as he was walking, faith: 


. Behold! the lamb of God. And the two 


diſciples heard him ſpeaking, and followed 


. Jeſus; when Jeſus, turning and ſeeing them 
following, ſaith unto them: What are ye 


ſeeking? And they ſaid unto him : Rabbi, 
(which means, teacher) where thou dwel- 
leſt. He faith unto them: Come and ſee. 
So they went and ſaw where he dwelt; and 
abode with him that day: for it was about 
the tenth hour. Now one of the two, which 
followed him, and heard what John ſaid, 
was Andrew, Simon Peter's brother. He

Now Phi- 
lip was of Bethſaida, the city of Andrew 
and Peter. Philip findeth Nathanael, and 


faith unto him: We have found Jeſus of 
Nazareth, the ſon of Joſeph, to be him, of 
whom Moſes in the law and the prophets 


. have written. And Nathanael ſaid unto 


him : Can any thing good be of Nazareth? 


. Philip faith unto him : Come and fee. Je- 
ſus ſaw Nathanael coming unto him, and 


ſaid of him: Behold! an Iſraelite indeed, 
in whom is no fault. Nathanael faith unto 


thou wert under the fig-tree, I ſaw thee. 
Nathanael anſwered : Teacher, thou art the 
ſon of God: thou art the king of Iſrael. 
Jeſus anſwered : Becauſe I ſaid unto thee, I 
ſaw thee beneath the fig tree; doſt thou be- 
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lieve? Thou wilt ſee greater things than 
+52. theſe. He further ſaith unto him: Verily 
verily I ſay unto you, Immediately ye will 
ſee the heaven opened, and the angels of 
God aſcending and deſcending to the ſon 


of man. 


C. ü. And, on the third day, there was a mar- 
v. 1. riage-feaſt in Cana of Galilee; and the 

2. mother of Jeſus was there: and both Jeſus 
- and his diſciples had been invited to this 
3. feaſt. And, when wine failed, the mother 
4. of Jeſus ſaith unto him: They have no 
vine. Jeſus ſaith unto her: Woman, what 
| haſt thou to do with me? mine hour is not 


5. yet come. His mother ſaith unto the ſer- 


vants : Whatſoever he ſhall tell. you, do. 
6. And fix water-pots of ſtone were ſtanding 
there, according to the purifications of the 
Jes, containing about two or three firkins. 
7. Jeſus ſaith unto them: Fill theſe pots with 
water: and they filled them up to the brim. 
8. And he ſaith unto them: Draw out now, 
: and carry ſome to the governour of the feaſt: 
9. and they carried ſome. But, when the 
.  governour of the feaſt taſted this water, that 
had been made wine; who knew not whence 
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it was, but the ſervants, that had drawn the 
water knew; he calleth to the bridegroom, 
10. and ſaith unto him: Every man ſetteth be- 
fore has gueſts the beſt wine firſt; and, when 
they have drunken a good deal, the worſe : 
but thou haſt kept the beſt wine until now. 
11. This in Cana of Gahlee was the beginning 
of thoſe miracles, which Jeſus did, and of 
the manifeſtation of his glory: and his diſ- 
ciples believed on him. 


12. After this, he and his mother and his bre- 
thren and his diſciples went down to Caper- 
naum, but continued there not many days; 


13. for the paſſover of the Jews was nigh, and 


14. Jeſus went up to Jeruſalem; and he found 
in the temple ſome ſelling cattle and ſheep 
and pigeons, and the money-changers ſitting 

15. there: and he made a ſcourge of ropes, and 
drove them all out of the temple, with the

Then ſaid the Jews: Forty 
and fix years hath this temple been in build- 


ing; and wilt thou raiſe it up in three days? 


But he was ſpeaking concerning that tem- 


ple, his body. When, therefore, he was 


raiſed from the dead, his diſciples remem- 
bered, that he had ſaid this unto them; and 
they believed the ſcripture, and he wore, 


which Jeſus had ſpoken. 
Now while Jeſus was in Inden tc 


this feſtival of the paſſover, many believed 
on his name, from ſeeing the miracles which 


he uſed to do. But Jeſus did not truſt 
himſelf unto them, becauſe all knew him: 


and becauſe he needed not that any one 


ſhould teſtify of man : for he * what was 
in man. |

Except a man be born again, he cannot 
4. diſcern the kingdom of God. Nicodemus 

faith unto him: How can a man be born, 
when he is old? Can he go a ſecond time 
5. into his mother's womb and be born? Jeſus 
_ anſwered: Verily verily I ſay unto thee, 
Unleſs a man be born of ſpirit as well as 
water, he cannot come into the kingdom of 
6. God. What is born of the fleſh, is fleſh ; 
and what is born of the ſpirit, is ſpirit. 
7. Wonder not at my telling thee, Ye muſt be 
8. born again. The breath breathes in whom 

it liſteth, and thou heareſt it's voice; but 
| knoweſt not whence it cometh and whither 
it goeth : ſo is every one, that is born of the 
9. ſpirit. Nicodemus anſwered: How can 
10. theſe things be ? And Jeſus ſaid : Art thou

Phariſees had heard of his making and bap- 


. tiſing more diſciples than John; (though 


| Jeſus himſelf uſed not to baptiſe, but his

diſciples) he leſt Judea, and went back 
into Galilee. Now he could not avoid paſſ- 


ing through Samaria: ſo he cometh to a 


city of Samaria, called Tichar, near the 


field which Jacob gave to his ſon Joſeph. 
. Now Jacob's well was there; and Jeſus, be- 


ing wearied with the journey, was: fitting 


accordingly at this well, (and it was about 
the ſixth hour) when a woman of Samaria 
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cometh to draw water. | Jeſus ſaith unto 
8. her: Give me to drink: for his diſciples 
g. were gone to the city to buy food. Upon 
"this the Samaritan woman faith unto him: 
How is it, that thou, who art a Jew, aſkeſt 
drink of me, who am a Samaritan? (for 
the Jews have no communication with che 
10. Samaritans.) Jeſus anſwered: If thou hadſt 
known this kindneſs of God, and who it is, 
that ſaid unto thee, Give me to drink; thou 
wouldeſt have aſked him, and he would 
11. have given thee living water. The woman 
ſaith unto him: Sir, thou haſt no bucket, 
and the well is deep: whence then canſt 
12. thou have this living water? Art thou 
greater than our father Jacob, who gave us 
the well, and drank thereof himſelf, with 
13. his children and his cattle ?' Jeſus anſwered : 
Wboſoever drinketh of this water, will thirſt 
14. again: but whoſoever ſhall drink of the 
water, that I ſhall give him, will thirſt no 
more; for the water, that I ſhall give him, 
will become within him a well of water, 
15. ſpringing up for an everlaſting life. The 
' woman ' ſaith unto him: Sir, give me this

The woman ſaith unto him: Sir, I perceive, 


that thou art a prophet. Our fathers wor- 


ſſmipped in this very mountain: and do ye

we ought to worſhip? Jeſus ſaith unto her: 

Woman, believe me, the hour. is is coming, 
when ye will worſhip the father, neither in 


this mountain nor in Jeruſalem. | Ye wor- 


ſhip what ye know not; we worſhip what

. we do know: for ſalvation is of the Jews. 


But the hour is coming, and now is, when 


the true worſhippers will worſhip the father 


in ſpirit and in truth: and indeed the father 


is ſeeking ſuch-worſhippers. God is a ſpi- 
rit: and his worſhippers muſt worſhip him, 


in ſpirit and in truth. The woman faith 


unto him: I know that Meſſiah, (otherwiſe 
called Chriſt) is coming: when he is come, 
he will tell us all things. Jeſus ſaith unto 
her: I, that am talking with thee, am he. 


And at this time his diſciples came, and 
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wondered, that he was talking with a wo- 
man: but no one ſaid, What doſt thou want, 


or, Why art thou talking with her? Then 


the woman left her water-pot, and went 


away into the city, and ſaid to the inhabi- 
. tants: Come, ſee a man, who hath told me 


all that ever I did. Is not he the Chriſt? 


So they went out 97 che ow s on their way 
, to him. 


In the mean time his diſciples were TY 


ing him, ſaying : Teacher, eat. But he 


ſaid unto them: I have food to eat, which 


. ye know not of. Therefore ſaid the diſei- 
| ples to each other: Hath any one brought 
4. him victuals? Jeſus ſaith unto them: My 
food is to do the will of him, who ſent me, 
and to finiſh his work. Do not ye ſay, that 


it wants four months to harveſt ? Behold ! 


I fay unto you, lift up your eyes to view 


the fields: they are white already for har- 


veſt. And the reaper receiveth wages and 
layeth up fruit unto everlaſting life; that 


both the ſower and the reaper may rejoice

together. And herein is that ſaying true: 


One is the ſower, and another the reaper:

labour. Others have laboured, and ye go - 
in to reap their labour, 
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39. And many. Samaritans of that city be- 
lieved on him, becauſe of this teſtimony of 
the woman, who ſaid, He told me all that 

40. ever I did. So, when the Samaritans were 

come unto him, they aſked him to ſtay with 

41. them: and he ſtaid there two days. And 

many more believed becauſe of his doctrine; 
442. and ſaid unto the woman: We no longer 
believe becauſe of thy ſaying only : for we 
|  _ ourſelves have heard, and are perſuaded 
that this 1s indeed the Chriſt, hey Saviour 
of We world, 

43. after thoſe two days, he left that 
plwkKwsce, and went away towards the country 
44. of Galilee : for Jeſus himſelf had declared, 

1 that a teacher hath no honour in his own 
4 435 town, When he was come, therefore, into 
the country of Galilee, the Galileans receiv- 
ed him; having ſeen all, that he had done 
at em during the feſtival.: for they 
46. alſo went to the feſtival. So Jeſus came 
again to Cana of Gahlee, where he had 
turned the water into wine: and a certain 
nobleman, whoſe ſon was ſick at Caperna- 
47. um, hearing, that Jeſus was come out of 
Judea into Galilee, went to him, and aſked 
him to go down and heal his ſon, who was 
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. at the point of death. Then Jeſus faid 


_ unto him: Unleſs ye ſee ſigns and wonders, 


. Can ye not believe? The nobleman ſaith 


_ unto. him: Sir, come down before my child 


be dead. Jeſus ſaith unto him: Go home ; 


thy ſon is well. And the man believed this 


. word of Jeſus; and was going home. And, 


whilſt he was on his way, his ſervants met 
him, and told him, ſaying : Thy ſon is well. 


Then he enquired of them the exact time, 


when he began to recover; and they ſaid 


unto him: Yeſterday, at the ſeventh hour, 


. the fever left him. So the father knew it 


to be the very time, when Jeſus ſaid unto 
him: Thy ſon is well: and he and all his 


. family believed. This ſecond miracle Jeſus 


did on his return from Judea into Galilee, 


. After this there was a feſtival of the Jews, 


and Jeſus went up to Jeruſalem. Now there 
is in Jeruſalem, at the Sheep-gate, a bath, 


called Betheſda, with five porches; in which 


a multitude of infirm people were lying, of 

blind, lame, withered ; expetting the mo- 

tion of the water. For an angel, at a cer- 

tain ſeaſon, uſed to bathe himſelf in this 

water, and thereby trouble it: then he, that 
85 U u 
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firſt went in after this troubling of the 
water, became well of whatever diſeaſe af- 


flicted him. And there was a man, who 


had been thirty-eight years in his infirmity.

Jeſus ſeeing him he there, and knowing that 
he had been a long time /o, faith unto him: 


Doſt thou defire to be healed ? The infirm 


man anſwered : Sir, I have no man, when 
the water 1s troubled, to put me into the 
bath; and, while I am coming, another 
getteth down before me. Jeſus ſaith unto 
him: Ariſe; take up thy bed, and walk. 
And the man became well immediately, 
and took up fs bed, and was walking. 
Now that day was the ſabbath : the Jews, 
therefore, were ſaying to him, that had been 
cured: It 1s the ſabbath ; it is not lawful for 


. thee to take up thy bed. He anſwered 


them: He, that made me well, ſaid unto 


. me, Take up thy bed, and walk. Then 


they aſked him: Which is the man, that 
ſaid unto thee, Take up thy bed, and walk ? 


But he, that was healed, knew not which it 


was: for Jeſus went away, as there was a 


. multitude in the place. Afterward Jeſus 


findeth him in the temple, and ſaid unto 
him: Behold ! thou art become well: ſin 


sr.

no more, leſt ſomething worſe befall thee, 
The man went, and told the Jews, that it 
was Jeſus, who had made him well. And 


therefore the Jews were haraſling Jeſus con- 


E ſtantly, and ſeeking to kill him, becauſe he 
uſed to do theſe things on the ſabbath-day.

But Jeſus ſaid unto them: As my father is 
continually working, I alſo work. Therefore 


the Jews were the more bent on killing 


him, becauſe he not only brake the ſabbath, 


but alſo called God his own father, making

himſelf like unto God. Then Jeſus ſaid unto 


them: Verily verily I ſay unto you, No fon 


can do any thing of himſelf, but what he 


30 ſeeth is father do: for thoſe things, which 


the father doeth, the ſon doeth alſo in like 


. manner. For the father loveth the ſon, and 


ſheweth him whatſoever he doeth himſelf; 
and he will ſhew him greater works than 
theſe, ſo as to make you wonder. For, as 
the father raiſeth the dead to life; ſo the 


4 ſon likewiſe giveth life to whom he pleaſ-

eth. For neither doth the father judge any 
one, but hath wholly given this privilege 
of exerciſing judgement to the ſon; that all 


may honour the ſon as they honour the 


father. He, that honoureth not the ſon 
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diſhonoureth the father, who ſent him. Ve- 
rily verily I ſay unto you, He, that liſteneth 
to this doctrine, and believeth him, who 
ſent me, hath everlaſting life; and is not 
brought to judgement, but is paſſed from 
death to life. Verily verily I ſay unto you, 
A time is coming, and now 1s, when the 
dead will hear the voice of the ſon of God; 
and they, who liſten, will live. For, as the 
father hath life in himſelf, in like manner 


| hath he given to the ſon alſo to have life in 


himſelf; and hath given him authority to 


execute judgement alſo, becauſe he is a ſon 
. of man. Wonder not at this: for the time 


is coming, when all, that are in the tombs 


will hear his voice; and they, that have 


done good, will come forth to a reſurrec- 
tion of life ; but they, that have done evil, 
to a reſurrection of puniſhment. 
I can do nothing of myſelf : as J hear, I 
judge, and my judgement is righteous; for 


I ſeek not mine own will, but the will of

him, who ſent me. And, though I bear 
teſtimony to myſelf, is not this teſtimony 
true? There is, however, another, who 
teſtifieth of me; and I know, that the 
teſtimony, . which he beareth of me, is true. 
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Ve ſent to John, and he gave his teſtimony 


to this truth. Yet I require not this teſ- 


timony from men; but ſay theſe things, 
that ye may be ſaved. He was that burning 


and ſhining lamp : but ye choſe to rejoice 
for a moment only in his light. But this 
teſtimony, which TI have, is greater than 


that of John: for theſe works, which the 


father gave me to perform, © theſe very 
works, which I am doing, teſtify of me, 
that the father ſent me: ſo that the father 


himſelf, who ſent me, teſtifieth of me. Ye 


have neither liſtened to his voice at any 


time, nor ſeen his form; and have not his 


word abiding in you: becauſe ye believe 
not on this man, whom he hath ſent. Ye 


ſearch the ſcriptures, becauſe ye think, that 
ye have in them eternal life: and, though 


they teſtify of me, ye are not willing to 
come to me, that ye may have life. I 


require not glory from men : but I know 


you, that ye have not the love of God in 


you. I am come in my father's name, but 
ye do not receive me: if another come in 
his own name, him ye will receive. How 
can ye believe, who require glory from 


each other, and ſeek not the glory, which 
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45: cometh from God only? Do ye think, that 

I ſhall accuſe you to the father? Ye have 

an accuſer, even Moſes, on whom ye truſt. 

46. For had ye believed Moſes, ye would have 

believed me; for he wrote concerning me. 

47. But, if ye believe not his writings, how will 
vpe believe my words? 


C. vi. Aſter this, Jeſus went away by the fide of 
v. 1. the ſea of Galilee, called the ſea of Tiberias: 
2. and a great multitude accompanied: him ; 

for they ſaw the miracles, which he was 
conſtantly performing upon the infirm. 

g. And Jeſus went up into the mountain, and 

continued fitting there with his diſciples. 

4. And the paſſover, a feſtival of the Jews, 
5. was nigh. Jeſus, therefore, lifting up his 
eyes, and beholding a great multitude 

coming towards him, faith unto Philip: 
Whence ſhall we buy loaves, that theſe may 
6. eat? (This he ſaid to try him; for he had 
7. determined what to do.) Philip anſwered 
him: Two hundred penny-worth of loaves 
is not enough, for each to have ever ſo 

8. little. One of his diſciples, Andrew, Simon 

9. Peter's brother, ſaith unto him: There is a 

child here, that hath five barley-loaves, and

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two ſmall fiſhes : but what are theſe among 


ſo many? But Jeſus ſaid : Make the men 


fit down: (for there was much graſs in the 


place) ſo the men fat down, in number 
about five thouſand. Then Jeſus took the 


loaves, and, after giving thanks, diſtributed 
them to the diſciples, and the diſciples to 


the people; and likewiſe of the fiſhes as 


much as they choſe. And, when they were 
ſatisfied, he ſaith to his diſciples : Gather 


together the remaining fragments, that no- 
thing be loſt. So they gathered them to- 
gether ; and filled twelve baſkets with frag- 


ments of thoſe five barley-loaves, over and 


above what had been eaten. When theſe 


men, therefore, ſaw the miracle, which Jeſus 


had done, they ſaid; This is truly that 


teacher, who was to come into the world. 


So, when Jeſus perceived, that they were 


going to take him by force, and make 
him a king, he withdrew to the mountain 
again by himſelf, And, in the evening, his 
diſciples went down to the ſea, and got 
into the veſſel, and were paſſing along the 
ſea towards Capernaum ; and it was now 
dark, but Jeſus had not come unto them. 
And the lea was beginning to {well from a 
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great wind, that blew. So, when they had 
driven about twenty-hve or thirty furlongs, 
they ſaw Jeſus walking on the ſea, near the 


. veſſel: and they were afraid. But he ſaith 
. unto them: It is I: be not afraid. They 


deſired, therefore, to take him into the 
veſſel: and immediately the veſſel came to 
land, whither they were going. | 

On the morrow, the multitude, which had 
been by the ſea-ſide, knowing, that no 
other veſſel was there, ſave that one, which 
the diſciples had got into, and that Jeſus 
had not gone with them into the veſſel, but 
the diſciples only: (though other veſſels of 
Tiberias had come nigh the place, where 
the bread was eaten, over which the Lord 
had given thanks) when the multitude, 
therefore, ſaw, that Jeſus was not there, 
nor his diſciples ; they alſo got into their 
veſſels, and went from Capenaum in ſearch 
of Jeſus: and, when they found him fur- 
ther on by the ſide of the ſea, they ſaid 
unto him: Teacher, when didſt thou come 
hither ? Jeſus anſwered : Verily verily I ſay 
unto you, Ye ſeek me, not becauſe ye ſaw 
miracles, but becauſe ye ate your fill of the 
loaves. Provide not for yourſelves the food, 
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that periſheth ; but the food, that endureth 


unto everlaſting life, which the ſon of man 


will give you: for to him hath the father, 


even God, ſet his ſeal. Then ſaid they unto 
him : What muſt we do to work the works 
of God? Jeſus anſwered : This is the work 
of God, to believe on the man, whom he 
hath ſent. Then they ſaid unto him : What 
ſign, therefore, doſt thou ſhew; that we 
may ſee and believe on what thou perform- 


eſt? Our fathers ate the manna in the wal- 


derneſs, as it is written : He gave them the 
bread of heaven to eat. Then Jeſus ſaid 
unto them: Verily verily I ſay unto you, 
Moſes gave you not that bread of heaven, 


but my father; who is now giving you the 


true bread of heaven : for the bread of God 
is that, which cometh down from heaven to 
give life unto the world. Then they ſaid 
unto him : Maſter, evermore give us that 


| bread. And Jeſus ſaid unto them: I am 


that bread of life : he, who cometh to me, 
will never hunger; and he, who believeth 
on me, will never thirſt. But I have told 


you this; becauſe ye ſee me, and yet be- 
lieve not. Whatſoever the father giveth 


me, will come unto me; and him, who 
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cometh to me, I will in no wiſe diſregard: 


for I am come down from heaven, not to 
do mine own will, but the will-of him, who 


39- ſent me. And this is the will of the father, 


who ſent me, that I ſhould loſe nothing of 


all, that he gave me, but reſtore it to life at 


40. 
who ſent me, that every one, who ſeeth the 


the laſt day. And this is the will of him, 


ſon and believeth on him, may have ever- 
laſting life; and that I may reſtore him to 


41. 


life in the laſt day. So the, Jews were mur- 


muring at him, becauſe he ſaid: I am that 
bread of heaven, which is come'down now. 


42. 


And they ſaid: Is not this Jeſus the ſon of 


Joſeph, whoſe father and mother we know? 


What then doth he mean by ſaying, I am 
come down from heaven? Jeſus, there- 


fore, anſwered: Murmur not among your- 


ſelves. No one can come to me, unleſs the 


father, who ſent me, draw him; that I may

reſtore him to life at the laſt day. It is 


written in the prophets, And all will be ac- 


 quainted with God: every one, therefore, 
that heareth of the father, and hath learned 
lum, cometh unto me. Not that any one 


ſeeth the father, ſave he, that is from God: 


47. 


he doth ſee the father, Verlly verily I ſay 
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r 


unto you, He, that believeth on me, hath 
48. everlaſting life. I am the bread of that 
49. life. Your father ate the-manna in the wil- 
50. derneſs, and died afterwards : the bread of 
heaven, which is come down now, is ſuch, 
that, if any one eat thereof, he will not die. 
51. I am that bread of life, which is come down 
_ » from heaven. If any one eat of this bread, 
be will live for ever; and the bread, which 
I Vill give, is this body of mine, which I 
- 52, will give for the life of the world. Upon 
ttis the Jews were contending with each 
bother, and ſaying: How can he give us his 
_ 53. body to eat? Then Jeſus ſaid unto them: 
Verily verily I ſay unto you, Unleſs ye 
eat the body of the ſon of man and drink 
his blood, ye have no life within yourſelves. 
54. He, that eateth my fleſh and drinketh my 
blood, hath everlaſting life; and I will re- 
55. ſtore him to life at the laſt day. For my 
body is the true meat, and my blood Me 

56. true drink. He, that eateth my body and 
drinketh my blood, is in me, as I am in 
57. him. As the father, who hath life, ſent me, 
and I live by the father; ſo he, that eateth 
58. me, will alſo live by me. Such is the bread 
of heaven, which is now come down: not 
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like the manna, which your fathers ate, 


and died afterwards : for he, that eateth 


this bread, will live for ever. 
Theſe things ſaid Feſus as he was teach- 
ing in a ſynagogue at Capernaum. Then 


many of his diſciples, upon hearing this,

ſaid : This is a harſh doctrine: who can 
practiſe it? Jeſus, knowing in his own 


mind, that his diſciples were murmuring 


about this, ſaid unto them : Do ye revolt 
at this? What, if ye ſee the ſon of man 
going up to the place where he was before ? 


It is the breath, that giveth life: the body 


is of no uſe without it. Theſe words, which 
I am ſpeaking to you, are the breath of 


life. But ſome of you believe not: for 


Jeſus knew before this, who believed not, 


. and who would deliver him up. And he 


ſaid: Therefore did I tell you, that no one 
can come to me, unleſs it be given him by 
my father. 


After this ſaying, many of his diſciples 


Went away, and walked with him no more. 


68. 


Then ſaid Jeſus to the twelve: Do ye alſo 
with to go away? Upon which Simon Pe- 


ter anſwered: Maſter, to whom ſhall we 
go? thou haſt a doctrine of eternal life;

69. and we believe and know, that thou art 
the Chriſt, the ſon of the living God. 

70. Jeſus anſwered: Did I not chooſe you, the 

twelve, for myſelf? but one of you 1s an ac- 

71, cuſer. Now he meant Judas Iſcariot, one of 

the twelve, who was going to deliver him up, 
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C. vu. And, after this, Jeſus continued to walk 
v. 1. in Galilee: for he did not chooſe to walk 
in Judea, becauſe the Jews were ſeeking to 
2. kill him. Now the Jews' feſtival of taber- 
3. nacles was at hand. Then his brethren 
ſaid unto him: Go hence into Judea; that 
thy diſciples alſo may ſee the works, which 
4. thou art doing. For no one, that ſeeketh to 
be known publicly, performeth his actions 
in a ſecret place: ſince thou doeſt theſe 
things, ſhew thyſelf openly to the world. 
5. For neither did his brethren believe on him. 
6. Then ſaith Jeſus unto them: My ſeaſon is 
not yet come: but your ſeaſon 1s always 
7. ready. The world cannot hate you; but 
me it hateth, becauſe I teſtify of it, that it's 
8. deeds are evil. Go ye up to this feſtival: _ 
I go not up to this feſtival ; for my ſeaſon 
9. is not yet fully come. Theſe things he 
ſaid unto them, and continued in Galilee. 
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10. But after his brethren were gone up, then 
be alſo went up to this feſtival, not openly,

but with ſecrecy. So the Jews were ſeeking 


for him at the feſtival, and ſaying, Where 
12. is he? And there was much private diſpute 
concerning him among the multitudes : for

ſome ſaid, He is a good man; and others 


ſaid, Nay ; but a deceiver of the people. 


No one, however, ſpake N TG 
him for fear of the Jews. 
But, when the feſtival was now half 


ended, Jeſus went up into the temple, and

was conſtantly teaching there; and the Jews 


were wondering, and ſaying : Whence hath 


this man ſuch learning, who was never

multitudes anſwered : Thou haſt a dæmon. 


taught it? Jeſus anſwered : The doctrine, 


which I am teaching, is not mine, but his, 


. who ſent me. That man will know, who 


wiſheth to do his will, whether this doctrine | 


be of God, or I ſpeak from myſelf. He, 
who ſpeaketh from himſelf, ſeeketh his own 
glory; but he is true, and hath no deceit- 
fulneſs in him, who ſeeketh the glory of 


him, who ſent him. Did not Moſes give 


vou the law? yet none of you doeth this 


law, Why are ye ſeeking to kill me? The

21. Who is ſeeking to kill thee? Jeſus anſwered: 
I Qdid but one work on the ſabbath, and do 


ye all wonder at it? Moſes: gave you cir- 
cumceiſion, (not that circumeiſion came firſt 
from Moſes, but from the patriarchs) and 
ye circumciſe a man on a ſabbath-day. If 
a man receive circumciſion on a ſabbath- 


day, that the law of Moſes may not be 
broken; are ye angry with me for making 


an entire man well on the ſabbath-day ? 


Judge not by the ſight, but judge true 
judgement. Then ſome of the inhabitants 


of Jeruſalem. ſaid: Is not this he, whom 


they are ſeeking to kill? And lo! he ſpeak- 


eth boldly, and they ſay nothing to him.

Are the rulers really convinced, that: this is 


the Chirſt ? But we know whence-this.man 


is; Whereas, when the | Chriſt cometh, no 
one knoweth whence he is. Upon this Je- 
ſus cried out aloud in the temple, as he was 
teaching: Do ye know me then, and know 


alſo whence I amp Yet I am not come of

30. And they continued ſeeking to lay hold 


myſelf, but am ſent by one worthy of be- 
lief, whom ye know not: but I know him, 


on him; but no one put out a hand againſt 
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him, for his hour was not yet come. But 
many of the multitude believed on him, 


and ſaid: Will the Chriſt, when he cometh,

do more miracles than this man hath done ? 
Now the Phariſees heard theſe private de- 
batings of the multitude concerning him; 


and the Phariſees and the chief prieſts ſent 


officers to lay hold on him. Then Jeſus 


ſaid unto them: But a little while longer 
- ſhall I be with you, and then I go to 


. him, who ſent me. Ve will ſeek me, but 


vill not find me; and, 'whither IJ am going, 


ye cannot come. Then ſaid the Jews 
among themſelves : | Whither is he going, 


that we ſhall not find him? Is he going 


among the diſperſed Greeks, to teach the 


Greeks? What doth this ſaying of his 


mean, Ye will ſeek me, but will not find 


me; and, Whither Ta am going, ye cannot 
come 

On the laſt Fe the great day of that 
den, Jeſus ſtood and cried out: If any 
one thirſt, let him come to me, and drink. 


. He, who believeth on me, as the ſeripture 
hath commanded him, out of his belly will 


flow rivers of living water. This he meant 


of the ſpirit, which the believers on him 
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were going to receive; for there was no 
holy ſpirit yet, becauſe Jeſus was not yet 


glorified.

Many of the multitude, upon hearing this 
diſcourſe, ſaid : This is indeed that teacher. 
Others ſaid, This is the Chriſt ; but ſome 


ſaid, Doth the Chriſt then come out of Ga- 


lee? Doth not the ſcripture ſay, that the 


| Chriſt cometh out of the family of David, 


and from Bethlehem, the town of David? 
So the opinion of the multitude was divi- | 
ded concerning him. And ſome of them 
were deſirous of laying hold on him ; but 
no one put forth his hands againſt him. So 


the officers went to the chief prieſts and 


Phariſees ; who ſaid unto them: Why have 
ye not brought him? The officers anſwer- 
ed: Never man ſpake like this man. Then 


the Phariſees anſwered: Are ye allo deceiv-

ed? Hath one of the rulers or of the Phari- 
ſees believed on him ? But this multitude, 
that knoweth not the law, are accurſed. 
Nicodemus, (the ſame, who came to him 
by night) who was one of them, ſaith unto 
them : Will our law condemn this man 


- without hearing him firſt, and knowing

what he is doing ? They anſwered: Doſt 
IF 
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thou alſo ſtand up for Galilee ? Search, 
and thou w2lt ſee, that the teacher is not to 
ariſe out of Galilee. 


53-C.viii, Then every one went to his own home; 
v.1,2. but Jeſus went to the mount of Olives, and, 


at the dawn of day, came again to the tem- 
ple; and all the people were coming to him, 
and he fat down and was teaching them, 
. when the ſcribes and the Phariſees bring 
| unto him a woman caught in adultery ; 
and ſet her in the midſt, and ſay unto him: 
Teacher, this woman was caught in the 
very act of adultery. Now Moſes in our 
law hath commanded, that ſuch ſhould be 
. Roned : what therefore doſt thou ſay? But 
they ſaid this to try him, that they might 
| have whereof to accuſe him. Then Jeſus, 
ſtooping down, continued writing with his 
finger upon the ground. But, as they were 
alking him, he raiſed himſelf up, and ſaid 
unto them: Let him of you, who is with- 
out ſin, throw the ſtone firſt at her. And 
he ſtoopt again, and kept writing on the 
ground. But they, hearing this, and con- 
victed by their own conſcience, continued 
to go out one by one, from the oldeſt to

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the youngeſt: and Jeſus was left alone, 
and the woman ſtanding in the midſt. Then 
Jeſus raiſed himſelf up, and ſeeing no one 


but the woman, ſaid unto her: Woman, 


Is there no 
one to accuſe thee? And ſhe ſaid: No 
one, teacher. Then Jeſus ſaid unto her: 
Neither will I be thine accuſer: go, and fin 
no more. B 2 

Then ſpake Jeſus again unto them, ſay- 
ing: Iam the light of the world. He, who 


cometh with me, will not walk in darkneſs,

but will have the light of life. Upon this 
the Phariſees ſaid unto him: Thou bear- 


eſt teſtimony to thyſelf: this teſtimony is 


not true. Jeſus anſwered: Though I do 


bear teſtimony to myſelf, this teſtimony is 


true, that I know whence I came, and whi- 


ther I am going: but ye know not whence

cording to the fleſh ::T judge no one. And 
yet, if J judge, this judgement is true; be-

it is written in your law, that the teſtimony 


of two men is true. I bear teſtimony to 
myſelf, and my father, who ſent me, beareth

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teſtimony to me. Then ſaid. they unto 
him ; Where 1s this father of thine ? Jeſus 
anſwered : As ye know not me, ye know 


not my father: for, if ye had known me, 


ye would have known my father alſo. Theſe 


words ſpake Jeſus in the treaſury, as he was 


teaching in the temple: and no one laid 
hold on him, for his hour was not yet come. 
Then ſaid Jeſus unto them again: I am 


going, and ye will ſeek me, but will die in 


your fins; for, whither J am going, ye can- 
not come. Then the Jews ſaid : Will he 
kill himſelf? becauſe he ſaith, Whither I 
am going, ye cannot come. And he ſaid 


unto them: Ye are from below, I am from 
above: ye are of this world, I am not of 


this world. Therefore I ſaid unto you, 
Ye will die in your fins : for, if ye believe 
not that I am ke, ye will die in your fins. 
Then ſaid they unto him: Who art thou? 
And Jeſus ſaid unto them : I have indeed, 


as I aſſure you, many things to ſay of you 
and to condemn. in you + but the father, 


who ſent me is a true judge: and I ſpeak 


to the world thoſe things only, which I heard 
from him. They. knew not that he meant 


the father. 
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if Jeſus ſaid further unto them: When ye 


have ſet the fon of man on high, then ye 


vill know, that I am he; and that I am

doing nothing of myſelf, but am ſpeaking 
what my father taught me; and that he, 


who ſent me, is with me. The father hath 


not left me alone, becauſe I always do thoſe 
things, that pleaſe him. Upon his ſaying 


theſe things, many believed on him. 
Then ſaid Jeſus to thoſe Jews, who be- 


lieved on him: If ye continue ſteadily in 


this doctrine of mine, ye are my diſciples, 
and ye will know the truth, and this truth 


will make you free. They anſwered: We 


are Abraham's race, and were never ſlaves 


to any one: how doſt thou mean then, that 
we ſhall be free? Jeſus anſwered them: 
Verily -verily 1 ſay unto you, Every one, 


who committeth fin, is a ſlave of ſin. Now 
the ſlave hath no ſettled abode in the fami- 
ly for ever; but the ſon hath for ever. If, 
therefore, the ſon ſhall make you free, ye 


will be free indeed. I know, that ye are 
the race of Abraham; but ye are ſeeking 


to kill me, becauſe my doctrine thriveth 
not in you. I ſpeak what I have ſeen with 
my father; and ye are alſo doing what ye 
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39. have heard from your father. They anſwer- 
ed: Abraham is our father. Jeſus ſaith unto 
them: If ye were Abraham's. children, ye 
40. would do the works of Abraham. But now 
ye are ſeeking, what Abraham would not 
have done, to kill me, a man; who have 
41. ſpoken unto you the truth from God. Ye 
do the works of your father. Then ſaid 
they unto him: We were not born of for- 
nication: we have but one father, which 25 
der God. Jeſus ſaid unto them: If God vere 
your father, ye would have loved me; be- 
cauſe I came forth from God: for I am 
43 not come of myſelf, but he ſent me. Why 
do ye not underſtand my diſcourle ? Be- 

44 cauſe ye cannot liſten to my doctrine. The 
devil is your father, and ye willingly per- 
form the luſts of your father. He was a 
man- layer from the firſt, and continued 
not in the truth, becauſe there is no truth 

in him. When any one ſpeaketh a lie, he 
ſpeaketh according to his own kindred : for 
45. his father alſo is a liar. I ſpeak the truth, 
46. but ye do not believe me. Which of you 
can convict me of fin? And, if I ſpeak the 
truth, hy do ye not believe me ? He, who 
is of God, liſteneth to the words of God:

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ye, therefore, do not liſten, becauſe ye are 
not of God. Then the Jews anſwered: Do 
we not ſay rightly, that thou art a Sama- 


ritan, and haſt a demon? Jeſus anſwered: 


I have not a demon ; but I honour my fa- 
ther, and ye diſhonour me. And I ſeek 
not mine own glory: there is one, who 
ſeeketh my glory, and will puniſn. Verily 
verily I ſay unto you, If any one keep my 
doctrine, he will never ſee death. Then 
ſaid the Jews unto him: Now we know that 
thou haſt a demon. Abraham died, and 
the prophets; and doſt thou ſay, If any 
one keep my doctrine, he will never taſte 
of death ? Art thou greater than this Abra- 
ham, our father, who died, as the prophets 
alſo died? Whom makeſt thou thyſelf? 


| Jeſus anſwered : If I give glory to myſelf, 


this glory is nothing : it 1s the father, who 
giveth me glory, whom ye affirm to be your 
God, though ye know him not : but I know 
him; and, if I ſay, that I know him not, 
I ſhall be like unto you, a liar : but I do 


know him, and keep his word. Your fa- 


ther Abraham earneſtly longed to ſee this 
my day: and he ſaw it, and was glad. Then 
ſaid the Jews unto him: Thou art not yet 
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fifty years old, and haſt thou ſeen Abra- 


58. ham? Jeſus ſaid unto them: Verily verily 
I! fay unto you, Before Abraham was born, 
59. J am he. Then they took up ſtones to 


throw at him; but \ Jeſus covered himſelf 
by paſſing through the midſt of them, and 


ſo went out of the temple. 


C. ion And, as he —_ paſſing along, he ſaw a 
v. 1. man, who had been blind from his birth. 
'2. And the diſciples aſked Jeſus, ſaying :

Teacher, who ſinned? this man, or his pa- 


rents? that he was born blind. Jeſus an- 


ſwered: Neither was he blind for his own 


fin, nor that of his parents, but that the 


works of God might be manifeſted in him. 


I muſt work the works of him, who ſent 
me, while it is day; for night is coming, 
. when no one can work. As long as I am 


in the world, I am a light to the world. 
When he had ſaid this, he ſpat on the 
ground, and made clay of the ſpittle, and 


ſpread the clay upon the eyes of the 
blind man; and ſaid unto him: Go, waſh 


thine eyes in the bath of Siloam, (which 
means ſent). So he went, and waſht his 


, 8. eyes, and came back with his fight, Upon 
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this, the neighbours, and they, who had

ſeen him before, when he uſed to beg, ſaid: 
Is not this he, that uſed: to fit begging ? 
Some ſaid, It is he; others, It is like 


him; but he ſaid: himſelf, T am he. Then 


faid they unto him: How were thine eyes 
opened? He anſwered: A man, called Je- 


ſus, made clay, and anointed mine eyes 


with zt; and ſaid unto me, Go to the bath 


of Siloam, and waſh thine eyes: ſo I went, 


and, after waſhing them, received ſight. 


Then ſaid they unto him: Where is that 


man? He ſaith: I do not know.

So they bring to the Phariſees him, that 
had been blind. Now. it was a ſabbath- 
day, on which Jeſus had made the clay, 
and opened his eyes. And the Phariſees 
alſo were aſking him, how he had received 
his ſight. And he ſaid unto them: He put 
clay upon mine eyes, and I waſht them, and 
now ſee. Upon this, ſome of the Phariſees 
ſaid: This man is not from God, becauſe - 
he keepeth not the ſabbath-day. Others 


_ ſaid; How can a man, that is a ſinner, do 


ſuch miracles? And there was a driſon 


among them.

hath opened thine eyes? And he ſaid: 
That he is a teacher. But the Jews would 
not believe, that he had been blind and re- 
ceived his ſight, till they called his parents, 
and aſked them, ſaying: If this be your 
ſon, who, ye ſay, was born blind; how 
doth he now ſee? His parents anſwered : 
We know, that this is our fon; and that he 
was born blind; but by what means he 


now ſeeth, we know not; or who opened 


his eyes, we know not: he is of age; aſk

him: let him ſpeak for himſelf. His pa- 
rents ſpake thus, becauſe they feared the 


Jews: for the Jews had agreed already,

that, if any man confeſſed Feſus to be the 
Chriſt, he ſhould be forbidden the ſyna- 


gogue. Therefore ſaid his parents: He is of 
age, aſk him. 


Then the Phariſees called a ſorand time 
the man, who had been blind; and ſaid 
unto him: Give God the praiſe; we know, 


that this man is a ſinner. The man anſwer- 


ed: Whether he be a ſinner, or no, I know | 
not: one thing I know, that I was blind 
once, but now ſee. And they ſaid to him 
again: What did he to thee? How did

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he open thine eyes? He anſwered them: I 
I have told you already, but ye did not re- 
gard me. Why do you wiſh to hear ic 
again? Are ye alſo deſirous to become his 
diſciples ? Then they reviled him, and ſaid: 
Thou mayeſt be his diſciple; but we are 
diſciples of Moſes. We know, that God 
ſpake to Moſes; but we do not know, 
whence this man came. The man anſwer- 
ed: This one thing is wonderful indeed, 
that ye know not whence he came, though 
he hath opened mine eyes. Now we know, 


. that God heareth not ſinners; but heareth 
the man, who reverenceth him, and doeth 
„ his will. Never was it heard yet, that any 


one opened the eyes of a man born blind. 


. If he were not from God, he could have 
done no ſuch thing. They anſwered: 


Thou wert altogether born in fins, and doſt 
thou teach us? And they ſent him away 


. with contempt. Jeſus, having heard that 


they had ſent him away with contempt, met 
with him, and ſaid unto him: Doſt thou be- 
heve on the ſon of God?

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Then f. wid Jeſus unto them again: Verily 


verily Ifay unto you, I am this door of the

ſheep. All, that have come in my name, 
are thieves and murderers; but the. ſheep 


did not hear them. I am the door: through 
me if any ſheep enter, it will be ſafe ; and 
may come in and go out, and find paſture. 
The thief only cometh to ſteal and to kill 


and to deſtroy : I am come, that the ſheep

may have life, and abundance of all good 
things. I am the good ſhepherd: the good

But, when he, that is not the ſhepherd, 
nor the owner of the ſheep, but a hireling,

The hireling fleeth, be- 
cauſe he is a hireling, and careth not for

know my ſheep and am known by them, as

And J have other ſheep, which are not of 
this fold: thoſe alſo muſt I bring; and they 
will hear my voice, and both will become 


one fold under one ſhepherd. Therefore

No one taketh 
it from me; but I lay it down of myſelf. 
I have a commiſſion. to lay it down, and I 
have a commiſſion to receive it again. 
This charge I received from my father. 
48. 49 So there was a diviſion again among the 
20. Jews becauſe of theſe ſayings. And many 
of them ſaid: He hath a demon, and is 
21. mad: why liſten ye to him? Others ſaid : 
Theſe are not the words of a demoniac : 
can a dæmon open the eyes of the blind? 
22. Now 1t was at Jeruſalem the feſtival of 
dedication; and, the weather being rainy, 
2. Jeſus was walking about in the temple in 
24. Solomon's porch. So the Jews came about 
him, and ſaid unto him: How long wilt 
thou kill us with doubt? If thou be the 
25. Chriſt, tell us plainly. Jeſus anſwered; I 
have told you, but ye do not believe me. 
\ Theſe works, which I am doing in my fa- 
#6, ther's name, bear teſtimony to me. But ye 
believe not; for ye are not of my ſheep : 
27. my ſheep, as I told you, hear my voice, and 


28. I know them, and they follow me: and I 
give unto them everlaſting life, and they 
hall never be deſtroyed, and no one ſhall 
29. tear them from my hand. My father, who

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gave them to me, is greater than all; and 
no one is able to pluck them out of my fa- 


ther's hand. I and the father are the ſame 
thing. Then the Jews took up ſtones again 
to throw at him ; and Jeſus ſaid unto them : 
Many good works have I ſhewn- you from 
my father : for which of thoſe works would 
ye ſtone me? The Jews anſwered: We are 
not ſtoning thee for a good work, but for a 
wicked ſpeech; becauſe thou, who art a 
man, makeſt thyſelf God. Jeſus anſwered : 


Is it not written in your law, Iſaid, Ye are 


gods? If he called them gods, unto whom 
the word. of God came, and this ſcripture 
cannot beſet aſide ; do ye ſay that I, whom 


the father ſanctified for his apoſtle to the 
world, ſpeak wickedly, becauſe I called 
myſelf a ſon of God? If I do not the 
works of my father, believe me not: but, 
if I do, though ye believe not me, believe 
the works ; that ye may know and believe 
the father to be in me, and me in him. 

And the Jews were ſeeking again' to lay 


hold on him; but he eſcaped out of their 


hand, and went away again to the ſide of 
Jordan, to the place where John at firſt 
was baptiſing: and continued there. And 
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many came unto him, and ſaid: John in-

deed performed no miracle; but all, that 
John ſaid of this man, was true. And many 
there believed in him. 


Now Lazarus of Bethany, the town of 
Mary and Martha her ſiſter, was fick.

with her hair, whoſe brother Lazarus was

ſick.. Therefore theſe ſiſters ſent unto Je- 


fus, ſaying : Teacher, behold! thy friend 


is ſick. When Jeſus heard tis, he ſaid: 


This ſickneſs is unto death only for the

glory of God, that the ſon of God may be 


glorified thereby. Now Jeſus loved Mar- 
tha and her ſiſter and Lazarus: and he re- 
mained, after hearing of the ſickneſs of La- 
Zarus, in the place where he was, two days; 


. and afterwards ſaid to his diſciples ; Let us 


go again into Judea. His diſciples ſay unto 
him: Teacher, the Jews were ſeeking juſt 
now to ſtone thee; and art thou going thi- 
ther again ? Jeſus anſwered : Are not there 


twelve hours in the day? If a man walk by

day, he ſtumbleth not, becauſe he ſeeth the 
light of this world: but, if he walk by

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night, he doth ſtumble, becauſe the light is 
not in the: world. After this, he ſaith fur- 
ther to his diſciples: Our friend Lazarus 
is aſleep; but I am going to awaken him. 
Then ſaid his diſciples : Maſter, if he be 
alleep, he will do well. Jeſus meant, that 
he was dead; but they ſuppoſed him to be 
ſpeaking of cuſtomary ſleep. Then ſaid 
Jeſus unto them plainly : Lazarus is dead: 
and I'am, glad, that I was not there, for 
your ſakes, that ye may believe. But let 
us go to him. Then ſaid Thomas, who 
was called Didymus, to his fellow-diſciples : 
Muſt we alſo go, and expoſe ourſelves to 
deſtruction with him? | 

So Jeſus went, and found that Lazarus 
had been now four days in the tomb. Now 
Bethany was nigh unto Jeruſalem, about 
fifteen furlongs off : and many of the Jews 
had come to Martha and Mary, to comfort 
them concerning their brother. As ſoon as 
Martha heard, that Jeſus was coming, ſhe 
went to meet him; but Mary continued in 
the houſe. Then ſaid Martha to Jeſus ; 
Teacher, if thou hadſt been here, my bro- 
ther had not died: but I know, that even 


now, whatſoever thou ſhalt aſk of God,

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God will give it thee. Jeſus ſaith unto her: 
Thy brother will riſe up again. Martha 
faith unto him: I know, that he will riſe 
up again at the reſurrection in the laſt day. 


Jeſus ſaid unto her: I am the reſurrection 
unto life. He, who believeth on me, though 


he be dead, will live: and no man living, 
who believeth on me, will die for ever. 
Doſt thou believe this? She ſaith unto him: 


Vea, maſter: I believe, that thou art the 


Chriſt, the ſon of God ; that thou art he, 
who was to come into the world. And, 
when ſhe had ſaid this, ſhe went and called 


her ſiſter Mary, ſaying to her ſecretly, The

yet come to the village, but was at the 
place, where Martha met him. And, when

teacher is come, and aſketh for thee. As 
ſoon as ſhe heard this, ſhe riſeth up quick- 
ly, and goeth to him. Now Jeſus was not 


the Jews, who were with Mary, in the

houſe, comforting her, ſaw how haſtily ſhe 
roſe up and went out, they followed her ; 
laying, She 1s going to the tomb, to weep 
there. As ſoon as Mary was come where 
Jeſus was, and ſaw him, ſhe fell at his feet, 
and ſaid unto him: Maſter; if thou hadſt 


been here, my brother would not have

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died. When Jeſus, therefore, beheld her 
weeping, and the Jews, who had come with 
her, weeping alſo ; he earneſtly conſtrained 
himſelf and ſtruggled with his feelings, and 
ſaid : Where have ye laid him? They ſay 


unto him : Teacher, come and ſee. Jeſus 


wept. Then ſaid the Jews: Behold ! how 


he loved him! But ſome of them ſaid : 
Could not this man, who opened the eyes 
of the lind, have alſo hindered his death? 
Then Jeſus, endeavouring again to reſtrain 
himſelf, cometh to the tomb; which was a 
cave, and a ſtone was lying againſt it. Jeſus 
ſaith: Take away the ftone. Martha, the 


ſiſter of the dead man, ſaith unto him: 


Maſter, by this time he ſtinketh : for this 


is his fourth day. Jeſus ſaith unto her: 


Did I not tell thee, that, if thou wilt be-

lieve, thou ſhalt ſee the glory of God ? So 


they took away the ſtone from the place, 
where the dead man was laid. And Jeſus 


lifted up kts eyes to heaven, and ſaid: Fa-

ther, I thank thee for hearing me: and I 
knew, that thou always heareſt me; but 
| becauſe of this multitude about me I ſaid 


this, that they may believe, that thou haſt 


ſent me. And, when he had thus ſpoken, . 
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he cried with a loud voice: Lazarus, come 
forth! And the dead man came forth, 
bound hand and foot with burial-cloaths ; 
and his face was bound about with a nap- 
kin. Jeſus faith unto them: Set him free, 


and let him go.

Upon this many of thoſe Jews, who had 


come to Mary, and ſaw what Jeſus had 
done, believed on him. But ſome of them 


went to the Phariſees, and told them what 


. Jeſus had done. Then the chief prieſts 


and the Phariſees aſſembled a council, and 
ſaid : What muſt we do? for this man is 


. doing many miracles. If we let him alone 


thus, all will believe on him, and the Ro- 
mans will come and deſtroy both this tem- 


ple and our nation. But one of them, 
named Caiaphas, who was high-prieſt that 


year, ſaid unto them: Are ye ſo entirely 
without underſtanding, as not to conſider, 


that it is better for one to die for this 


people, than for the whole nation to be 
deſtroyed? (And this he ſaid not of his 
own accord, but, being high-prieſt that year, 
he propheſied, that Jeſus would die for that 
nation: and not for that nation only, but 
that he might gather together the children 
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of God alſo, which were ſcattered abroad,

into one place.) So from that day they 
conſulted how they might put Jeſus to 
death. Jeſus, therefore, walked no more 
openly among the Jews; but ' departed 
thence unto a country near the wilderneſs, 
to a city called Ephraim; and continued 
there with his diſciples. | 

When the paſſover of the Jews was at 
hand, many went up to Jeruſalem out of 


that country before the paſſover, to purify 
themſelves. And the people were ſeeking 


Jeſus, and ſaying to each other as they 


| ſtood in the temple: What think ye? that 


he will not come to this feſtival ? . Now both 
the chief prieſts and the Phariſees had given 
orders, that if any one knew where Jeſus 
was, he ſhould diſcover iim, that they might 
lay hold on him. 


C. xii. Then Jeſus, ſix days before the paſſover, 
v. 1. came to Bethany, where Lazarus was, whom 


2. he had raiſed from the dead. There they 


made him a ſupper, and Martha was wait- 


g. ing, and Lazarus ſitting at table with him: 


but Mary took a pound of perfumed oint- 


ment, pure and very coſtly, and anointed 
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| the feet of Jeſus, and wiped his feet with 


her hair: and the houſe was filled with the 
ſcent of the perfume. . Upon this, one of 
his diſciples, Judas Iſcarzot, Simon's /on, 
who afterwards delivered him up, faith: 


Why was not this ointment, which was 


worth three hundred pence, ſold and given 
to the poor? And he ſaid this, not becauſe 


he cared for the poor, but becauſe he was 


a thief, and kept the purſe, and uſed to 
ſeal what was put therein. Then ſaid Je- 


ſus: Let her alone: ſhe kept it for this 


day, to embalm me. For the poor ye have 


always with you, but me ye have not al- 
ways. 
And the Jews, knowing het Te . was 


there, came in great numbers; not becauſe 


of Jeſus only, but to ſee Lazarus, whom

he had raiſed from the dead. And the 
chief prieſts had determined to kill Laza- 


. rus alſo: for many of the Jews were con- 


ſtantly withdrawing becauſe of him, and 


believing on Jeſus.

On the next day, a great 8 which 


had come to the feſtival, hearing that Je- 
ſus was coming towards Jeruſalem, took 


branches of palm- trees, and went out to 
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meet him; and kept crying, Hoſanna ! 


Bleſſed be he, who cometh in the name of 


14. the Lord! the king of Iſrael! And Jeſus, 
having procured a young aſs, ſat upon it;

as it is written: Fear not, daughter of 
Sion] behold! thy king is coming, fitting 
on an aſs's colt, Of theſe things his diſ- 
ciples were not aware at firſt ; but, after Je- 
ſus was glorified, they called to mind, that 


theſe things were written of him, and had 


been done unto him. 
Now the multitude, which was with Je- 


ſus there, had been conſtantly teſtifying,

that he called Lazarus out of the tomb, and 
18. 


raiſed him from the dead. For this cauſe 
alſo the multitude went to meet him, having 
heard that he had done this miracle. Then 
the Phariſees ſaid among themſelves: Do 
ye ſee, that we avail nothing? * the 


vVorld is gone after him.

And there were ſome Greeks anc 
thoſe, that had come up to worſhip at the 
feſtival : theſe accordingly came up to Phi- 
lip, who was of Bethſaida in Galilee, and 


aſked him, ſaying : Sir, we wiſh to fee Je- 
ſus. Philip cometh and telleth Andrew; 
and again Andrew and Philip tell Jeſus. -

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And Jeſus anſwered : The hour 1s come for 
the ſon of man to be glorified. Verily ve- 
rily I ſay unto you, Unleſs the grain of 
wheat die, when it hath fallen into the 
ground, it remaineth but a ſingle grain: 
but, if it die, it bringeth forth much fruit. 


He, that loveth his life, will loſe it: but he, 


that hateth his life in this world, will keep

it unto life eternal. If any one will ſerve 
me, let him follow me; and where I am, 
there alſo let my ſervant be: and, if any 
one ſerve me, my father will reward him. 
Now 18s my ſoul troubled; yet how ſhall I 
ſay, Father! ſave me from this hour! when 


for this cauſe I am come; for the ſake of

rify thy name. Upon this, there came a 


voice from heaven: I have both glorified

Jeſus ſaid: This voice came 
not becauſe of me, but for your ſakes. 
Now will this world paſs ſentence ; now 
will the ruler of this world be ſcornfully 
rejected: and, after I have been lifted up

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myſelf: (hereby he meant to ſignify the 
death, by which he was going to die.) The 


multitude anſwered him : We have heard 
out of the law, that the Chriſt continueth 
for ever: why doſt thou ſay then, that the

fon of man? Then Jeſus ſaid unto them: 
But a little time longer the light is with 
you : whilſt ye have the light walk in it, 
leſt darkneſs come upon you; for he, that 
walketh in darkneſs, knoweth not whither 
he is going. Whilſt ye have this light, be- 
lieve on this light, that ye may be ſons of 
light. | | 
After Jeſus had ſpoken theſe things, he 
went away, and ſhewed himſelf in public 
no more unto them. But, though he had 
done ſo many miracles in their ſight, they 
did not believe on him; (fo that theſe words 
of Iſaiah the prophet were fulfilled : Zord, 
who believed our report? and to whom was 


te arm of the Lord made manifeſt 2 And 
of their unwillingneſs to believe, Iſaiah had 


ſpoken in another place: He blinded their 
eyes, and darkened their heart ; ſo that they 


ſaw not with their eyes, nor underſtood with 


their heart, nor turned, that I might heal 
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them. Theſe things ſaid Ifaiah, when he 
ſaw the glory of God, and ſpake of him) 
though indeed many even of the rulers be- 
lieved on him, but, becauſe of the Phariſees, 
did not acknowledge him, that they might 
not be forbidden the ſynagogue : for they 
loved the praiſe of men better than the 
praiſe of God. 

And Jeſus cried out and ſaid : He, who 
believeth on me, believeth not /o much on 


. me, as on him, who ſent me: and he; who 


ſeeth me, ſeeth him, who ſent me. I am 


come a light into the world, that whoſoever 
believeth on me, may not continue in dark- 
neſs. And, if any one liſten! not to theſe 
words of mine, nor believe- them, I judge 


him not; (for I came not to judge the 


world, but to ſave the world) znaſmuch as 
he, who rejecteth me, and receiveth not 
theſe words of mine, already hath one to 
judge him; or this doctrine, which I have 
ſpoken, will judge him in the laſt day : be- 
cauſe I ſpake not from myſelf; but the 
father, who ſent me, gave me inſtruction 


what I ſhould command and what I ſhould 


teach. And I know that this inſtruction is 
everlaſting life: whatſoever, therefore, I 
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' ſpeak, I ſpeak according to the command- 


ment, which my father gave me. 


C. xiii. Now Jeſus knew before the feſtival of 
v. 1, the paſſover, that the hour of his departure 


from this world to the father was come; 


and, having loved his own, who were with 


aim in the world, he ſhewed his love for 
them at the laſt. So Jeſus, when ſupper- 
time was come, (the devil having already 
entered the heart of Judas Iſcariot, that he 
might deliver him up) knowing that the fa- 
ther had delivered all things into his hands, 
and that, as he came from God, he was 
going away to God; aroſe from ſupper, 


and laid aſide his upper garment, and took 


a towel, and girt himſelf with it. After 


this, he poured water into the baſon, and 


began to waſh the feet of the diſciples, and 


to wipe them with the towel, wherewith he 
had girded himſelf. When he cometh to 


Simon Peter, Simon faith unto him: Ma- 


ſtert, art thou going to waſh my feet? Jeſus 
anſwered: Thou knoweſt not, what I am 
doing, now; but thou wilt know, when I 


have done. Peter faith unto him: Thou 
ſhalt never waſh my feet. Jeſus anſwered :

If I do not waſh thee, thou haſt no part 
with me. Simon Peter faith unto him: 
Maſter, not my feet only, but my hands 
alſo and my head. Jeſus ſaith unto him: 
As he, who hath bathed himſelf, needeth 
only to waſh his feet, becauſe he is clean 
all over; ſo are ye clean, but not all of 


11. you. For he knew, who was going to de-

liver him up; therefore he ſaid, Ve are 
not all clean. So, after waſhing their feet 


and putting on his garment, he ſat down

again, and ſaid unto them: Conſider what 
I have been doing for you. Ye ſay unto 
me, O! teacher! and, O! maſter! and ye 
ſay well, for /o I am. If I then, your 
maſter and teacher, have waſhen your feet, 
ye ought alſo to waſh one another's feet: 
for I have given you an example, that ye 
may do as I have done to you. Verily 
verily I ſay unto you, A ſervant is not 


greater than his maſter; nor an apoſtle

_ theſe things, happy are ye, if ye do them. 


I ſpeak not of you all; I know whom I 


choſe for myſelf; but hereby is the ſcrip- 


ture fulfilled, He, that was eating of the 


ſame loaf with me, ſoon lifted up his heel

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againſt me. I tell you before this cometh 
to paſs, that, when it is come to paſs, ye 
may believe that I am he. Verily verily I 


ſay unto you, Whoſo receiveth him, whom 


I ſend, receiveth me; and whoſo receiveth 


me, receiveth him, who ſent me. 

After Jeſus had ſaid theſe things, he was 
troubled within himſelf, and declared, ſay- 
ing: Verily verily I ſay unto you, One of 
you will deliver me up. Then the diſci- 


ples kept looking at each other, doubting 


whom he meant. Now that diſciple, whom 
Jeſus loved, had placed himſelf at the breaſt 
of Jeſus: to him therefore Simon Peter 
beckoned, that he ſhould aſk Jeſus whom he 


meant. Then he, who was placed at the 


breaſt of Jeſus, ſaith unto him : Maſter, 
which is it? Jeſus anſwereth : It is he, to 


whom I ſhall give the piece that I am go- 


ing to dip. Then he dipt in the piece, and 
gave it to Judas Iſcariot, the ſon of Simon. 
And after this, Satan went into him. Then 
ſaith Jeſus unto him: What thou meaneſt 
to do, do immediately. (Now no one at 


the table knew for what he ſaid this unto 
him. Some thought, that, as Judas kept 
the purſe, Jeſus had ſaid to him, Buy what 
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we want for the feſtival : or had told him 


to give ſomething to the poor.) Accord- 
ingly, as ſoon as he received the piece, he 


. went out: and it was night. 


When he was gone out, Jeſus ſaith: Now 
hath the ſon of man been glorified, and 
God been glorified in him. Since God 


|| hath been glorified in him, he will alſo 
receive glory of himſelf from God, and 
will immediately receive it. Little chil- 


. dren, but a little time longer ſhall I be 
with you. Ye will ſeek me; and, as I 


told the Jews, I tell you alſo, whither I am 


going, ye cannot come. Now I give a 


new commandment to you about loving 


one another; That, as I loved you, ye alſo 


. love one another. By this will all men 
know, that ye are my diſciples, if ye have 
. this love one to another. Simon Peter ſaith 


unto him: Where art thou going? Jeſus 


anſwered: Whither I am going, thou canſt 
not accompany me now, but thou wilt fol- 


low me afterwards. Peter ſaith unto him: 
| Maſter, why cannot I go with thee now? 
I will lay down my life for thy ſake. - Jeſus 
.. anſwered: Wilt thou lay down thy life for 
my ſake ? Verily verily I ſay unto thee, 
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The cock will not crow, till thou haſt de- 


med me thrice,

your truſt in God; put your truſt alſo in 


me. In my father's houſe are many man- 
ſions: behold! I am going to prepare a 
place for you; and, when I have been to 
prepare a place for you, I will come again, 
and receive you to myſelf; that, where I am, 
ye may be alſo. And whither I am going, 


ye know, and the way ye know. Thomas 


faith unto him: Maſter, we know not whi- 
ther thou art going; and how can we know 
the way? Jeſus faith unto him: I am the 


way of truth and hfe : no one cometh to the 


father but through me. If ye had known 
me, ye would have known my father alſo: 
and ye very foon will know him, and ſee 


him. Philip faith unto him: Maſter, ſhew 


us the father, and we will be ſatisfied. Je- 
ſus ſaith unto him: Do ye not know me, 
when I have been with you ſo long a time? 
He who ſeeth me, Philip, ſeeth the father: 
why then doſt thou ſay, Shew us the fa- 
ther? Believeſt thou not, that I am'in the 


father, and the father in me ? Theſe words, . 
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which I am ſpeaking to you, I ſpeak not 


from myſelf, but my father ſpeaketh them : 
theſe works alſo, the father, who is in me, 
doeth. Believe me, when I ſay, that I am 
in the father, and the father in me: if not, 
believe me for the ſake of theſe very works. 
Verily verily I ſay unto you, He, that be- 


lieveth on me, will not only do theſe works,

which I am doing, but will do greater works 
than theſe, becauſe I am going to my fa- 
ther, and whatſoever ye ſhall aſk in my 
name, that I will do.

ye love me keep my commandments; and 


I will aſk the father, and he will give you 
another advocate, to continue with, you for 
ever; even the ſpirit of the truth, which the 
world will not receive, becauſe the world 
can neither diſcern nor know it; but ye 
will know it, becauſe it will abide with 
you, and be in you. I will not leave you or- 
phans: I am coming to you in a little time; 
and, though the world will no longer diſcern 
me, ye will diſcern, that I am alive, and 


that ye will live alſo. In that day ye will 


be convinced, that I am in my father, and

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ye in me, and I in you. Whoſo keepeth 


the commandments, which he hath: from 


me, he it is, who loveth me: and he, who 


loveth me, will be loved by my father; and 


I will love him, and manifeſt myſelf unto

him. Judas (not Iſcariot) ſaith unto him: 


Maſter, whence cometh it, that thou vilt 
manifeſt thyſelf unto us, and not unto the 


world? Jeſus anſwered: If any one love 
me, he will keep my doctrine; and my fa- 
ther will love him, and we will come unto 


him, and take up our abode with him. He, 
that loveth me not, keepeth not my doc- 
trine; though indeed the doctrine, which 


ye hear, is not mine, but the father's who 
ſent me. Thus far have I ſpoken to you, 


whilſt I continue with you : but the adyo- 
cate, that holy ſpirit, which the father will 
ſend in my name, will teach you all things, 
and bring to your remembrance whatſoever 
I have told you. Peace I leave with you; 
my peace I give unto you : though I give 
not unto you ſuch peace as the world 


giveth, let not your heart be troubled, nor 


diſmayed. Ye heard what I ſaid unto you: 
I am going, but I ſhall come agam unto 


you. If ye loved me, ye would have re- 
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joiced at this, becauſe I am going to the fa- 
ther; for the father is greater than I. And 


now I tell you before it come to pals, that,

when it is come to pals, ye may believe. 


I will not ſay much more unto you now: 
for the ruler of this world is coming; and I 
have nothing now to-do, but to convince 


the world that I love the father, and do as 


he commanded me. Ariſe: let us go hence. 


C. xv. I am the true vine, and my father is the 
v.1,2.huſbandman. Every branch of mine, that

beareth no fruit, he will take away; but 
every branch, that beareth fruit, he will 
prune, that it may bear more fruit. Ve are 


now {ke pruned branches, becauſe of the 


doQrine, which I have ſpoken unto you: 
continue therefore in me, and I will con- 
tinue in you. As the branch cannot bear 
fruit, unleſs it continue on the vine; ſo 


cannot ye, unleſs ye continue in me. I am 


the vine; ye are the branches. He, that 
continueth in me, and I in him, the ſame 
beareth much fruit : but, ſeparated from 


me, ye can bear no frutt at all. Whoſo- 


ever continueth not in me, will be thrown 
away like the withered branch; and ſuch 


are gathered together, and caſt into a fire 
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to be burned. If ye continue in me, and 
my words continue in you; whatſoever ye 


| ſhall aſk, will be done for you. This is the 


will of my father, that ye bear much fruit, 
and be my diſciples. As the father loved 
me, I alſo loved you: continue in my love. 
By keeping my commandments, ye will con- 


tinue in my love; as I have kept my father's 


commandments, and thereby continue in his

love. Theſe things have I fpoken unto 


you, that the joy, which I have of you, 
may continue ; and that your joy may be 
complete. This is that commandment” of 
mine, That ye love one another, as I loved 
you.

will be my friends, if ye do what I com- 


mand you. I ſhall no more call you ſer- 


vants; for the ſervant knoweth not what 


his maſter doeth : but I call you friends, 


| becauſe I have made known unto you all 


that I have heard from my father. Ye 


choſe not me, but I choſe you, and placed 


you 2n the vine, that ye may go on bearing 
fruit and this fruit may continue: that, 
whatſoever ye ſhall aſk the father m my

17. name, he may give it you. This I again 
command you, that ye love one another. 
18. If the world hateth you, conſider, that it 
19. hath hated me more than you. If ye had 
been of the world, the world would have 
loved it's own : ſo, becauſe ye are not of 
the world, but I choſe you for myſelf out 
of the world, therefore the world hateth 
20. you. Remember what I told you, A ſer- 
vant 1s not greater than his maſter. There- 
fore, ſince they reviled me, they will re- 
viele you allo; ſince they deſpiſed my doc- 
21. trine, they will deſpiſe your's alſo. But all 
theſe things will my name bring upon you, 
becauſe they know not him, who ſent me. If 
22. I had not come and ſpoken unto them, they 
Vould not have had fin; but now they

not done among them ſuch works as no

me Venly venly I ſay unto you, Ve will 
weep and lament, but the world will re- 
joice; and ye will be ſorrowful, but this 
ſorrow will be turned into joy. A woman 
in labour hath ſorrow, becauſe her moment 
1s come : but when ſhe 1s delivered of the 
child, ſhe remembereth no more the anguiſh, 
for joy that a man is born into the world.

that thy ſon alſo may glorify thee, by giving 
eternal life to all, whom thou haſt given 
him; inaſmuch as thou haſt given him au-

ger, to be the Chriſt. I have glorified thee 


upon the earth : I have finiſhed the work,

As I am no longer in the world, but they 
are in the world, and Iam coming to thee; 
preſerve them, holy father! whom thou 
gaveſt me, in thy name, that they may be 
one, as we are one. Whilſt I was with them 


1n the world, I preſerved thoſe, whom thou 
gaveſt me, in thy name: I kept them, and 


not one of them is loſt, but the ſon of 
miſchief ; whereby the ſcripture 1s fulfilled. 


And theſe things I ſpeak in the world; but 


now I am coming to thee, that theſe may 
have their joy in me completed. I have 
given them thy word, and the world hated 
them, becauſe they are'not of the world, 


. even as I am not of the world. I do not 


aſk thee to take them out of the world, but 
to preſerve them from the evil one. As 
they are not of the world, even as L am 
not of the world, prepare them for thy 
truth. This doctrine of thine is that truth. 
As thou ſenteſt me into the world, ſo ſend 
I them into the world. And for their ſakes 
do I devote myſelf to thee, that they may 
be prepared for the truth. And I aſk not 
for theſe only, but for thoſe alſo, who will 


| believe on me through their word, that they 


all may be one; as thou, father! art in me,

and J in thee, that they alſo may be in us: 
that the world may believe, that thou didſt 
ſend me, and that thou gaveſt me the glory, 
22. which I gave them: that they may be one,

24. lovedſt them as thou lovedſt me. Father! 
as to them, whom thou gaveſt me, my de-

dron, where there was a garden, into which 
2. he and his diſciples went. And Judas allo, 
who delivered him up, knew the place; 
becauſe Jeſus often reſorted thither with his

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diſciples. Then Judas, taking with him a 
band of men, and officers from the chief 
prieſts and Phariſees, cometh thither with 
lanterns and torches and weapons. Jeſus 
therefore, knowing all that was coming 
upon him, went forth, and ſaid unto them: 
Whom are ye ſeeking? They anſwered 
him : Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus ſaid unto 
them: I am he. And Judas alſo, who de- 
livered him up, was with them, And, as 
ſoon as he had ſaid unto them; I am he, they 
went back, and fell upon the ground. Then 
he aſked them again : Whom are ye ſeek- 
ing? And they ſaid: Jeſus of Nazareth. 
Jeſus anſwered: I told you, that I am he : 
if, therefore, ye are ſeeking me, let theſe 
go away: ſo that this ſaying, which he had 
ſpoken, was fulfilled : Of them, whom thou 
gaveſt me, I loſt not one. Upon this, Si- 
mon Peter drew a ſword, which he had 
with him, and ſmote the ſervant of the high- 
prieſt whoſe name was Malchus; and cut 
off his right ear. Then ſaid Jeſus unto 
Peter : Put up thy ſword into the ſheath. 
Muſt I not drink the cup, which the father 
hath given me to drink ? 


So the band and the captains, and the

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officers of the Jews together, took Jeſus 
and bound him; and carried him away to 


Annas firſt, father-in-law to Caiaphas the

high-prieſt that year. Now it was Caia- 


phas, who had told the Jews in council, 
that it was expedient for one man to die 


for the people. | | 

And Simon Peter and another diſciple 
were following Jeſus ; and that diſciple was 
known to the high-prieſt, and went in with 
Jeſus into the palace of the high-prieſt ; but 
Peter ſtood by the door without. Upon 
this, that other diſciple, who was known to 
the high-prieſt, went out, and ſpake to her, 
who kept the door, and brought in Peter. 
Then the damſel, who kept the door, ſaith 
unto Peter: Art not thou alfo one of this 
man's diſciples? He ſaith: I am not. And 
the ſervants and officers had made a fire, 
for it was cold, and were warming them- 
felves : and Peter was alſo ſtandmg with 
them, and warming himſelf. 

Then the high-prieſt aſked "Jeſus about 
his diſciples and his doctrine. Jefus an- 
ſwered him: I ſpake openly to the world: 
I taught conſtantly in the ſynagogue and 
in the temple, whither all the Jews reſort:

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and in ſecret have I ſpoken nothing: why 
then doſt thou aſk me aſk thoſe, that 
heard what I ſpake unto them: behold! 
they know what I ſaid. And, when he had 


ſaid this, one of the officers, that was ſtand-

ing by, ſtruck Jeſus on the face, ſaying: 
Doſt thou anſwer the high-prieſt thus? 


. Jeſus anſwered him: If 1 ſpake amiſs, tell 


me what it was: but, if well, why doſt thou 


. mite me? Now Annas had ſent him bound 


to Caiaphas the high-prieſt. 

But Simon Peter was ill warming him- 
ſelf; when ſome of them ſaid unto him: Art 
not thou alſo one of his diſciples ? He de- 


. nied, and ſaid: I am not. One of the ſer- 


vants of the high-prieſt (kinſman to him, 
whoſe ear Peter cut off) ſaith : Did not I ſee 
thee in the garden with him? Upon this 
Peter denied again; and immediately the 
cock crew. ö 
Then the Jews brought Jeſus from Cai- 
aphas to the Prætorium, early in the morn- 
ing ; and they themſelves went not into the 


Prætorium, that they might not be defiled,

but be able to eat the paſſover. And Pilate 
went out unto them, and ſaid : What accu- 
ſation do ye bring againſt this man? They

anſwered: If he were not a malefactor, we

Then ſaid Pilate unto them : Do ye take 
him, and pumifſh him according to your 
law. But the Jews ſaid : We are not al- 
lowed to put any one to death. And here- 
by was that ſaying of Jeſus fulfilled, which 
ſignified by what kind of death he was 


about to die. Then Pilate went again into 


the Prætorium, and called to Jeſus, and 
ſaid unto him : Art thou the king of the 


. Jews? Jeſus anſwered him: Doſt thou ſay 
this from thyſelf, or did others tell it thee 
. of me? Pilate anſwered: Am I a Jew? 


Thine own nation and the chief prieſts de- 
livered thee up unto me. What haſt thou 
done? Jeſus anſwered: My kingdom is 


not of this world : if my kingdom had been 


of this world, then would my ſervants have 


_ contended, that I might not be delivered 


up to the Jews: ſo then my kingdom 1s 
not hence. Upon this Pilate ſaid unto 
him: So thou art a king then? Jeſus an- 
ſwered: Thou ſayeſt truly : I am a king. 
For this end was I born, and for this end I 


came into the world, that I might bear teſti- 


mony to this truth. Every one, who is of 
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38. this truth, liſteneth to my voice. Pilate 
ſaith unto him: What is truth to me? And, 
when he had ſaid this, he went out again to 
the Jews, and ſaid unto them: I find in 

39. him no fault at all. As therefore, accord- 
ing to cuſtom, I muſt releaſe unto you one 
priſoner at the paſſover, do ye wiſh me to 

40. releaſe this king of the Jews ? Upon which 

they all cried out agam: Not him, but 
Barabbas. Now Barabbas was a murderer. 


C.xix. So Pilate then took Jeſus and ſcourged 
v. I, 2. im. And the ſoldiers platted a crown of 
_ thorns, and put it on his head, and clothed 

3. him in a purple robe, and kept ſaying, 
Hail! king of the Jews! and ſmiting him 

4. with their hands. Then Pilate went out 
again, and faith unto them: Behold! I am 
bringing him out unto you, to let you 

5. know, that I find no fault in him. So Je- 
ſis came out, wearing the crown of thorns 
and the purple robe; and Pilate ſaid unto 

6. them : Behold! the man. And, when the 
chief prieſts and the officers ſaw him, they 
cried out, Crucify m! crucify him! Pilate 

faith unto them : Do ye take him, and cru- 

7. cify him: for I find no fault in him. The 
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Jjeus anſwered him: We have a law, and

Pilate unto him: Wilt thou not ſpeak unto 
me? Doſt thou not know, that I have

by this law he is guilty of death, for making 
. himſelf a ſon of God. Now, when Pilate 


heard this ſaying, he was the more afraid ; 
and went again into the Prætorium, and 


faith unto Jeſus: Whence art thou? But 


Jeſus gave him no anſwer. Then ſaith 


power to crucify thee, and have power to 
let thee go? Jeſus anſwered : Thou wouldſt 
have had no power over me at all, un- 


leſs it had been given thee from above: 


therefore he that delivered me up unto thee 


hath the greater ſin. Then Pilate was de- 


firous to releaſe him; but the Jews were 
crying out, If thou let this man go, thou 
art not Czſar's friend: every one, that ſet- 


teth himſelf up for a king, oppoſeth Cæſar. 


13. When Pilate heard this, he brought Jeſus

out, and fat down on the judgement- ſeat in 


a place called the Pavement, but in Hebrew, 
Gabbatha. Now it was the preparation of 


the paſchal abbath, and about the ſixth 

hour; when he ſaid unto the Jews: Be- 

hold! your king. But they cried out, Put 

him to death! put him to death! crucify

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him! Pilate ſaid unto them: Shall I cru- 
cify your king ? The chief prieſts anſwered: 
We have no king but Cæſar. Then Pilate 
delivered him up unto them, to be cruci- 


fied: and they took him with them, and led 


So Feſus went forth, carrying 


his own crols, to a place called the Place of

a Skull; but in Hebrew, Golgotha: where 


they faſtened” him to the croſs, and two 
others with him, one on each fide, and 


Jeſus in the middle. And Pilate alſo wrote 


a title, and put it on the croſs; and this was 
the inſcription: Jzs8Us OF NAZARETH, 
THE KING oF THE Jews. And many of 
the Jews read this title; for the place, 
where Jeſus was crucified, was near the city: 


and the mſcription was in Hebrew, Greek,

and Latin. Then ſaid the chief prieſts of 
the Jews to Pilate: Write not, The king of 
the Jews; but that he ſaid, I am the king 
of the Jews. Pilate anſwered : What I have 
written, I have written. 

Then the ſoldiers, after faſtening Jeſus to 
the croſs, took his upper garment, which 
they divided into four parts, one part for 
each ſoldier; and his coat, which was woven 
without a ſeam from the top throughout,

5 ſcripture was fulfilled, which ſaith: They 
parted my raiment among them, and caſt lots 
for my veſture. Theſe things the ſoldiers

So they ſaid unto each other: Let us not 


Now the mother of Jeſus, nd his mo- 


ther's ſiſter, Mary the wife of Clopas, and 


Mary Magdalene, had placed themſelves 
by the croſs of Jeſus. So Jeſus, ſeeing his 
mother, and the. diſciple, whom he loved, 


ſtanding by her, ſaith unto his mother:

Woman, behold! thy ſon. Then ſaith he 
to that diſciple : Behold! thy mother. And 
from that time this diſciple took her to his 


own home. 

After this, Jeſus, knowing that all was 
now finiſhed, fulfilled the ſcripture by ſay- 
ing, I thirſt. For upon this, ſome filled a 
ſpunge out of a veſſel full of vinegar, that 
was there; and, after putting a branch of 


huyſſop about it, lifted it to his mouth.

When Jeſus, therefore, had received the 


vinegar, he ſaid, It is finiſhed : and bowed 


down his head, and expired. 
Now the Jews, becauſe it was the prepar- 


ation for the ſabbath, that the bodies might 
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not remain on the ' croſs that ſabbath, 


which was a great day, beſought Pilate,

that they might have their legs broken, and 
be taken away. Accordingly, the ſoldiers 


came, and brake the legs of the firſt, and of 


the other, that had been crucified with Je- 


33. ſus; but, when they came to Jeſus, and

ſaw that he was dead already, they did not 
break his legs: but one of the ſoldiers with 
a ſpear pierced his fide; and immediately 
there came out blood and water. And he, 
who ſaw this, beareth teſtimony of it, that 


ye may believe: and this teſtimony of his is

true; and Feſus himſelf knoweth, that he 


ſpeaketh truth. And hereby was that ſcrip- 


ture fulfilled: A bone of him will not be 


broken. And another ſcripture alſo faith : 


They will look on him, whom they pierced. 
And after this, Joſeph of Arimathea, a 
diſciple of Jeſus, (but ſecretly, for fear of 
the Jews) aſked leave of Pilate to take 
away the body of Jeſus : and, when Pilate 
had given him leave, went and took away 
the body of Jeſus. And Nicodemus alſo 
came, (who went at the firſt to Jeſus by 


night) and brought with him a mixture of 


myrrh and aloes, about a hundred pound's

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weight. So they took the body of Jeſus, and 


wound it in linen cloaths with the ſpices, 
according to the cuſtom of embalming 


among the Jews, Now in the place, where 


he was crucified, there was a garden; and

therefore, becauſe that tomb was nigh, and

Then cometh 
Simon Peter after him, and went into the

And 
theſe diſciples went home again. 


Now Mary was ſtanding by the tomb, on 
the outſide, weeping; and, as ſhe wept,

ting at the head, and the other at the feet, 


. where the body of Jeſus had lain. And 


they ſay unto her : Woman, why doſt thou 
weep? She ſaith unto them: Becauſe they

Brethren, I may tell you plainly 
of the patriarch David, that he both died 
and was buried, and his tomb 1s amongſt 


us to this very day. He, therefore, being a 


prophet, and knowing God to have ſworn 
unto him, that of the fruit of his body he 
would ſet upon his throne ; from his fore- 
knowledge of the reſurrection of the Chriſt, 
ſaid, that hs life was not left in the grave, 
and that his body did not ſee corruption. 


This very Chriſt, even Jeſus, hath God re-

miſſion of fins ; and ye will receive the gift 
of the holy ſpirit. For this promiſe belong- 
eth to you and your children and all your 
furthermoſt poſterity, whomſoever the Lord 
our God ſhall call unto himſelf. And with 
many other words he continued declaring 


unto them and exhorting them, ſaying : 


Deliver yourſelves from this untoward race.

ſigns were done by the apoſtles. And all

And the Lord was daily bringing together

Now Peter and John were going up to 
the temple at that hour of prayer, which 25

The God of Abraham and of Iſaac and of

builders, but is become the head of the cor- 
ner. And by no other is ſuch reſtoration 


to ſoundneſs: neither is there any other

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name under heaven given among men, by 
which we can be ſave. 
OY Now, when they ſaw: e of 
I ſpeech in Peter and John, and diſcovered 
them to be unlearned and common men, 
they wondered; and recollected that they 
14. had been with Jeſus and; beholding the 
man, who had been healed; ſtanding with 
them, they had nothing to ſay againſt them. 
15. So they ordered he apoſtles to go out of 
tme council, and conferred among them- 
16. ſelves, ſaying, What can we do with theſe 
men for indeed, that a public miracle hath 
been done by them, is known to all the in- 
habitants of Jeruſalem, and we cannot deny 
17. it. But, that f/is matter ſpread itſelf no 
further among the people, let us ſtrictly 
- "threaten them, that they ſpeak henceforth 
18. of this name to no man. So they called 
the apoſtles, and charged them not to ſpeak 
nor teach at all about the name of Jeſus. 
19. But Peter and John anſwered: Whether it 
be right in the ſight of God to hearken 
20. unto you rather than God, judge ye. For 
ve cannot prevail upon ourſelves not to 
declare what we ſaw and heard. So, after 
further threatening, they let them go; not 
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being able to puniſh' them in any way, be- 
cCauſe of the people, who were all glorifying 

22. God for what had been done. For the 

man, on whom that miracle of healing 
had been en was above ns years 
old. 

23. Then the apoſiles went away, and came 
to their own friends, and reported all that 
the chief prieſts and the elders had ſaid 

24. unto them. Upon hearing this, the com- 
pany lifted up their voice with one mind 
unto God, and ſaid: Sovereign 'maſter ! 

thou God, the maker of the heaven and the 
earth and the ſea and all things that are 

25. in them! who by the mouth of thy ſervant 

David haſt ſaid, Why did nations rage, and 

26. people attempt vam things! The kings of the 
land came up, and the rulers gathered them- 
ſelves together, againſt the Lord and againſt 

27. has anomted : (for truly againſt thy holy 
ſervant Jeſus, whom thou didſt anoint, both 
Herod and Pontius Pilate, with tue Gen- 

28. tiles and people of Iſrael, gathered them- 

ſelves together to perform what thy hand 
and thy will had before appointed to be 
done) Now, therefore, Lord! look upon 

29. theſe threats of their's ; and give theſe thy 
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| ſervants to declare with all freedom of 
ſpeech this doctrine of thine ; by ſtretching 
out thy hand for healing, and by the per- 


formance of figns and wonders through the 
name of thy holy ſervant Jeſus. - 
And, when they had done praying, the 


place was ſhaken, in which they were aſ- 


| ſembled; and they were all filled with the 
\ | holy ſpirit, and declared that doctrine of

God vith freedom of ſpeech. And the 


heart and the ſoul of the multitude of the 


believers was one: and none regarded any 
of his goods to be his own, but all things 


- were common among them. And the apoſ- 


tles were conſtantly delivering with great 


pover the teſtimony of the reſurrection of

the Lord Jeſus ; and there was great favour 
towards them all. And no one among 


them was in want: for as many as were 


poſſeſſors of lands, or houſes, were con- 


ſtantly ſelling em, and bringing the value 
of what was fold, and laying it at the feet 
of the apoſtles : and a diſtribution was made 


to every one according to his wants. And 
Joſes, ſurnamed by the apoſtles Barnabas, 


(which means a ſon of comfort) a Levite, a

Cyprian by birth, ſold a farm, which he

da paſſeſſion, and kept to himſelf part of the 
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had: and brought the money, and laid z at 
the feet of the apoſtles. But a certain man, 


named Ananias, with Sapphira his wife, ſold 


price, his wife alſo being privy fo it; and 


brought a part only, and laid it at the feet 
of the apoſtles. Then ſaid Peter: Ana- 
nias, why hath Satan filled thy heart to de- 
ceive the holy ſpirit, and to keep to thyſelf 


4. part of the price of the land? As it was, 


was it not thine own? and, when ſold, was 


it not in thine own power? Why didſt thou 
determine this thing in thy heart ? Thou 
haſt not lyed unto. men, but unto God. 


When Ananias heard theſe: words, he fell 
down, and expired: and great fear came 
upon all, that heard theſe things. Then 


the younger diſciples aroſe, and wound him 
up, and carried hem out, and buried him. 


And about three hours after, his wife alſo, 


not knowing what had happened, came in; 
and Peter ſaid unto her: Tell me, did ye 


ſell the land for no more? And ſhe ſaid: 


Indeed for no more. Then Peter ſaid unto 
her: Why have ye agreed to try the ſpirit 
of the Lord? Behold ! the feet of them, 
who have buried thy huſband, are at the 
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10. door, and will carry thee out. And ſhe 
fell down immediately at his feet, and ex- 
pired: and, when the young men came in, 
they found her dead, and carried her out, 

11. and buried her with her huſband. And 
great fear came upon all the church, and 

12. upon all, that heard theſe things. More- 
over, they were all with one mind in Solo- 

13. mon's porch. And after this no one dared 
to meddle with them; but the people 

14. greatly eſteemed them, and believers in the 

Lord were continually added more and 
more, multitudes of both men and women. 
And by the hands of the apoſtles were many 
ſigns and wonders wrought among the peo- 

15. ple; fo that, in every ſtreet, they brought 
forth the ſick, and laid them on couches. and 

beds, that even the ſhadow of Peter, as he 

went along, might fall upon ſome of them. 

16. And the numerous inhabitants of the neigh- 
bouring cities were flocking alſo to Jeruſa- 
lem, bringing ſick people, and thoſe vexed 

With unclean ſpirits; all of whom were con- 

17. Then the high prieſt roſe up, and all his 
company, (being the ſect of the Sadducees) 

18. full of ſpite and envy, and laid hands on 
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the apoſtles, and put them in a common

priſon. But an angel of the Lord in the 
night opened the doors of the priſon; and, 
when he had brought them out, ſaid: Go, 
preſent yourſelves in the temple, and de- 


elare unto the people all this doctrine of 


eternal life. So, upon hearing this, they 
went into the temple early in the morning, 
and continued teaching! But, when the 


high-prieft and his company had come, and 
called together the council and all the el - 
ders of the children of Iſrael, they ſent to 


the priſon for the apoſtles to be brought. 


And the officers went, but did not find them 
in the priſon: ſo they went back, and re- 
ported, ſaying, We found indeed the pri- 
ſon ſhut with all ſafety, and the keepers 
ſtanding on the outſide before the doors; 


but, on opening them, we found no one 
within. Whoa hearing theſe words, the 


captain of the temple and the chief prieſts

were doubting thereupon, how this matter 


could be. Then came one, and told them. 
ſaying: Behold! the men, whom ye put in 
the priſon, are in the temple, teaching the 
people. Then went the captain with the 
officers, and brought them, but without vi- 
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olence; for they were afraid of being ſtoned 


by the people: and ſet them before the 
council. Then the high-prieſt aſked them, 
ſaying: Did we not ſtrictly forbid you to 


teach about this name? And behold! ye 


have filled Jeruſalem with your doctrine, 


and wiſh to bring upon us the blood of this 


„ man. Then Peter and the apoſtles an- 
ſwered: We ought to obey God rather than 
men. That Jeſus, a teacher raiſed up by 
the God of our fathers, whom ye ſlew by 
. hanging on a croſs; that /ame Jeſus hath 
God exalted as an author of ſalvation at 
his right hand, to give repentance {unto 
. Ifrael, and remiſſion of fins. - And we are 


his witneſſes of theſe things; as that holy

ſpirit alſo zs, which God hath given to them 
. that obey him. When they heard thzs, 
they kept gnaſhing their teeth, and con- 
ſulting how to deſtroy the apoſtles. But 
there ſtood up one in the council, a Phari- 


ſee, named Gamaliel, a teacher of the law, 
of great reputation with all the people; 


who bade the apoſtles to ſtay without a lit- 


tle while, and ſaid. unto the council: Ye 


men of Iſrael, take care what ye do againſt 


theſe men. For not long ago Theudas roſe 
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up, pretending to be ſome great perſon; to 


whom about four hundred men joined them- 
ſelves: but he was ſlain, and all, that had 


been perſuaded by him, were ſcattered

abroad, and came to nothing. After this 


man roſe up Judas of Galilee, in the days 


of the regiſtering; and drew aſide much 


people after him: he alſo periſhed ; and 


all, that had been perſuaded by him, were 


. diſperſed. And, I adviſe you on this occa- 


ſion, have nothing to do with theſe men, 
but let them alone : for if the contrivance 
of this buſineſs be of men, it will be de- 
ſtroyed ; but, if it be of God, ye will be 


unable to deſtroy it, and may be found alſo 


to be fighters againſt God. So they fol- 
lowed his advice; and, after calling the 
apoſtles up, and beating them, charged them 
not to ſpeak about the name of Jeſus, and 
let them go. And they went from the pre- 
ſence of the council, glad to have been 
counted worthy of ſuffering ſhame for the 
name of Jeſus: and ceaſed not every day, 
in the temple and at home, teaching this 


_ goſpel, that Jeſus is the Chriſt. 
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And, in thoſe days, as the diſciples mul- 


. tiplied, the Græcians complained againſt 


the Hebrews, that their widows were neg- 


lected in the daily diftribution of alms. 
. Upon this, the twelve called to them the 

whole company of the diſciples, and ſaid : 
It is not proper that we ſhould leave the 
. word of God to ſerve tables. Wherefore, 


brethren, look out for yourſelves ſeven men 


from among you, teſtified to be full of a 


ſpirit of wiſdom, whom we may ſet over 


. this buſineſs : but we will give ourſelves 


continually to prayer, and to the miniſtry 


of the word. And this advice pleaſed the 
whole multitude ; and they choſe Stephen, 


a man full of faith and a holy ſpirit, and 
Philip, and Prochorus, and Nicanor, and 
Timon, and Parmenas, and Nicolas, a pro- 
felyte of Antioch : theſe they preſented be- 
fore the apoſtles, who prayed, and put thetr 
hands upon them. And the word of God 
was thriving, and the number of the diſci- 


pulües multiplying in Jeruſalem exceedingly ; 
and a great multitude of the other Jews

were conſtantly becoming obedient to > the 
faith. 


And Stephen, full of grace and power, 
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| was performing great wonders and ſigns 
9. among the people. And ſome of the ſyna- 
gogue of the Libertines and Cyrenians and 
Alexandrians, and they of Cilicia and Aſia, I 
10. roſe up to diſpute with Stephen. But they 9 
were not able to withſtand the wiſdom of | 
that ſpirit, which was ſpeaking in him. | 
11. Then they ſuborned men to ſay, We have | 
heard him ſpeak wicked words againſt Mo- 
12. ſes and God. And they ſtirred up the 
people at the ſame time, and the elders, and 
the ſcribes ; and came upon iim, and ſeized F 
him in a body, and brought him to the Lo 
council, and ſet up falſe witneſſes, who 4 
13. ſaid : This man ceaſeth not to ſpeak wicked $ 
words againſt this holy place and the law. ö 
14. For we have heard him ſay, that this Jeſus 
of Nazareth will deſtroy this very. place, 
and change the cuſtoms, which Moſes deli- 
15. vered to us. And all, that were fitting in 
the council, lookt ſtedfaſtly at him, and 
ſaw his face like the face of an angel, 


C. vii. Then ſaid the high-prieſt : Are theſe 

v. 1, 2. things ſo? And Stephen ſaid: Brethren and 

fathers, hearken. The God of glory ap- 
peared unto our father Abraham, when he 
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was in Meſopotamia, before he dwelt in 
. Charran; and ſaid unto him : Go from thine 


own country and from thine own kindred, 
and come into a land, which I will ſhew 


. thee. So he left the land of the Chaldeans, 


and dwelt in Charran : whence alſo, after 
his father's death, God removed him into 


. this very land, wherein ye now dwell ; but 


gave him no inheritance in it, not even ſo 
much as to ſet his foot on : yet he promiſed 


the poſſeſſion of it to him and to his poſte- 


* 


rity, though he had no child. And God 
ſpake thus unto him: Thy poſterity will ſo- 
Journ in a ſtrange land, under bondage 
and ill treatment, four hundred years : but 
the nation, to which they will be in bondage, 
will 1 puniſh, ſaid God; and after that 
they ſhall come forth, and pay religious ſer- 


vice to me in this place. And God gave him 


a covenant of circumciſion : and accord- 
ingly Abraham begat Iſaac, and circumciſ- 
ed him on the eighth day; and Iſaac begat 
Jacob, and Jacob begat the twelve patri- 
archs. And the patriarchs through envy 
ſold Joſeph into Egypt: but God was with 
him, and delivered him out of all his trou- 
bles, and gave him the gift of wiſdom in 
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the ſight of Pharaoh king of Egypt; who 


made him governour of Egypt, and of all

his own family. Now there came a famine 
over all the land of Egypt and Canaan, and 
great diſtreſs ; ſo that our fathers could find 
no ſuſtenance. But Jacob, hearing that 
there was corn in Egypt, ſent out our fa- 
thers firſt; and, on their ſecond journey, 
Joſeph made himſelf known unto his bre- 


thren, and the family of Joleph became 


known to Pharaoh. And Joſeph ſent to 


fetch his father Jacob and all his race, 


three ſcore and fifteen ſouls. So Jacob and 
our fathers went down to Egypt, and died 
there; and were carried to Sychem, and 


laid in the tomb, which Abraham bought 


for a ſum of money of the ſons of Emmor 
the father of Sychem. 


And, as the time of the promiſe, which 
God ſware unto Abraham, was drawing 
' nigh, the people throve and multiplied in 


Egypt ; till at laſt another king aroſe, who 
had not known Joſeph. He dealt unjuſtly 
with our race, and ill-treated our fathers, 
by making them caſt out their young chil- 
dren, that they might not be kept alive. 
During which time Moſes was born, and 
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21. 
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was very beautiful, and was brought up for 
three months in his father's houſe: and 


| Pharaoh's daughter took him up after he

had been caſt out, and brought him up for 
her own ſon. So Moſes was taught all the 
wiſdom of the Egyptians; and he became 
mighty in word and action. And, when he 
was forty years old, a concern for his bre- 
thren the children of Iſrael came into his 
heart; and ſeeing one of them ſuffer wrong, 
he aſſiſted kim, and avenged him when he 
was overpowered, by ſmiting the Egyptian. 


Now he ſuppoſed his brethren to perceive 


that by his hand God was giving them de- 
liverance ; but they did not perceive it. 
And, on the next day, he met with two of 
his brethren fighting, and endeavoured to 
reconcile them, ſaying, Sirs! ye are bre- 


thren: why do ye hurt each other? But 


he, that was in the wrong, puſht him away, 
ſaying: Who made thee a ruler and a judge 


. over us? Doſt thou mean to kill me as 


thou killedſt the Egyptian yeſterday ? So 


| Moſes fled becauſe of this matter, and ſo-

journed in the land of Madian, where he 
begat two ſons. | 
And, after forty years, an angel of the

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Lord appeared unto him in the wilderneſs 
of mount Sina, in a flame of a buſh on fire. 
And Moſes was aſtoniſhed at this appear- 
ance; and, as he was going up to conſider 
it, a voice came unto him from the Lord: 


am the God of thy fathers, the God of 


Abraham, and the God of Iſaac, and the 
God of Jacob. Then Moſes trembled, and 
durſt not conſider ift. Then the Lord ſaid 
unto him: Take thy ſhoes from thy feet ; 


for the place, on which thou ſtandeſt, is holy 


ground. I have carefully obſerved the ill 
treatment of my people in Egypt, and have 
heard their groaning, and am come down to 
deliver them : come now therefore, I will 


35. ſend thee into Egypt. So this very Moſes, 


whom they rejected, ſaying, Who made 


| thee a ruler and a judge over us? God ſent 


forth as a ruler and a deliverer by the hand 
of an angel, that appeared to him in the 
buſh. He brought out the people, and per- 


formed wonders and ſigns in the land of 
Egypt and in the wilderneſs, forty years.

This is that Moſes, who ſaid unto the chil- 


dren of Ifrael, A teacher will the Lord your 


God raiſe up for you from among your bre- 


thren, as he raiſed me. Hearken unto him,

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He was amidſt the church in the YI 
neſs, with the angel, that ſpake unto him in 
the mount Sina, and with our fathers ; and 
received from God the dofrines of life to 
give unto us : whom our fathers refuſed to 
obey, and rejected, and turned back in their 
hearts to Egypt, ſaying unto Aaron, Make 
us gods to go before us; for as to this 
Moſes, who brought us out of the land of 
Egypt, we know not what is become of 
him. So they made a calf in thoſe days, 
and offered a ſacrifice to the image, and 
feaſted themſelves before the works of their 
own hands. Upon this God gave them up 
again to pay religious ſervice to the hoſt of 
heaven, as it is written in the book of the 
prophets, Have ye offered to me, O] houſe 
of Iſrael, ſlain beaſts and ſacrifices theſe 
forty years in the wilderneſs ? But ye took 
up the tent of Moloch and the ſtar of your 


god Rephan ; images, which ye made to wWor-

ſhip them : ſo I will carry you away beyond 
Babylon. 1 
The tabernacle of the teſtimony was 
among our fathers in the wilderneſs, ac- 
cording to the appointment of God, who 


bade Moſes make it after the faſhion of 
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45 what he had ſcen : which alſo our fathers 
received, and brought in with Joſhua, when bk 
he poſſeſſed thoſe nations, which God 1 
drove out before the face of our fathers, 1 
46. unto the days of- David; who found favour 
in the ſight of God, and deſired to provide 
47. a habitation for the God of Jacob; but it 
was Solomon, that built God a houſe, 
48. Though indeed the moſt high dwelleth not 
in temples made with hands, as the pro- 
49. phet ſaith : Heaven is my throne, and the 
earth my foot-ſtool ; what houſe will ye build 
for me, ſaith the Lord? and which 1s the 
50. place of my abode 2 Did not "Op hand make "A 
all theſe things? | 'Y 
51. Ye ſtiff-necked men, of uncircumciſed 
heart and ear! ye are always oppoſing the 
holy ſpirit: as your fathers did, ſo do ye. 
52, Which of thoſe teachers, who foretold the 
coming of that righteous man, whom ye 
have betrayed and murdered, did not your 
53. fathers haraſs and ſlay? Ye, who received 
the law by the miniſtration of angels, but 
54. kept it not. When they heard theſe things, 
they were exceedingly enraged in their 
hearts, and gnaſht therr teeth againſt him. 


55. But he, being full of the holy ſpirit, looked 
J K 
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ſtedfaſtly towards heaven, and ſaw a divine 
brightneſs, and Jeſus at the right hand of 
God ; and ſaid : Behold ! I ſee the heavens 
opened, and the ſon of man at the right 


. hand of God. And, as he cried out with a 


loud voice, they ſtopt their ears, and ruſht 
with one accord upon him, and caſt him 
out of the city to ſtone him: and the wit- 
neſſes put off their upper garments at the 


feet of a young man named Saul. And, as 


they ſtoned Stephen, he kept appealing to 
them, and ſaying, Lord Jefus! receive my 
ſpirit! And he kneeled down, and cried 
out with a loud voice, Lord! lay not this 
fin to their charge! And, when he had ſaid 
this, he fell aſleep. And Saul was gladly 


. conſenting to his death. 


And they of the church were grievouſly 
haraſſed in Jeruſalem on that day, and were 
all ſcattered abroad through the countries 
of Judea and Samaria, except the apoſtles 
only. And ſome devout men prepared 
Stephen for his burial, and made great la- 
mentation over him. 

As for Saul, ke made havock of the 
church, going into every houſe, haleing both 
men and women, and delivering them up

into priſon. So the diſciples were ſeattered 


abroad, and went through the country, de- 


claring the doctrine of the goſpel. And 
Philip went down to a city of Samaria, and 
continued preaching to them the Chriſt. 
And the multitudes were attentive with 
one mind to the words of Philip, from 
hearing the nature of his doctrine, and ſee- 
ing the miracles, which he was conſtantly 
performing. For unclean ſpirits, erying 
out with a loud voice, came out of many, 


that had them: and many with palſies, and

many lame people, were healed. Ang there 


was great joy in that city. 
Now a certain man, named Simon, bid 


been ſome time in that city, aſtoniſhing 


the nation of Samaria with his magic, pre- 
tending that he was ſome great herſon to 


whom they all gave heed, from the leaſt to

the greateſt, ſaying, This is that great and 
powerful meſſenger of God. And they 
gave heed to him, becauſe he had for a 
long time aſtoniſhed them with his magic. 
But, when they believed the goſpel of Phi- 
lip concerning the kingdom of God and 
the name of Jeſus Chriſt, they were con- 
ſtantly coming to be baptiſed, both men

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and wonien. And Simon himſelf believed 
alſo, and, after his baptiſm, kept cloſe to 
Philip; and was aſtoniſhed at ſeeing ſigns 


and great miracles performed. 
Now, when the apoſtles at Jeruſalem 


heard, that Samaria had received the word

of God, they ſent unto the Samaritans Pe- 


ter and John, who went down and prayed 


for them, that they might receive the holy 


ſpirit : for it had not yet fallen upon any 
of them; they had only been baptiſed in 


the name of the Lord Jeſus. Then the 


apoſcles laid their hands on them, and they

received the holy ſpirit. Now, when Simon 
ſaw, that this holy ſpirit was given by the 


laying on of the hands of the apoſtles, he

offered them money, ſaying: Give me alſo 


this power, that on whomſoever I lay hands, 


he may receive the holy ſpirit. But Peter 


ſaid unto him: Away vith thee and thy 


money! Thou haſt neither part nor lot in 


this doctrine, for thinking to procure this 
gift of God with money: for thy heart is not 


right in the ſight of God. Repent, there- 
fore, of this thy wickedneſs, and beg of 
God, that this deceitfulneſs of thy heart 


may thereby be - forgiven thee: for I per-

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ceive thee to be in the gall of bitterneſs and 


in the bond of iniquity. And Simon an- 


ſwered: Do ye pray unto the Lord for me, 


that nothing of what ye have mn may 


come upon me. 


Then the apoſtles, after an 50 W 


and a declaration of the word of God, went 


back to Jeruſalem, and preached the goſpel 
in many villages of the Samaritans. And 


an angel of the Lord ſpake unto Philip, 
ſaying: Ariſe, and go towards the ſouth, to 
the lonely road that leadeth down from Je- 
27. 
And behold! an eunuch of Æthiopia, of 
great authority under Candace queen of the 


rufalem to Gaza. And he aroſe, and went. 


Athiopians, and entruſted with all her trea-

ſure, who had been to worſhip at Jeruſalem, 


was on his way home, and was fitting in his 


chariot, reading the prophet Iſaiah. Then 


the ſpirit ſaid unto Philip: Go up to that 
chariot. And Philip ran up, and heard him 


reading the prophet Iſaiah, and ſaid unto 
him e Doſt thou underſtand then what thou 
art reading? And he anſwered : How can I, 


except ſome one guide me? and he deſired 


Philip to get up and fit with him. And the 


part of ſcripture, which he was reading, was

he opened not his mouth. In his humiliation 
his juſtice was taken away : and who will

Philip: I pray thee, of whom doth the pro- 
phet ſay this ? of himſelf, or of ſome other 


. man? Then Philip opened his mouth, and 


began from this ſcripture to preach unto 
him Jeſus. And, as they were going along 
the road, they came to ſome water; and 
the eunuch ſaith : See, here is water. Why 
may not I be baptiſed? And Philip ſaid: 

If thou believeſt with all thy heart, thou 
mayeſt. And he anſwered; I believe that 


. Jeſus Chriſt is the ſon of God: and then 


ordered the chariot to ſtop ; and Philip and 
the eunuch both went down into the water, 
and Philip baptiſed him. And, after they 


came up out of the water, the ſpirit of the 
Lord took away Philip, and the eunuch 
ſaw him no more, but continued his way

rejoicing. And Philip came to Azotus ; 
and preached the goſpel to all the cities, 
which he paſt through, till he came to Cæ- 
larca. 
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C. ix. But Saul, ſtill breathing out threatening 
v. 1. and ſlaughter againſt the diſciples of the

Lord, went to the high-prieſt, and defired 
of him letters to the ſynagogues of Damaſ- 
cus; that, if he found any of this doctrine, 
he might bring them bound, both men and 
women, to Jeruſalem. And, as he was on 
the road, near unto Damaſcus, a light from 


| heaven ſuddenly flaſht round him; and he 


fell on the earth, and heard a voice ſaying 
unto him, Saul, Saul, why art thou mo- 
leſting me ? And Saul ſaid: Sir, who art 
thou? And the vorce anſwered : I am je- 
ſus, whom thou art perſecuting. It is dan- 
gerous for thee to kick againſt a goad. 
Then he, trembling and aſtoniſhed, ſaid : 
Sir, what doſt thou wiſh me to do? And 
the Lord ſaid unto him: Ariſe, and go into 
the city; and it will be told thee what thou 
muſt do. And his fellow-travellers conti- 
nued ſpeechleſs; hearing the found, but 
ſeeing no one. Then Saul aroſe from the 
earth, and opened his eyes, but could ſee 
nothing : and his companions led him by 
the hand to Damaſcus. And he continued 


ſightleſs three days, and without meat and 
drink,

ther Saul, the Lord, even Jeſus, who ap-

and lo! he is come hither for the purpoſe

But Saul was gaining confidence more 


and more, and confounding the Jews, that

watching the gates both day and night for 
this purpoſe. But their deſign was known 


to Saul: ſo the diſciples took him, and let 


him down the ſide of the wall by night in 
a baſket. And, when Saul was come to 
Jeruſalem, he tried to join himſelf to the 


74 diſciples ; but they were all afraid of him,

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not believing him to be a diſciple. S0 
Barnabas took him, and brought him to the 


© apoſtles, and related to them, how he had 
ſeen the Lord on the road, who had ſpoken

continued in the company of the apoſtles 
at Jeruſalem, uſing great freedom of ſpeech 


in the name of the Lord Jeſus, and talking 


and diſputing with the Græcians; who were 


conſtantly endeavouring to ſlay him. But, 


vhen the brethren knew thes, they brought

him down' to Cœſarea, and ſent with on to 
Tarſus. 


Then had the en peace throughout 


all Judea and Galilee and Samaria, and

fear of the Lord and the ſupport of the holy 
Pritt. . 

And, as Peter was paſſing through all the 
country, he came down alſo to the ſaints, 
that dwelt at Lydda : where he met with a 
certain man named Æneas, who had kept 
his bed eight years with a palſy. And Pe- 


ter ſaid unto. him: Æneas, Jeſus Chriſt 
maketh thee well. Ariſe, and make thine 
own bed, And he aroſe immediately. And

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all the inhabitants of Lydda and Saron, 
who had turned to the Lord, faw him. 


Moreover, there was among the diſciples 
at Joppa, a woman named Tabitha, who 
was always doing good works and giving 
alms.

in an upper chamber. Now Lydda being 


nigh to Joppa, the diſciples heard that Pe- 
ter was there; and ſent two men unto him, 
defiring him not to think much at coming 
over to them. So Peter aroſe, and went 
with them : and, when he was come, they 
carried him up into the chamber; and all 
the widows ſtood weeping by him, and 
ſhewing ſome coats and garments, which 
Tabitha was making, when ſhe died. Then 
Peter put every one out, and kneeled down 
and prayed; and, turning to the body, 
ſaid: Tabitha, ariſe ! And ſhe opened her 
eyes; and, upon ſeeing Peter, ſat up. And 
he gave her /is hand, and raiſed her up: 
and called the ſaints and the widows, and 
prefented her alive. And tis was known 
throughout all Joppa; and many believed 
on the Lord. And Peter ſtaid a good many 
days in Joppa with one Simon a tanner.

And, on 
the morrow, whilſt they were on the road, 
and were coming near the city, Peter went 
upon the houſe- top to pray, about the ſixth 
hour. And he was hungry, and wiſhed to

not thou unclean. And, after this had been 


thrice done, the veſſel was taken up again

Now, as Peter was Sub aſt be had 
come to himſelf, what could be the mean- 
ing of this viſion, which he had ſeen; be- 
hold! the meſſengers of Cornelius had en- 


quired out Simon's houſe, and were come 


up to the porch, and aſking; If Simon, ſur- 
named Peter, lodged here? So, while Peter 


was thinking on the viſion, the ſpirit ſaid 


unto him: Behold! three men are aſking 


for thee. Ariſe therefore, get thee down, 
and go with them, without ſcruple; for I 


fent them. Then Peter went down to the 


men, and ſaid; Behold! I am he, whom 
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ye are ſeeking: for what cauſe are ye come? 
And they ſaid: Cornelius, a centurion, a 
righteous man, a worſhipper of God, and 
well ſpoken of by all the nation of the 
Jews, was warned from God by a holy an- 


gel to ſend for thee to his houſe, that he 


may hear what thou haſt to ſay. Then Pe- 


ter called them in, and lodged them: and,

on the morrow, went with them; and ſome 


of the brethren at Joppa accompanied him. 


And the next day they reached Cæſarea; 


and Cornelius was expetting them, and had 
called together to his houſe his kinſmen and 


near friends. And, as Peter came in, Cor- 


nelius met him, and fell at his feet, and did 


him homage. But Peter raiſed him up, and 


ſaid: Riſe up! for I myſelf am but a man. 


And he went in, talking with Cornelius, 
. and found much company there ; and ſaid

Send therefore unto Joppa to fetch Simon, 


whoſe ſurname is Peter; who lodgeth in a 
houſe by the ſea belonging to Simon a tan- 
ner; that he may come, and talk with thee. 
So I ſent to thee immediately; and it is 


| well that thou art come: now, therefore, 


we all are preſent before God, to hear all 
the directions, which God hath given thee. 


Then Peter opened kts mouth, and ſaid: Of 


a truth I perceive, that God is no reſpeRer 


. of perſons; but in every nation, he, who 


feareth him and worketh righteouſneſs, is 


accepted by him. That do&rine, which 
God ſent to the children of Iſrael when he 


delivered to them a goſpel of peace by Jeſus 
Chriſt, belongeth equally to all. For ye 


know that affair of Jeſus of Nazareth, which 
took place throughout all Judea, beginning 


from Galilee, after the baptiſm, which 


John proclaimed ; how God anointed this

While Peter was yet ſpeaking theſe words, 
the holy ſpirit fell upon all, that liſtened to 


. kts doctrine: and the believers of the cir- 


cumciſion, who had come with Peter, were 


_ aſtoniſhed, that this gift of the holy ſpirit 


. was poured out on the Gentiles alſo: for 
they heard them ſpeaking with new tongues, 


and magnifying God. Then ſaid Peter: 


Can any one forbid water, that theſe, who

have received the holy ſpirit, ſhould not be 
. baptiſed as well as we? So he directed 
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them to be baptiſed in the name of the 
Lord. Then they aſked him to ſtay ſome 
days more. 


And the apoſtles and the brethren in Ju-

And he related to us, how 
he ſaw the angel in his houſe, ſaying unto 
him, Send men unto Joppa to fetch Simon, 
whoſe ſurname is Peter: he will declare a 


doctrine to thee, by which thou and thy 


family may be ſaved. And, after I had be-

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Moreover, they who had been ſcattered 
abroad upon the perſecution occafioned by 
Stephen, went forwards as far as Phænice 
and Cyprus and Antioch, declaring the 
word to Jews only. But ſome of them, 
Cyprians and Cyreneans, went to Antioch, 
and preached the goſpel of the Lord Je- 
ſus to the Greeks. And the hand of the 
Lord was with them; ſo that a great num- 
ber of people believed, and turned to the 
Lord. And theſe tidings reached the ears 
of the church in Jeruſalem ; and they ſent 
Barnabas thence to Antioch : who, when 
he was come, and ſaw this kindneſs of God, 


rejoiced ; and was conſtantly exhorting all 
to continue cloſe unto the Lord with the 


24. ſame determination of heart : for he was a 


good man, and full of the holy ſpirit and 
of faith. And a great number was added 


to the Lord.

And Barnabas went away for Tarſus to 
ſeek Saul; and when he had found him, 
brought him to Antioch. And for a whole 
year they came together in that church, 


and taught a great multitude : and the diſ- 


ciples were firſt called Chriſtians at Anti- 
och. And, in thoſe days, ſome teachers

r r . ning 
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came down from Jeruſalem to Antioch ; one 
of whom, named Agabus, aroſe, and ſig- 
nified by the ſpirit, that there was going to 
be a great famine throughout all the world : 
which came to pals accordingly under Clau- 
dius Cæſar. Then every one of the diſci- 
ples, after his ability, determined to ſend re- 
lief to their brethren of Judea; which they 


did accordingly, and ſent it to the elders by 


the hands of Barnabas and Saul. 


C. xii. Now about that time Herod the king

put forth his hands to hurt ſome of the 
church; and flew James, the brother of 
John, with the ſword : and, when he ſaw 2c 
pleaſed the Jews, he proceeded to ſeize Pe- 
ter alſo. Then were the days of unleavened 
bread. So he apprehended Peter, and put 
him in priſon, and ſet a guard of fixteen 
ſoldiers over him; intending to bring him 
out, after the paſſover, to the people. Pe- 
ter, therefore, was kept in priſon ; but earn- 
eſt prayer was made by the church unto 
God for him. 5 | 

And the very might before Herod in- 
tended to bring him forth, as Peter was 


aſleep between two ſoldiers, bound with 
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two chains, and the keepers before the door 
were watching the priſon ; behold! an an- 


gel of the Lord preſented himſelf, and a 
light ſhone in the room: and the angel

ſmote Peter on the ſide, and awakened him, 
ſaying, Riſe up quickly! And the chains 
fell off his hands. And the angel ſaid unto 


him: Gird y coat about thee, and tie on 


thy ſandals. And he did ſo. Then ſaid 
the angel to him: Caſt thine upper gar- 
ment about thee, and follow me. And 
Peter went out after him, but knew not 
what was done by the angel to be true; 


for he was thinking, that he ſaw a viſion. 


And, when they had paſſed the firſt and ſe- 
cond ward, they came to the iron gate, 
which leadeth into the city : and this opened 
to them of it's own accord: ſo they went 


out of the priſon; and, as ſoon as they had 


gone through one ſtreet, the angel left him. 
Upon this, Peter came to himſelf, and ſaid: 
Now I know certainly, that the Lord hath 
ſent out this meſſenger of his, to deliver me 
from the hand of Herod, and from all this 
expectation of the people of the Jews. 


And, after /ome conſideration, he went to 


the houſe of Mary the mother of John, ſur-

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named Mark, where a good many were ga- 
thered together, and praying. And, when 
Peter had knocked at the door of the porch 
a maid-ſervant, named Rhode, came up to 
liſten; but, knowing Peter's voice again, 
did not ſtay to open the door for gladneſs, 
but ran in and told them, that Peter was 
ſtanding before the porch. And they ſaid 
unto her: Thou art mad. But ſhe kept 
poſitively affirming, that it was ſo. Then 
ſaid they: It is his angel. But Peter con- 
tinued knocking : ſo they opened the door, 
and, on ſeeing him, were greatly aſtoniſhed. 
But he waved his hand for them to be ſi- 
lent, and related to them, how the Lord 
had brought him out of the priſon : and he 
ſaid, Tell theſe things from me to Jacob 
and the brethren. Then he left them, and 


went to another place.

Now, as ſoon as it was day, there was no 


ſmall diſturbance among the ſoldiers, what 


was become of Peter. But Herod, after 
ſeeking him in vain, and examining the 
keepers, ordered them to be carried away 


for execution; and went down from Ju-

dea, and continued in Cæſarea. 
Now Herod had a quarrel with the Ty-

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rians and Sidonians; and they came to him 
with one accord, and having made Blaſtus, 
the king's chamberlain, their friend, deſired 
peace; becauſe their country was nouriſhed 
by the king's country. And, on a day ap- 
pointed, Herod, in his royal robes, and 
ſeated on the throne, was making /zs ha- 
rangue unto the people; who kept crying 


out thereupon, The voice of a god, and not 
of a man! And immediately an angel of 
the Lord ſmote Herod, becauſe he gave not 
God the glory; a he expired, eaten up 


by worms. 

And the word * the Lord continued 
thriving and abounding: and Barnabas and 
Saul returned from Jeruſalem, after fully 
performing their ſervice, and took with 
them John, whoſe ſurname was Mark. 


C. xiii. Now there were in the church at An- 
v. 1. tioch certain prophets and teachers; as 


Barnabas, and Simeon called Niger, and 
Lucius of Cyrene, and Manaen, who had 


been brought up with Herod the te- 


2. trarch, and Saul. And, whilſt they were 


miniſtering to the Lord, and faſting, the 
holy ſpirit ſaid : Separate for me Barnabas 
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and Saul for the office, unto which I have 


called them. So the church, after faſting 


and praying, and laying hands on them, 
ſent them away: and they, having been 


thus ſent forth by the holy ſpirit, went down 
to Seleucia, and thence took ſhip for Cy- 
prus. And, when they had reached Sala- 


mis, they continued to declare the word of 


God in the ſynagogues of the Jews; and 
had John alſo for their aſſiſtant. And, 
after paſſing over the iſland of Cyprus as 


far as Paphos, they found a certain magi-

cian, a falſe teacher, a Jew, named Barje- 


. Tas, in the train of the deputy-governour 


Sergius Paulus, a man of underſtanding, 
who-called to him Barnabas and Saul, and 
deſired to hear the word of God. But the 
magician, otherwiſe called Elymas, op- 
poſed them, endeavouring to turn aſide the 
governour from the faith. Then Saul, who 


was called Paul alſo, full of the holy ſpirit, 


ſet his eyes upon him, and ſaid: O! full of 
all guile and of all craftineſs! ſon of ie 
devil! enemy of all righteouſneſs! wilt 


thou not ceaſe making crooked the ftrait

ways of the Lord? Behold ! therefore, thc 
hand of the Lord zs now againſt thee ; and 
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thou wilt be blind, without ſeeing the ſun, 
for a ſeaſon. And immediately a miſt and 
a darkneſs fell upon him; and he was go- 
12. ing about in ſearch of a guide. Then the 
governour, upon ſeeing that, believed; in 
aſtoniſhment at this doctrine of the Lord. 
13. And Paul and his companions bore away 
from Paphos, and came to Perga in Pam 
phylia; except John, who left them, and 
14. returned to Jeruſalem. And they went on 
from Perga, and came to Antioch; where 
they entered the ſynagogue on the ſabbath- 
15. day, and ſat down. And, after the reading 
ol the law and the prophets, the rulers of 
the ſynagogue ſent unto them, ſaying: 
Brethren, ſpeak ; if ye have any ſubje& of 
16. exhortation to the people. Then Paul 
ſtood up, and waved i, hand, and ſaid: 
Ye men of Iſrael, and ye worſhippers of 
17. God! hearken unto me, The God of this 
people Iſrael choſe our fathers for himſelf, 
and proſpered this people during their pil- 
grimage in the land of Egypt, and brought 
18. them out thence with an uplifted arm, and 
for the ſpace of forty years fed them in the 
19. wilderneſs; and divided among them the 


country of ſeven nations, whom he de- 
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ſtroyed, in the land of Canaan. And after 
this, during four hundred and fifty years, he 
gave them judges, until Samuel the pro- 
phet. And afterward they deſired a king; 
and God gave them Saul the fon of Cis, a 
man of the tribe of Benjamin, for forty 


years: and, after removing him, raiſed up 


forthem David to be their king ; to whom 
alſo he gave this teſtimony : / have found 


David, the ſon of eſſe, a man after my own 


. heart, who will perform all my will. Out 


of this man's race hath God, according to 


- promiſe, raiſed unto Iſrael Jeſus for a ſa- 


. viour; before whoſe appearance, John firſt 


preached a baptiſm of repentance to all the 


people of Iſrael. And John, as he was fi- 


niſhing his courſe, ſaid : I am not he, whom 
ye ſuppoſe me to be: but behold! one is 
coming after me, the ſhoe of whoſe feet I 
am not worthy to untie. 

Brethren, ſons of the race of Wan 


and ye worſhippers of God among you! 


unto you was the doctrine of this ſalvation 
ſent. For the inhabitants of Jeruſalem and 
their rulers, not attending to this doctrine, 
nor to the declarations of the prophets, 
which are read every ſabbath-day, fulfilled

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them by condemning 7eſus. And, though 
they found no juſt cauſe of death in him, 
deſired Pilate, that he might be ſlain. So, 
after accompliſhing all, that had been writ- 
ten of him, they took him down from the 


croſs, and laid kim in a tomb: but God 


raiſed him up from the dead. And he was 


ſeen ſeveral days by thoſe, who had come 


up with him from Galilee to Jeruſalem ; and 
are witneſſes for him unto the people. And 
we are now declaring unto you the glad 
tidings of the promiſe made unto the fa- 


thers; how God hath performed this for 


their children, by ſending Jeſus to us; as 


indeed it is written in the ſecond pſalm : 
Thou art my ſon ; this day have I begotten 
thee. And, that he raiſed him up from the 
dead, to return no more to corruption, 
the ſcripture hath thus declared: I well 


give unto you the ſure mercies of David. 
. Wheretore, it ſaith alſo in another place: 


Nou wilt not ſuffer thy holy one to ſee cor-

rußtion. For David indeed, after ſerving, 
during his own life, the will of God, fell 
alleep, and was laid with his fathers ; but 
God raiſed up 7 -ſus, ſo that he ſaw not 
corruption, Be ut known, therefore, unto 
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you, brethren, that through him a remiſ-

ſion of ſins is declared unto you; and to 
every believer in him, an acquittal from all 


thoſe fins, from which ye could not be ac- 


quitted under the law of Moſes. Take care 


then, that this declaration of the prophets

- the Gentiles were deſiring, that the ſame

come not upon you: Behold ! ye deſpiſers ! 
and be aſtoniſhed, and hide yourſelves : for 


T am performing a work in your days, a 
work, ꝛbhich ye will in no wiſe believe, 


though a man plainly declare it unto you. 
And, as they went out of the ſynagogue, 


doctrine might be delivered to them on the 
next ſabbath-day. And, after the ſyna- 
gogue broke up, many of the Jews and the 


\ 1. devout proſelytes went with Paul and Bar-

nabas, who were conſtantly talking with 
them, and perſuading them to continue in 
this gracious diſpenſation of God. 
And, on the next ſabbath, almoſt the 
whole city was got together to hear the 
word of God. And, when the Jews ſaw 
ſuch multitudes, they were filled with envy, 


and continued contradicting what was ſaid

by Paul; adding alſo wicked ſpeeches to 
their contradiction. But Paul and Barna- 
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bas with great preſence of mind, ſaid unto 
them : It was neceſſary, chat this word of 
God ſhould be firſt ſpoken unto you; but, 
fince ye thruſt it from you, and do not 
think proper to accept this offer” of ever- 
laſting life, we turn ourſelves to the Gen- 
47. tiles: for thus hath the Lord commanded 
| us, ſaying, 1 have ſet thee as a light to the 
Gentiles, to be a ſalvation to'the extremity 
48. of the earth. And, when the Gentiles heard 
this, they were rejoicing and glorifying "= 
| God; and, as many as were ſo diſpoſed, be- 1 
49. lieved unto eternal life. And the word of i 
che Lord continued to ſpread itſelf through | 
50. all that country. But the Jews ſtirred up 1 
the devout women of high rank and the 1 
chief men of the city, and raiſed an uproar 4 
againſt-Paul and Barnabas, and drove them 
51. out of their borders: but they ſhook off 
dle duſt of their feet againſt them, and went 
52. towards Iconium. And the diſciples con- | 
tinued full of j Joy and m holy uk { 


C. xiv. Abs at Main Paul and Barnabas 
v. 1. went together into the ſynagogue of the 
Jews, and ſpake in ſuch a manner, that a 
great multitude both of the Jews and Greeks 3 
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believed. But the unbelieving Jews ſtirred 


up the Gentiles, and made their minds 111- 


affected to the brethren. The apoſtles abode, 


however, a long time there, ſpeaking bold- 


ly about the Lord, who bore teftimony to 
his gracious doctrine by granting figns and 
wonders to be performed by their hands. 


So the multitude of the city was divided; 
and part held with the Jews, and part with 
. the apoſtles. And, when both the Gentiles 


and Jews with their rulers had a deſign to al- 
ſault and ſtone them, they were aware it, 
and eſcaped to Lyſtra and Derbe, the cities 
of Lycaonia, and to the neighbouring coun- 


try; and continued preaching the goſpel 


there.

And there was a man in the neighbour- 


| hood of Lyſtra, who had no uſe of his feet, 
having been lame from his birth and never 


walked; he was liſtening to Paul as he 
preached: who looked ſtedfaſtly at fie 
man, and, perceiving that he had faith to 
be healed, ſaid with a loud voice, Stand 
upright on thy feet. And he roſe up with 
a leap, and began to walk about. And, 
when the multitudes ſaw what Paul had 
done, they lifted up their voices, ſaying in 
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the language of Lycaonia: The Gods are

come down to us in the likeneſs of men : 
and they called Barnabas, Jupiter, and 
Paul, Mercury, becauſe he was the chief 
ſpeaker. And the prieſt of Jupiter, the 
guardian- god of the city, brought oxen and 


garlands to the gates, and, together with

the multitudes, was going to ſacrifice them. 
But, when the apoſtles Barnabas and Paul 


heard of this, they rent their cloaths, and 


ruſht in among the multitudes, crying out,

and ſaying, Sirs, why are ye doing thus? 


We too are but men, of hke weakneſs with 
yourſelves, declaring unto you glad tidings, 


that ye may turn from theſe vanities unto

God, the living God, who made the heaven 
and the earth and the ſea, and all things 
that are therein: who, in the ages paſt, ſuf- 
fered all the Gentiles to walk in their own 
ways; though indeed he by no means left 
himſelf without teſtimony, inaſmuch as he 
did us good from heaven, by giving rains 


and fruitful ſeaſons, and filling our hearts 


with food and good cheer. And by theſe 


words they could hardly reſtrain the multi- 


tudes from ſacrificing to them. 
Then ſome Jews of Antioch and Iconium

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came thither ; and, having gained over the 
multitudes, ſtoned Paul, and dragged him 
out of the city, ſuppoſing him to be dead. 


But, while the diſciples were ſtanding round 


him, he aroſe and went into the city; and, 
the next day, departed with Barnabas to 
Derbe ; and, after preaching the goſpel in 
that city, and making a good many diſci- 
ples, they went back to Lyſtra and Iconium 
and Antioch ; confirming the minds of the 
diſciples, exhorting them to continue in the 
faith, becauſe through many afflictions we 
muſt come into the kingdom of God. And, 
after appointing elders in the church for 
them, and praying, and faſting, they com- 
mended them to that Lord, on whom they 
had believed. So they paſt through Piſi- 
dia, and came to Pamphylia; and, after 
preaching the word at Perga, they came 
down to Attalia; and thence ſailed away 


for Antioch, from which place they had been 


recommended to the favour of God for the 
work, which they had performed. And, 
after they had got there, and gathered the 
church together, they related what God 
had done by their means, and that he had 
opened a door of faith to the Gentiles :

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and they continued there a good while with 


the diſciples. 


C. xv. Now ſome, who came down from Ju- 


V. 15 


dea, were teaching the brethren, Except ye 
circumciſe yourſelves after the manner of 


. Moſes, ye cannot be ſaved. As, therefore, 


Paul and Barnabas differed with them in 
opinion, and could not ſettle the diſpute; 
the brethren determined, that Paul and Bar- 
nabas with ſome other of their number 
ſhould go up to Jeruſalem to the apoſtles 
and elders about this queſtion. They, 
therefore, being thus ſent by the church, 
declared fully, as they paſt through Phæni- 


cia and Samaria, the converhon of the 


Gentiles ; and cauſed great joy to all the 


brethren. And, when they were come to 
Jeruſalem, they were received with appro- 
bation by the church and the apoſtles and 
the elders, and related what God had done 
by their means, and how certain believers of 
the ſect of the Phariſees had riſen up, and 
ſaid, that it was proper to circumciſe the 
Gentiles, and to command them to keep 


the law of Moles.

Accordingly, the apoſtles and the elders

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met together to conſider this matter : and, 
after much diſpute, Peter roſe up, and ſaid 
unto them : Brethren, ye know, that a good 
while fince God made choice of us, that 
the Gentiles by my mouth might hear the 
word of the goſpel, and believe. And 
God, who knoweth the heart, bare teſti- 
mony to them, by giving unto them the 
holy ſpirit, even as he had given it alſo 


unto us: and made no difference between 


us and them, having purified their hearts 
by faith. Now, therefore, why would ye 
try God, by putting a yoke upon the neck 


of theſe diſciples, which neither our fathers 


nor we have been able to bear? But I be- 
heve, as well as theſe men, that the Gen- 
tiles are ſaved through the favour of the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt. | 
Then all the multitude liſtened in filence 
to Barnabas and Paul, while they related 
what ſigns and wonders God had wrought 
by them among the Gentiles. And, when 
they had done ſpeaking, James anſwered : 
Brethren, hearken unto me. Simeon hath 
related, how God, ſome time ago, ſhewed 
kindneſs to the Gentiles, by taking out of 
them a people for his name, And with this 
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agree the words of the prophets, as it is 

16. written, After this I will again build, up 
afreſh the tabernacle of David, which had 
fallen down ; and will reſtore it's runs, 
17. and ſet it up : that the reſt of mankind 
may diligently ſeek the Lord, and all the 
Gentiles, who are called by my name, ſaith 
18. the Lord, who doeth all theſe things. Known 
unto God are all his works from the be- 
19. ginning of the world. Wherefore, my opi- 
nion is, that we give no improper trouble to 
20. thoſe Gentiles, who turn to God ; but 
charge them by letter to abſtain from eat- 

ing the ſacrifices to idols, and from fornica- 


tion, and from things ſtrangled, and from 


21. blood. For Moſes hath of old his preachers 
in every city, and is read on every ſabbath 
in the ſynagogues. 

22. Upon this, it ſeemed good to the apoſtles 
and the elders and all the church, to chooſe 
out of themſelves theſe men to go to Anti- 
och with Paul and Barnabas ; namely, Ju- 
das ſurnamed Barſabas, and Silas; leading 

23. men among the brethren: by whom they 
ſent this letter. | 

The apoſtles and the elders and the bre- 
thren w:/k health unto Meir brethren of the 
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| Gentiles in Antioch, and Syria, and Cilicia !

Foraſmuch as we have heard, that ſome, 
who vent out from us, have troubled you 
with doctrines, and unſettled your minds, 
by enjoining circumciſion and the keeping 


of the law; to whom we gave no ſuch com- 


miſſion : we have all agreed to ſend choſen 
men unto you with our beloved brethren 
Barnabas and Paul; men, who have de- 
livered up their lives for the name of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt. Accordingly, we have 

ſent Judas and Silas with them, who will 
alſo tell you the ſame that we have written. 
For it ſeemeth good to the holy ſpirit and 
to us, to lay upon you no other burden than 
theſe neceſſary things; to abſtain from eat- 


ing ſacrifices to 1dols, and from blood, and 


from things ſtrangled, and from fornica- 
tion : from which if ye wholly keep your- 
ſelves, ye will do right. Fare ye well !. 

So they went away, and came to Anti- 
och, and delivered the letter to all the bre- 
thren aſſembled together: who read it, and 
rejoiced at this encouragement. Then Ju- 
das and Silas, who were themſelves alſo 
teachers, in a long diſcourſe exhorted the 
brethren and confirmed them : and, after

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ſtaying ſome time, they went in peace from 
the brethren to the apoſtles ; except Silas, 
who thought proper to continue there. 
Moreover, Paul and Barnabas alſo ſaid at 
Antioch; teaching and preaching, with 


many others alſo, the glad n of the 


word of the Lord. 
And ſome days after, Paul ſaid to Bayna- 
bas : Let us go back, and ſee how the bre- 


thren go on in every city, where we preach- 


. ed the word of the Lord. And Barnabas 


determined to take with them John called

Mark: but Paul did not think fit to take 


with him a man, who had left them in 
Pamphylia, and not gone with them upon 
that buſineſs. The diſpute, therefore, was 
ſo ſharp between them, that they parted 
from each other; and ſo Barnabas took 
Mark with im, and failed away for Cy- 
prus : but Paul choſe Silas, and departed 


alſo; after he had been commended to the 


favour of God by the brethren : and paſt 
through Syria and Cilicia, confirming the 


- churches. And, when he came to Derbe 


and Lyſtra, behold! he found there a cer- 


' tain diſciple, named Timothy, (ſon of a 
woman, who was a Jewels and a believer,

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but his father was a Greek) well ſpoken of 
by the brethren about Lyſtra and in Ico- 


. num. This man Paul wiſhed to go forth 


with him: ſo he took and circumciſed him, 
becauſe of the Jews, who were in thoſe 
parts: for they all knew that his father 
was a Greek. 

And, as Paul and Silas paſſed through 
the cities, they recommended to them all 
to keep the decrees, that had been agreed 
upon by the apoſtles and the elders at Je- 


ruſalem. So the churches were conſtantly 


ſtrengthening in the faith, and increaſing in 
number every day. 

Now, when they had paſſed through Phry. 
gla and the country of Galatia, being hin- 
dered by the holy ſpirit from publiſhing the 
word in the leſſer Aſia, they came to Myſia, 
and attempted to go along Bithymia ; but 


the ſpirit of Jeſus ſuffered them not: ſo 


they went by Myſia and came down to 
Troas. And Paul faw a viſion in the 
night; a man of Macedonia ſtanding by 


tim, and entreating him in theſe words: 


Croſs over into Macedonia, and help us. 


And, as ſoon as he had ſeen this viſion, we 


were deſirous of departing for Macedonia;

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aſſuring ourſelves that God had called us 
to preach the goſpel to them. We bore 
away accordingly for Troas, and came 


ſtraight to Samothrace, and the next day to 


Neapolis, and thence to Philippi, by which 
city there 1s an entrance into that part of 
Macedonia, a colony : and we continued 
ſome days in that city.. 

And, on' the ſabbath-day, we went out 


at the city-gate by a river's ſide, where 


prayer was uſually made ; and were fitting 
in diſcourſe with ſome women, who had aſ- 
ſembled there, when one, named Lydia, 
a ſeller of purple, of the city of Thyatira, 


a worſhipper of God, was hſtening to us :

are ſervants of the moſt high God, and 


and the Lord ſo opened her heart, that ſhe 
received the doctrines of Paul, and was 


baptiſed with all her family. Then ſhe be- 


ſought us, ſaying : If ye think me faithful 


to the Lord, come and ſtay in my houſe. 
And ſhe preſt us to compliance. 

Now, as we were going to prayer, there 
met us a maid-ſervant, who had a ſpirit of 


Python, and brought much gain to her ma- 


ſters by divination. She kept following 
Paul and us, and crying out, Theſe men 
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proclaim unto us a way of ſalvation. And 
ſhe continued to do this for many days, fo 
that Paul was wearied out, and turned, and 
laid to the ſpirit : I charge thee, in the name 


of Jeſus Chriſt, to come out of her. And

it came out that moment. But, when her 
maſters ſaw that this hope of their gain was 
gone out of her, they ſeized Paul and Silas, 
and dragged them into the market-place, 
and brought them before the magiſtrates, 
ſaying : Theſe men, theſe Jews, are griev- 
ouſly diſturbing our city, and teaching prac- 
tices, which it is not lawful for us Romans to 


receive, or obſerve. And the multitude roſe 


up in a body upon them; and the magiſ- 
trates tore off their cloathes, and command- 
ed them to be beaten with rods. So they 
received many ſtripes, and were thrown into 
priſon, with orders to the gaoler to keep 
them ſafely : and he, according to theſe or- 
ders, threw them into the inner priſon, and 
faſtened their feet in the ſtocks. But, at 


midnight, as Paul and Silas were praying,

and ſinging hymns to God, and the priſoners 
liſtening to them; on a ſudden there was a 
great ſhaking, ſo that the priſon rockt from 
it's foundations, and the doors opened in- 
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ſtantly, and the chains of all the priſoners

fell off. Then the gaoler, being rouſed from 
ſleep, and ſeeing the doors of 'the priſon 
opened, drew a ſword, and was going to de- 


ſtroy himſelf, ſuppoſing that the priſoners 


. hadeſcaped. But Paul cried out with a loud 


voice, Do thyſelf no harm; for we are all 
here. Then the gaoler called for a light, and 
ſprang in, and fell down trembling before 


Paul and Silas, and led them out, and ſaid: 


Sirs, what muſt I do to be ſafe? And they 


| ſaid: Believe on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and

thou and all thy family will be ſafe. And 


they ſpake the word of the Lord unto him, 


. and unto all, that were in his family. And 


he took Paul and Silas that very hour of 


the night, and waſht them from their ſtripes ; 
and was baptiſed immediately with all his 
family: and brought the apoſtles up into his 
| houſe, and ſet victuals before them; and he 


| rejoiced exceedingly, with all his family,

upon believing in God. 

And, when it was day, the magiſtrates 
ſent the officers, ſaying, Let thoſe men go. 
And the gaoler told Paul of this order, 
The magiſtrates have ſent to diſcharge you: 
now, therefore, come out, and depart in

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peace. But Paul ſaid unto them: They 
have beaten us, who are Romans, publicly, 


without any trial, and thrown us into pri-

ſon; and now they are for ſending us away 
privately. Not ſo indeed: but let them 


come themſelves, and conduct us out. And 
the officers related theſe words to the ma- 


giſtrates; who were affrighted, when they 
heard that Paul and Silas were Romans. 
So they came and beſought them, and con- 
ducted them out, and defired them to leave 
the city. Then Paul and Silas came out of 


the priſon, and went to the houſe of Lydia: 


and, after ſeeing the brethren and exhort- 


ing them, en 


Then Paul and Silas travelled through 
Amphipolis and Apollonia, and came to 


Theſſalonica, where there was a ſynagogue 


of the Jews. And Paul, as his cuſtom was, 


vent in among them: and, for three ſab- 


bath-days, continued reaſoning with them 
from the ſcriptures ; explaining te ſcrip- 
tures, and proving thereby, that it was ne- 
ceſſary for the Chriſt to ſuffer death, and to 
riſe from the dead ; and that, the ſame Je- 
ſus, whom I am declaring unto you, is this 
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| Chriſt. Hereupon ſome of them were con- 


vinced, and joined themſelves to Paul and 


Silas; and of the devout Greeks a great 


multitude, and of women of the firſt rank 


not a few. But the unbelieving Jews, 


moved with envy and vexation, taking with 


them a diſorderly rabble, and raiſing a mob, 


kept rioting. through the city; and came 
up to the houſe of Jaſon, with a deſign of 
bringing Paul and Silas out to the people. 


But, not finding them there, they dragged 


| Jaſon and ſome of the brethren before the 
magiſtrates, crying out, Theſe men, that

have turned the world upſide down, are 
come hither alſo, and Jaſon hath enter- 


tained them, though they all act in the face 
of the decrees of Cæſar, by affirming, that 
there is another king, one Jeſus. And the 
magiſtrates, as well as the common people, 
were alarmed upon hearing this: ſo they 
took ſecurity of Jaſon and the reſt, and let 
them go. 

Then the brethren inthsdiately ſent away 


Paul and Silas in the night to Berea; who, 


on their arrival there, went into the ſyna- 
gogue of the Jews. Now theſe Bereans 
were more noble than the Jews of Theſla-

lonica, inaſmuch as they received the word 
with the utmoſt willingneſs, enquiring daily 


. 12. 


of the ſcriptures, if theſe things were ſo. 


And accordingly many of them believed; 


and of the Græcian women of high rank, 
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17 and of men, not a few. 


But, as ſoon as the Jews of Theſſalonica 


.- knew, that the word of God was; preached 


by Paul in Berea, they came there alſo, raiſ-

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ing a diſturbance among the multitudes. 
Upon this, the brethren ſent away Paul im- 


mediately, as if on his way. to the ſea, but 
Silas and Timothy ſtaid behind at Berea. 


And they, who had the conduct of Paul, 
0 brought him as far as Athens; and, after 


receiving an order from him to Silas and 


Timothy, to come to hinr as ſoon as n 
ble, went home. 


Now, while Paul was Rs for them at 
Athens, his mind was provoked within him, 


at ſeeing the city ſo full of images. More- 


over, he was conſtantly reaſoning with the 
Jews and with the Genzzle profelytes in the 
ſynagogue, and every day in the market- 


place with thoſe that came in his way.

And ſome of the Epicurean and the Stoic 
philoſophers happened to meet with him, 
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ſome of whom ſaid, What doth this babbler 
mean to ſay? And others: He ſeemeth to 
be a ſtrange publiſher of new dæmons! be- 
cauſe he was preaching to them JIxsus and 
TW THE RESURRECTION. Sothey took him, 
and brought hm to the court of Areopagus, 
 faying, We cannot underſtand what this 
new doctrine, which is propoſed by thee, 
20. is: for thou bringeſt ſome ſtrange things 
to dur ears. We with, therefore, to know 
21. what theſe things can mean. (For all the 
Aͤthenians and the ſtrangers, that came 
among them, were conſtantly employed in 
nothing elſe but telling or hearing ſome- 
22. thing new.) Then Paul, placing himſelf in 
the midſt of the Areopagus, ſpake thus : Ye 
men of Athens! I perceive you altogether 
23. much given to religious worſhip. For, as 
Il was going about and taking notice of your 
deities, I found, among other things, an al- 
tar with this inſcription, To an unknown 
God. Whom, therefore, ye reverence with- 
out knowing him, the ſame do I now make 
24. known unto you. That God, the creator 
of this world and of all things, which. it 
containeth; that God, the Lord of heaven 
and earth! dwelleth not in temples made 
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with! hands : nor doth he require ſervice at 
mens hands to ſupply his wants; ſince he 


is the giver of life and breath unto all man- 


kind. And he made of one man every na- 
tion of men, to dwell over the whole earth, 


having fixed from the firſt the appointed 


times and boundaries of their habitation; 
that they might ſeek for God, inaſmuch as 


they would find him by feeling after him:

for indeed he is not far from every one of 
us, as in him we live, and move, and have 
our being. And to this purpoſe ſome of 
your poets alſo have ſpoken : For we are 
indeed his offspring. Since then we are 


God's offspring, we ought not to think this 
divine being like unto any golden or filver

or ſtone image, a curious workmanſhip of 


man's fancy. God, however, condemning 


ſuch ignorance in theſe times, now chargeth 
all men every where to reform themſelves ; 


| becauſe he hath ſettled a day, on which he 


is going to judge the world according to 


Juſtice, by a man; whom he hath appointed; 
of whoſe appointment he hath given proof 


to all by raiſing him from the dead. 
Now, when they heard of a reſurrection 
of the dead, ſome began to laugh, but others

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ſaid, We will hear thee again of this matter. 
Upon this, Paul went away from among 
them. Some, however, kept with him, and 
believed; among whom was even Dionyſius, 
a judge of the Areopagus, and a woman 
named Damaris, and others beſides them. 


After this, Paul left Athens, and went to 


v. 1, 2. Corinth: and, finding there a certain Jew 


named Aquila, born in Pontus, lately come 
from Italy, with Priſcilla his wife, becauſe 


of an order from Claudius that all Jews 
ſhould depart from Rome; he applied him- 


ſelf to them, and, as he was of the ſame 
trade, he continued with them, working at 
it: for they were tent-makers by trade. 


. And he conſtantly reaſoned in the ſyna- 


gogue every ſabbath ; and endeavouted to 
convince Jews and Greeks. 

But, when Silas and Timothy were come 
down from Macedonia, the mind of Paul 
was violently diſturbed by the oppoſition 


and wicked ſpeeches of the Jews, whilſt he 


was earneſtly aſſuring them that Jeſus was 
the Chriſt ; ſo that he ſhook his upper gar- 


ment, and ſaid unto them: Your blood is 


upon your own head ! From this moment 
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I am clean therefrom: I will go unto the 
Gentiles. So he departed thence, and went 


to the houſe of a man named Juſtus, a 
worſhipper of God, whoſe houſe was very 
near the ſynagogue. And Criſpus, the ru- 


ler of the ſynagogue, believed in the Lord 


with all his family : and many of the Cor- 


inthians, upon hearing the word, were con- 
ſtantly believing it and receiving baptiſm. - 


And the Lord ſaid to Paul in a viſion by 
. night: Fear not; for I am with thee, and 


no one ſhall come upon thee to hurt thee : 
but ſpeak, and be not ſilent; becauſe I

have much people in this very city. And 


he ſtaid among them a year and fix months, 


teaching the word of God.

But, when Gallio was governour of 


Achaia, the Jews roſe up with one mind

againſt Paul, and brought him to the judge- 
ment-ſeat, ſaying, This man is perſuading 


- our people to worſhip God: contrary to the

law. And, when Paul was going to open 


his mouth, Gallio ſaid unto the Jews: If 


this were a matter of injuſtice, or villainy,

or miſchief, O! ye Jews, it would be rea- 
ſonable for me to bear with you: but, if it 


be a queſtion about words and names and

him to ſtay longer with them, he conſented

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your law, look fo it yourſelves; for J will 
be no judge of theſe matters. And he 


drave them from the judgement-ſeat. Then 
all the Greeks took Soſthenes, the ruler of 


the ſynagogue, and were beating him be- 


fore the judgement- ſeat: and Gallio did not 


regard them. 
But Paul, after ſtaying there a good many 
days longer, left the brethren, and was ſail- 


ing away towards Syria, in company with 


Priſcilla and Aquila, who had ſhorn his 


head in Cenchrea, having had a vow. Theſe 


Paul left at Epheſus ; where, on his arrival, 


he went into the ſynagogue, and reaſoned 


with the Jews. And, when they deſired 


not ; but parted from them, ſaying, I muſt 


by all means keep this next feſtival at Jeru- 
ſalem: but I will come again unto you, if 
God be willing. So he went away from 


Epheſus; and, after reaching Cæſarea, and 
going up and ſaluting the church, he went 
down to Antioch : and, when he had ſtaid 


. - ſome time there, he paſt through the coun- 
try of Galatia and Phrygia in order, con- 
m all the diſciples. 
Now a certain Jew, named Apollos, an 
92 
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Alexandrine by birth, a well-informed man, 
mighty in the ſcriptures, came to Epheſus. 
He had been inſtructed in the way of the 
Lord; and, being of a zealous diſpoſition, 


was conſtantly ſpeaking and teaching con- 


cerning the Lord; and exactly, for one, 
who knew only the baptiſm of John. Ac- 


cordingly he began to ſpeak with freedom 
in the ſynagogue; but, when Aquila and 
| Priſcilla heard him, they took him to them,

and laid before him the way of God more 


exactly. And, as he was diſpoled to go 
forwards into Achaia, the brethren, after 


R | exhorting him, wrote to the diſciples to re- 
| ceive him courteouſly 82 and, when he was 
come among them, he contributed much to

the believers by his gift: for he was con- 


ſtantly urging againſt the Jews, with great 


power, publickly, by proofs from the ſcrip- 


tures, that Jeſus is the Chriſt, 


C.xix. Now, while Apollos was at Corinth; Paul,

having paſſed through the upper parts of 
the country, came to Epheſus; where he 
found certain diſciples, and ſaid unto them: 
Did ye receive a holy ſpirit when ye be- 
lieved? And they ſaid unto him: We 
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| nn not ſo much as heard, whether there 


be a holy ſpirit. Then ſaid he unto them: 
Unto what then were ye baptiſed? And 


they ſaid: Unto John's baptiſm. And 


Paul faid: John indeed baptiſed with a 


baptiſm of repentance, telling the people

to believe on one, that was coming after 


him; meaning Jeſus. When they heard 


this, they were baptiſed in the name of the 
Lord Jeſus. And, after Paul had laid on 


them hie hands, the holy ſpirit came upon 
them; and they continued ſpeaking with 


tongues, and nnn. And the men were 
twelve in all. 


And Paul went into the — 8 
was ſpeaking with great freedom for three 


months; diſputing and perſuading concern- 


ing the kingdom of God. But, as ſome 


continued hardened and unconvinced, re- 


viling this doctrine before the multitude, he 
left them, and took away the diſciples ; diſ- 


puting daily in the ſchool of one Tyrannus. 


And this he did for two years; ſo that all 
the inhabitants of this part of Aſia heard 
the dottrine of the Lord Jeſus, both Jews 


and Greeks: and God was performing no 
common miracles by the hands of Paul; fo 
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that, when handkerchiefs or aprons were 
brought from his body to the ſick, the diſ- 
eaſes left them, n * * bam went out 


of them.

Then ſome of is vagabond Jews, exor- 


ciſts, took upon them to name over thoſe, 


that had theſe evil ſpirits, the name of the 


Lord Jeſus, ſaying : We adjure you by that 


Jelus whom Paul preacheth. Now the 


| ſeven ſons of Sceva, a chief prieſt of the 
Jews, were among them, that did this. And 


the evil ſpirit anſwered : I know Jeſus, and 
am acquainted with Paul : but who are ye ? 
Then the man, in whom the evil ſpirit was, 


leapt on them, and overpowered them ſo 


much, as to make them flee from that houſe 
naked and wounded. - And this became 
known to all, both Jews and Greeks, inha- 


bitants of Epheſus: and fear fell upon them 


all; and the name of the Lord Jeſus was 


magnified. And many believers continued 


coming with a confeſſion and declaration 
of their practices: and a good many ma- 
gicians brought together their books, and 


| burnt them in public; and the value of

them altogether was reckoned to be fifty 


thouſand pieces of ſilver, in ſuch a manner

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did the word of God continue thriving 


mightily and growing ſtrong! 


Now, after theſe things were completely 
ſettled, 'Paul reſolved in his mind; when he 


had paſſed through Macedonia and Achaia,

to go to Jeruſalem; ſaying, After I have 


been there, I muſt ſee Rome alſo. So he 


ſent into Macedonia two of his miniſters, 


Timothy and Eraſtus; whilſt he himſelf 


ſtaid awhile in that part of Aſia. 


Nov at this very time tere was no ſmall 


diſturbance about this doctrine. For one 


Demetrius by name, a ſilverſmith, by mak- 
ing filver models of the temple of Diana, 
conſtantly furniſhed no {mall employment 
to the workmen. Theſe, and all employed 
in this buſineſs, he got together, and ſaid: 
Sirs, ye know that our proſperity ariſeth 
from this employment: and ye ſee and 


hear, that this Paul by his perſuaſions hath 


turned aſide a conſiderable multitude not 


only of Epheſus, but of almoſt all Aſia; 
affirming, that theſe, which are made with 


hands, are no gods: ſo that not only this 


concern of our's is in danger of detection, 


but this temple alſo of the great goddeſs 
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Diana, of being deſpiſed, and her magnifi-

cence deſtroyed; whom all Aſia and the 
whole world doth reverence. When they 


heard ts, they were full of wrath; and kept

erying out, Great is Diana of the Ephe- 


fians! And the whole city was filled with 
confuſion; and they ruſht with one accord 
into the theatre, after ſeizing in a body 


Gaius and Ariſtarchus, both of Macedonia,

the fellow-travellers of Paul. And Paul 


was deſirous of going in among the popu- 
lace; but the diſciples would not ſuffer 


him. And ſome alſo of the governours 


of Aſia, who were his friends, were ſending 


to him, and entreating him not to expoſe 


32. himſelf in the theatre. Now ſome of the

populace were crying one thing, and ſome 
another; for the aſſembly was in confu- 
ſion, and the greater part knew not for what 


purpoſe they were come together. And 


che multitude encouraged Alexander, the 


Jews alſo putting ham forward ; ſo he waved 


his hand, and was deſirous of making a de-

fence to the people. But, when they knew 
him to be a Jew, they all kept crying out, 


for about two hours, with one voice, Great 
75 Diana of the Epheſians! And, when the 
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ton-clerk had appeaſed the multitude, he 
ſaid: Ye men of Epheſus, where then is the 
man, who doth not know, that the city of 


the Epheſians is the guardian of the temple 


of the great goddeſs. Diana, and of the 
36. image that fell down from Jupiter? Since 
then theſe things cannot be gainſayed, ye 
ougght to be quiet, and do nothing raſhly. 
37. For ye have brought theſe men as criminals, 
who have neither been guilty of profane- 
neſs, nor of ſpeaking evil againſt your god- 

38. deſs. Wherefore, if Demetrius and the 
__workmen, that are with him, have an ac- 


cuſation againſt any one, it is ſeſſions-time 


and the governour is here: let them accuſe 


39. each other. But, if ye want any thing elſe 


of another kind, it ſhall: be determined in 

this aſſembly, when lawfully met together. 

40. For indeed we are in danger of being called 

in queſtion for this day's meeting, there be- 

ing no reaſon for it: nor ſhall we be able 

do give an account of this riotous company. 

41. And, when he had thus n he diſmiſt 
the aſſembly. 


C. xx. Now, when this uproar. had cealack Paul 
v. 1. called unto him the diſciples, ſaluted them, 
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and went away to go into Macedonia. So, 
after paſſing through thoſe parts, and giv- 


ing much exhortation to the brethren, he 


came into Greece: and, when he had ſtaid 
there three months, he was going to bear 


away for Syria; but, upon a plot being laid 


for him by the Jews, he purpoſed to return 
through Macedonia. And Sopater of Be- 
rea accompanied him; but Ariſtarchus and 


Secundus of Theſſalonica, Gaius of Derbe, 
Timothy of Lyſtra, and Tychicus and Tro- 


e 


. phimus of Aſia, went before, and waited for 
us at Troas. And we ſailed away from 
Philippi after the days of unleavened bread, 


and came unto them at Troas in five days; 


where we ſtaid ſeven days. And, upon the 


firſt day of the week, when the diſciples 
vere got together to break bread, Paul was 


diſcourſing with them, intending to depart 


on the morrow; and lengthened out the diſ- 


courſe till midnight: for there were a good 


many lights in the upper room, where they 


were aſſembled. And a certain young man, 


named Eutychus, as Paul diſcourſed ſo 
long, was ſeized with a deep ſleep; and, 
having fallen backwards as he ſlept, tum- 
bled from the third ſtory to the bottom, 
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and was taken up dead. Then Paul went 
_ down, and fell upon him; and, as he cloſely 
embraced him, ſaid : Do not diſturb your- 
ſelves; for his life is in him. And Paul 
_ went up again, and brake bread, and ate; 
and then, after converſing a good while, 
till break of day, departed. And they 
brought away the young man alive; and 
were not a little comforted, 

Then we went forwards to the veſſel, and 
bore away for Aſſos, meaning to take up 
Paul there; for ſo he had appointed, in- 
tending himſelf to go by land. So he met 
with us at Aſſos; where we took him up, 
and came to Mitylene. And, failing thence, 
on the next day we reached over againſt 
Chios ; and, the day after, fell in with Sa- 
mos: and, after ſtaying in Trogyllium, 
we came, on the ſecond day, to Miletus. 
). For Paul had determined to ſail by Ephe- 
ſus, that he might not loſe time in that part 
of Aſia : for he was haſtening to be at Je- 
ruſalem, if it were poſſible for him, by the 
day of Pentecoſt. 

And from Miletus, Paul ſent to Epheſus, 
and called to him the elders of that church; 
and, when they were come to him, he ſaid 
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.. unto them: Ye know how, from the firſt

day of my coming into Aſia, I have be- 
haved among you all this time; ſerving the 
Lord with all lowlineſs of mind, and in 
many fears, and trials, which befel me from 
the contrivances of the Jews: and how 1 


forbore to declare unto you and to teach 


you nothing, that was profitable; earneſtly 


maintaining, publicly and in private, both 


to Jews and Greeks, repentance toward 


God, and faith toward our Lord Jeſus 


. Chriſt. And now behold! I feel myſelf 


forced in my mind to go unto Jeruſalem,

though I know not what will befal me 


there; ſave that the holy ſpirit in every 
city clearly pronounceth, ſaying, Bonds and 
afflictions await thee. But I make no ac- 
count of any ſuch thing, nor do I regard 
even my life of any value to myſelf in com- 
pariſon with finiſhing this race of mine with 
joy, and this miniſtry, which I received 
from the Lord Jeſus, that I ſhould earneſtly 
declare theſe glad tidings of the favour of 
God. And now behold! J know that ye 


all, among whom I have paſled preaching 
the kingdom of God, will ſee my face no 
more. Wherefore, I declare unto you this

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very day, that I am pure from the blood of : 
you all; for I forbore not to tell you the 


whole will of God. As for yourſelves, 
therefore, and all that flock, of which the 


holy ſpirit made you overſeers, take care to 


tend the church of God, which he gained 
for himſelf by his own ſon. For I know 
this, that, after my departure, grievous 
wolves will come in upon you, not ſparing 
the flock : and from among yourſelves. will 


men riſe up, ſpeaking perverſe things, to

draw away the diſciples after them. There- 
fore, be watchful ; and remember, that, for 
three years, I ceaſed not, night and day, to 
warn every one of you with tears. And 
now, brethren, I commend you unto God 
and his gracious doctrine, which is able to

tance among all the ſaints. I have coveted 
no one's ſilver, or gold, or apparel : yea, 
ye yourſelves know that theſe very hands 
wholly ſupplied my own wants and thoſe of 
my companions. I have given you an ex- 


ample, how, even by labouring in this man- 
ner, ye ought to aſſiſt the weak, and to re- 
member this ſaying of the Lord Jeſus, It zs 


more happy to give than to receive.

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And, when he had thus ſpoken, he kneel- 
ed down and prayed with them all. And 


they all wept much; and fell upon Paul's 
neck, and fondly kiſſed him; ſorrowing 


moſt at his declaration, That they would ſee 
his face no more. And they * 
him to the ſhip.

and were at fea, we came by a ſtraight 


courſe unto Coos, and on the next day to

Rhodes, and thence to Patara : and finding 
a veſlel, that was paſling over to Phenicia, 
we went aboard, and bore away, and made 
Cyprus, and left it on the left, keeping 
our courſe towards Syria; and landed at 
Tyre, for there the veſſel was to leave her 
lading. Here we ſtaid ſeven days upon 
finding ſome diſciples, who kept telling 
Paul, through the ſpirit, not to go up to 


. Jeruſalem. And, when theſe days were 


ended, we departed on our way; all of 
them, with wives and children, accompany- 
ing us beyond the city : and we kneeled 
down on the ſhore, and prayed; and, after 
taking leave of each other, we went on 
board the veſſel, and they returned home.

But we, to finiſh our voyage, from Tyre 
came to Ptolemais; where we faluted the 
brethren, and ſtaid with them one day. 
And, the next day, Paul and we 'departed 
thence, and went on board for Cæſarea;

Evangeliſt, one of the ſeven; and abode

with him: and he had four daughters, vir- 
gins, Who were teachers. 

Now, as we continued there cee days, 
a teacher, named Agabus, came down from 
Judea to us; and, after taking Paul's gir-

After this manner will the Jews bind at Je- 


ruſalem the man, that owneth this girdle, 


and will deliver hem up into the hands of 
the Gentiles. When we heard theſe things, 
both we, and they of that place, continued 
beſeeching Paul not to go up to Jeruſalem. 
But he anſwered: What are ye about, 
weeping and breaking my heart? for I am 
ready, not only to be bound, but even to 
ſuffer death at Jeruſalem, for the name of 
the Lord Jeſus. So, when he would not 
be perſuaded, we ceaſed, ſaying, The will 
of the Lord be done

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And, after thoſe days, we made ourſelves 
ready, and went up towards Jeruſalem : and 


ſome of the diſciples of Cæſarea went alſo 


with us, bringing one Mnaſon a Cyprian, 
an old diſciple, with whom we were to 
lodge. oh | | 

And, when we were come to Jeruſalem, 
the brethren received us gladly. And, the 


day following, Paul went with us to the 
| houſe of James, where all the elders were 


already come: whom Paul ſaluted, and be- 
gan to relate fully every particular of what 
God had done among the Gentiles by his 
miniſtry. And, when they heard theſe 
things, they ſaid unto Paul: Thou ſeeſt, 


brother, how many thouſands of Jewiſh 


believers there are, all zealous for the law. 
Now they have been told concerning thee, 
that thou teacheſt all the Jews, who live 
among the Gentiles, to forſake Moſes ; 
commanding them not to circumciſe their 
children, nor to walk in the cuſtoms of the 


law. What then is to be done? A multi- 


| tude will certainly get together; for they

will hear that thou art come. Do this, 


therefore, which we adviſe thee. There 


are among us four men, who have a vow

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on them. Take theſe with thee, and puri- 
fy thyſelf with them, and bear the charges 


for them, that they may ſhave. their heads, 


and all may know that there is nothing in 
what they have been told about thee ; ſince 
thou alſo walkeſt in obedience to the law. 
But, concerning the Gentile believers, we 
have ſent by letter our judgement, that 


they ſhould obſerve no ſuch: thing, ſave 


only to abſtain from the ſacrifices unto

idols, and from blood, and from what hath 


been ſtrangled, and from fornication. 
Upon this Paul took the men with him, 


and, on the next day, he purified himſelf, 


and went into the temple with them; ſigni- 
fying the accompliſhment of the days of 


purification, till the offering ſnould be made

for every one of them. And, when the 


ſeven days were almoſt ended, the Jews of

Aſia, ſeeing him in the temple, ſet all the 
multitude in an uproar, and laid hands on 
him, crying out, Men of Iſrael, help! This 
is the man, who is teaching every body 


every where againſt this people and the law 


and this place: and beſides hath brought 


- Greeks alſo into the temple, and hath pol-

luted this holy place: (for they had ſeen 
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before in the city with him Trophimus, the 
Epheſian; whom they ſuppoſed, that Paul 
30. had brought into the temple.) And the 
whole city was in motion, and the: people 
ran together, and ſeized Paul, and dragged 
him out of the temple: and immediately 
31. the doors: were ſhut. Now, as they were 
| about to kill him, tidings came up to the 
| captain of the guard, that all Jeruſalem was 
| | 32. in confuſion: ſo he took with him imme- 
diately ſoldiers and centurions, and ran 
don upon them; and when they ſa the 
captain and the ſoldiers, they left. off beat- 
-33- ing Paul. Then the eaptain came up, and 
laid hold on him, and ordered him to be 
bound with two chains; and was enquiring 
34. who he was, and what he had done. But, 
as ſome kept crying one thing, and ſome 
another, among the multitude, the captain 
was unable to know the certainty becauſe 
ol the uproar, and therefore ordered him to 
35. be carried into the caſtle. And, when Pau! 
| was: upon the ſtairs, it ſo happened that he 
was. borne away by the ſoldiers, becauſe of 
36. the violence of the croud; for the multi- 
tude of the people were following, and cry- 
27.. ing out, Kill him! And, when Paul was 
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brought to the entrance of the caſtle, he 
ſaid unto the captain: May I be allowed 
to ſay ſomething to thee? The captain ſaid: 
38. Thou canſt ſpeak Greek then! What? art 
thou not that Egyptian, who, ſome time 
ago, ſtirred up and led off into the wilder- 

39. neſs thoſe four thouſand ruffians? But Paul 
ſaid: I am a Jew, of Tarſus in Cilicia; a 
citizen of no mean city: and, I beſeech thee, 
40. ſuffer me to ſpeak unto the people. Then 
Paul, when leave was given, ſtood upon 
the ſtairs, and waved with his hand unto the 
2 and, a great ſilence taking place, 
he addreſſed them in the Hebrew tongue, 

C. xxii. ſaying : Brethren and fathers, hear my de- 
v. 1, 2. fence unto you at this time. And, when 
they heard him ſpeaking to them in the 
Hebrew tongue, they were the more ſilent: 

3. and he went on, ſaying: I indeed am a 
Jew, born at Tarſus in Cilicia, but brought 
ſtrictneſs of the law of our fathers, at the 
feet of Gamaliel; and zealous in the ſervice 
4. of God, as ye all are this day. And I har- 
aſſed this doctrine unto death, binding and 
delivering up into priſons both men and 


5. women: as even the high-prieſt, and all the

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5 can bear me POD from whom 
alſo I received letters to the brethren, and 


went unto. Damaſcus, that I might bring 


' thoſe, which were there alſo, bound unto 


Jeruſalem to be puniſhed. But, as I was 
on the road, near Damaſcus, about noon, 
a great light from heaven ſuddenly flaſht 


round me; and I fell to the ground, and 
heard a voice ſaying unto me, Saul! Saul! 
. why art thou moleſting me ? And I anſwer- 


ed: Who art thou, Sir? And he ſaid unto 


me: I am jeſus of Nazareth, whom thou 
art perſecuting. And they, that were with 
me, ſaw indeed the light, but underſtood 
not the voice of him, Who Was ſpeaking to 
me. And I ſaid: What muſt I do, Sir? 
And the Lord ſaid unto. me: Ariſe, go to 
Damaſcus; and there thou wilt be told of 
all that is appointed for thee to do. But, 
as I was unable to ſee becauſe of the exceſ- 
five brightneſs of that light, I was led by 


the hands of my companions to Damaſcus. 
And one Ananias, a devout man according 
to the law, well ſpoken of by all the Jews, 
that dwelt there; came unto me, and ſaid, 
as he was ſtanding by me, Brother Saul, 


receive thy fight. And I looked upon him

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that very moment. And he ſaid : The God 
of our fathers hath ſpecially choſen thee for 


himſelf to know his will, and to ſee the 


righteous Feſus, and to hear a voice from 
his mouth: for thou wilt be a witneſs for 


him unto all men, of what thou haſt ſeen 


and heard. And therefore why doſt thou 


delay? Ariſe; get thyſelf baptiſed, and 


waſh away thy fins, taking upon thyſelf his 
name. Now, after my return to Jeruſalem, 


as I was praying in the temple; I fell into

a trance, and ſaw him ſaying to me: Make 


haſte, and get thee quickly out of Jeruſa- 
lem; for they will not receive thy teſtimony 
concerning me. And I ſaid; Lord, they

them, that believe on thee : and, while the 
blood of Stephen thy witneſs was ſhedding, 
I ſtood by, gladly conſenting to his death, 

and taking care of the upper garments of 


his murderers. But he ſaid unto me, Go: 
for I will fend thee away far " unto the 


Gentiles; 


And they continued 6 to hom a 
far; but at this word, lifted up their voices, 


ſaying : Away with ſuch- a Fellow from the 
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earth: for it is not fit that he: ſhould live.

And, as they were crying out, and ſhaking 


their upper garments, and (throwing duſt 
into the air; the captain ordered him to be 
brought into the caſtle, and examined by 


ſcourging, that he might know for what

And, when they had ſtretched him out with 


cords, Paul ſaid to the centurion, who was

ſtanding by, Is it lawful for you to ſcourge 


. a Roman, and uncondemned ? Now, when 
the centurion had heard 2s, he went up, 
and told the captain, ſaying, Take care 
what thou art about: for this man is a Ro- 
man. Then the captain came up, and ſaid 
unto Paul: Tell me, art thou a Roman ? 


And he ſaid: Yes. Then the captain an- 
ſwered: With a great ſum did I buy the 
freedom of that city. And Paul ſaid : But 
I truly was born free. Upon this, they, that 
were going to examine hum, kept from 
him; and the captain was alarmed, when 
he heard him to be a Roman. And, on 
the morrow, wiſhing to know from the 
Jews the certainty of what he was accuſed, 


he looſed him from his bonds, and ordered 
the chief prieſts and all their council to 
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meet; and brpughit Paul down, and ſet him 


C. xxiii. before them. Then Paul, looking ſted-

faſtly upon the council, ſaid thus : Bre- 
thren, I have behaved myſelf altogether 
before God with a good conſcience to this 
very day. Upon this Ananias the high- 
prieſt commanded the ſtanders- by to ſmite 
him on the face. Then ſaid Paul unto 
him: God is going to ſmite thee, thou 


whited wall! Art thou then fitting to judge 


me according to the law, and doſt thou 
command me to be ſmitten contrary to 


law? And the ſtanders- by ſaid: Doſt thou 


revile God's high-prieſt ? And Paul ſaid: I 
did not conſider, brethren that he is the 
high-prieſt; for it is written, Thou ſhalt 
not revile a ruler of thy people. Then Paul, 
perceiving one part to be Sadducees and 
the other Phariſees, cried out in the council, 
Brethren, I am a Phariſee, ſon of a Phari- 
lee: concerning the hope of a reſurrec- 
tion of the dead I am now judged. And, 
when he had ſaid this, there was a diſſen- 
ſion between the Phariſees and the Saddu- 
cees; and the multitude was divided. . For 


Sadducees maintain, that there is no reſur- 


rection, and no angel, or ſpirit; but Phari-

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9. ſees allow both theſe. And there was a great 
ſhouting : and'the ſcribes on the part of the 
| Phariſees roſe up, and ſtrove earneſtly, ſay- 
ing, We find nothing amiſs in this man; 
and, if a ſpirit, or an angel, hath ſpoken to 


him, let us not fight againſt God. And, a 


great diſſenſion taking place, the captain, 
through fear that Paul would be torn in 
pieces by them, ordered the ſoldiers to go 
down and ſnatch him from among them, 


and bring km into the caſtle. 


And, the night following, the Lord ſtood 


for, as thou haſt teſtified of me in Jeruſa- 
lem, fo muſt thou teſtify alſo at Rome. 
And, when it was day, ſome of the Jews 
got together, and bound themſelves by an 
oath neither to eat nor drink, till they had 
ſlain Paul. And more than forty had taken 
this oath together ; and they went up to the 


chief prieſts and the elders, ſaying: We 
have bound ourſelves by a great curſe to 
taſte nothing till we have ſlain Paul. So, 
therefore, do ye and the council fignify to 
the captain, that he bring Paul down unto 
you to-morrow, as if ye were going to de- 
termine more exactly about him; and we

are prepared to kill him before he can get 
16. to you. Now Paul's fiſter's ſon heard of this 
plot: and came up, and went into the 
17. caſtle, and told Paul of it. Upon which 
Paul called to him one of the centurions, 
and ſaid: Take this young man to the cap- 
tain; for he hath ſomething to tell him. 
18. Accordingly the centurion brought him to 
the captain, and faith : Paul the priſoner 
called me to him, and deſired me to bring 
this young man, who hath ſomething to tell 
19. thee. So the captain took the young man 
by the hand, and going aſide privately, aſked 
20. him: What haſt thou to tell me? And he 
ſaid: The Jews have agreed to aſk thee to 
bring Paul down into the council to-mor- 
row, as if they were going to enquire more 
21. exactly concerning him: but do not thou 
be perſuaded by them; for more than forty 
of them, who have bound themſelves by an 
oath neither to eat nor drink till they have 
ſlain him, are lying in wait for that pur- 
poſe; and are now in readineſs, expecting 
22. this promiſe from thee. Then the captain 
ſent away the young man, after charging 
him, Tell no one what thou haſt ſignified 
23. to me: and called to him two centurions, 
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and ſaid ; Make ready two hundred ſoldiers 


to go as far as Cæſarea, and ſeventy horſe- 
men, and two hundred ſpearmen, at the

third hour of the night; and provide beaſts 


to carry Paul ſafe through to Felix the go-

of death or of bonds. And, having been 
informed of a plot laid againſt the man by 


the Jews, I ſent him immediately to thee ;

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leaving the horſemen to go with him, they 
went back to the caſtle. , But the horſemen 
came to Cæſarea, and delivered the letter 
to the governour, and preſented Paul alſo to 
him. And, when the governour had read 
the letter, he aſked of what province Paul 
was; and, underſtanding that he was of Ci- 
lia, I will give thee a full hearing, ſaid he, 
when thine accuſers alſo are come. And 


he commanded him to be kept in Herod's 


judgement-hall, 


and the elders came down, with one Ter- 


tullus an orator, and laid an information be- 


fore the governour againſt Paul, who was 
called up ; when Tertullus began the accu- 
ſation, ſaying: That we enjoy through thee 


great peace and much proſperity, ariſing 


to this nation, at all times and in every 


place, through thy prudent adminiſtration ; 


we acknowledge, moſt excellent Felix, with 


. all thankfulneſs. That I may not be, how- 


ever, further tedious unto thee, I beſeech 


- thee to hear me of thy goodneſs. a few 


words. Finding then this man to be a peſt 


and a mover of ſedition among all the Jews

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throughout the world, and a ring-leader of 


the ſect of the Nazarenes, and preſuming 
alſo to profane the temple; we laid hold 


on him, and would have judged him ac-

cording to our law: but Lyſias the captain 


came up with great violence, and took him 
. away out of our hands, commanding his 
accuſers to come to thee ; whereby thou 


wilt be able, from examining him thyſelf, 
to gain a knowledge of all thoſe things, of 


which we accuſe him.

This indeed I confeſs unto thee, that ac-

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but without confinement; and to hinder

And, after ſome days, F elix came with 


his wife Druſilla, a Jeweſs, and ſent for 
Paul, and heard him concerning the faith 
in Chriſt. And, whilſt he was diſcourſing 


of righteouſneſs and temperance and a 
_ judgement to come, Felix was alarmed, and 
ſaid: Go thy way for the preſent; and, 


when I find an opportunity, J will ſend for 
thee. He was in hopes alſo, that money 


wowuld have been given him by Paul for his 


liberty: and, for this reaſon, he uſed to ſend 
for him oftener, and converſe with him.

But, after two years, Felix vas ſucceeded 


by Porcius Feſtus; and Felix, wiſhing to 
5 wy the Jews, left Paul bound.

Cæſarea to Jeruſalem ; where the high - prieſt 


and the rulers of the Jews laid information

. road to kill him. But Feſtus anſwered, That

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Paul muſt be kept at Cæſarea, and that

charges againſt Paul, which they could not

I am-now ſtanding at the judgement-ſeat of 


Cæſar, where I ought to be tried. To the

king Agrippa! that, after this examination, 


I may have ſomething to write. For I think 
it fooliſn to ſend a priſoner, without ſignify- 


ing alſo the charges laid againſt him.

haſt leave to ſpeak for thyſelf. Then Paul 


ſtretcht forth his hand, and began his de- 


fence. I think myſelf happy, king Agrip- 
pa! in making my defence before thee this 


day againſt all the accuſations of the Jews; 


eſpecially as thou art acquainted with all 


the cuſtoms and queſtions among the Jews: 
wherefore, I beſeech thee to hear me pati- 
. ently. Now, as to my life ſince my youth, 


wWazich I ſpent from the firſt among mine 
. own nation at Jeruſalem, all theſe Jews, 


who were acquainted with me many years 
ago, know, if they would own it, that after 


the ſtrifteſt ſet of our religion I lived a 
Phariſee. And now I ſtand to be judged 


| for a hope of that promiſe made by God 
. unto our fathers, which our twelve tribes,

night and day, hope to obtain. On ac- 


count of this hope, king Agrippa! I am ac-

often compelled them to revile the name of 
Jeſus, and, through exceſhve rage againſt 
them, even to madneſs, I was purſuing them 
even to foreign cities.

authority and permiſſion of the chief prieſts, 


at mid-day, as I was on the road, I ſaw, 
O! king, a light from heaven, above the

fallen to the earth, I heard a voice ſpeaking 
unto me and ſaying in the Hebrew tongue, 
Saul!

by faith in me. Upon this, king Agrippa! 
I was not diſobedient to this heavenly vi-

turn to God, by doing works worthy of this 
repentance. Becauſe of theſe things, the 
Jews in a body ſeized me in the temple, 
and were preparing to kill me : but, hav- 


ing obtained help from God, I continue 
till this very day teſtifying both to ſmall 


and great, ſaying nothing but what the 
prophets and Moſes declared was about to 
come to pals ; that the Chriſt would ſuffer 


death, and would be the firſt to proclaim 
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ſalvation to this people and to the Gentiles 


by a reſurrection from the dead.

Whilſt he was in this part of his defence, 


Feſtus ſaid with a loud voice: Paul, thou 


art beſide thyſelf: much learning hath made 


thee mad. But Paul ſaid: I am not mad, 


moſt excellent Feſtus; but am uttering 
words of truth and of a ſound mind. For 
theſe things are well underſtood by the king ; 
before whom, for this reaſon, I ſpeak with 


confidence: and J perſuade myſelf, that 


none of theſe things are unknown to him; 
for this affair hath not been done in a cor- 
ner. King Agrippa, believeſt thou the pro- 
phets? I know, that thou believeſt them. 


And Agrippa ſaid unto Paul: Thou almoſt 


perſuadeſt me to become a Chriſtian. And 
Paul ſaid: I would to God, that not only 


thou, but all likewiſe, who hear me this day, 


were both almoſt and Magetder ſuch as I 
alſo am, except theſe bonds. 

And, when Paul had thus fokel, the king, 
and the governour, and Bernice, and thoſe, 
that were ſitting with them, roſe up, and 


went aſide, and were conferring with each 
other, ſaying: This man doeth nothing 
vorthy of death or of bonds. And Agrippa 
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ſaid unto Feſtus: This man might have 
been ſet at liberty, if he had not appealed 
unto Cæſar.

C. xxvii. So, when it was determined, that we

ſhould ſail into Italy, they delivered up 
both Paul and ſome other priſoners to a cen- 
turion, named Julius, of the auguſt band: 


. and, going on board a veſſel of Adramyt- 


tium, with a view of coaſting by Aſia, we 
bore away, with Ariſtarchus, a Macedonian 
of Theſſalonica, in our company. And, 
the next day, we reached Sidon; and Julius 
treated Paul with much kindneſs, and gave 


him leave to go to his friends for refreſh- 
ment. And we bore away thence, and ſailed 


under Cyprus, becauſe the winds were con- 
trary : and, after ſailing through the ſea by 
Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to Myra in 
Lycia ; and the centurion, finding there an 
Alexandrine veſſel bound for Italy, put us on 
board. And, after ſailing ſlowly for a good 


many days, and hardly making Cnidus, as the 


wind oppoſed us, we failed under Crete by 


. Salmone ; and, having paſſed by with difh- 


culty, we came to a place called Fair- 
havens, near which was a city named Laſea.

Now, as much time had been ſpent, and 
ſailing was become dangerous at this ſea- 
ſon (for the Jeroiſi faſt had now come) Paul 
adviſed them, ſaying : Sirs, I perceive, that 
this voyage will be attended with damage 


and great loſs, not only to the lading and 


the veſſel, but even of our hves. But the 


centurion paid more regard to the pilot and 


the maſter of the veſlel, than to the advice 


of Paul. Now, this harbour being unfit to 


winter in, the greater part adviſed to bear 
away thence alſo, if by any means they 
might reach Phoenix to winter there; a 
haven of Crete, which looketh towards the 
ſouth-weſt and north-weſt. Accordingly, 


upon the ſpringing up of a gentle ſouth- 


wind, ſuppoſing themſelves to have obtained 


cis purpoſe, they ſet ſail, and were paſſing

cloſe under Crete. But, not long after, a 


tempeſtuous wind, called Euryclydon, beat

againſt them: ſo, the veſſel being forced 
away with 26, and unable to face the wind, 


we gave up and were driven along. And, 
as we ran under a little iſland called 


Claude, we were ſcarcely able to make our-

ſelves maſters of the boat: but at᷑ laſt they 
took her, and employed all in aſſiſting to 
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undergird the veſſel; and, being afraid of 
ſtriking on the quick ſands, ſlackened ſail, 
and ſo were driven. On the next day, the 


ſtorm continuing very violent, we began to 


throw overboard; and, on the third day, 
caſt out with our own hands the lading of 
the veſſel. And, as neither ſun nor ſtars 


had appeared for ſeveral days, and no ſmall 


tempeſt lay upon us; all hope of ſafety at

length failed us, eſpecially as there was a 
great ſcarcity of proviſions. Then Paul 


ſtood up in the midſt of them, and ſaid: 
Sirs, ye ſhould have followed my advice, 
and not have looſed from Crete to get this 


rough treatment and this loſs. Now, how- 


ever, I exhort you to take courage: for 


there will be no loſs of life among you, but

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And, on the fourteenth night, as we were 
driven backwards and forwards in the Adri- 
atic, about midnight, the ſailors began to 
ſuſpect, that they were drawing near to 
ſome land, and, upon ſounding, - found 


after, found fifteen fathoms. Upon this, 
anchors aſtern, and were wiſhing for the 


day. Now, the ſailors being defirous of 
quitting the veſſel, and letting down the 


boat into the ſea, under a pretence of carry- 
ing out anchors from the fore-caſtle ; Paul 
ANaid to the centurion and to the ſoldiers : 


Unleſs theſe ſtay in the veſſel, ye cannot be 


ſaved. Then the ſoldiers cut aſunder the 


ropes of the boat, and let her go from the 
veſſel, And, while the day was coming on, 


teenth day of the ſtorm, that ye are remain- 
ing in ſuſpence without food. Wherefore, 


I adviſe you to take ſome nouriſhment, for 
this concerns your ſafety; and not a hair 
will fall from the head of any one of you. 


And, when he had thus ſpoken, he took a 
loaf, and gave thanks to God in the preſence

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And they were all encouraged, and took 


. nouriſhment themſelves. Now we were in 
the veſſel two hundred, three ſcore, and ſix- 
teen ſouls in all. And, when they had ſa- 
tisſied themſelves with food, they began to 


ügghten the veſſel, by caſting out the corn

into the ſea. And, when it was day, they 
knew not the land, but obſerved a bay with 


an even ſhore; in which they reſolved, if 
poſſible, to ſave the veſſel. So they cut 
away the anchors, and left them in the ſea; 


and loofing the rudder-bands at the ſame

time, and hoiſting up the main ſail to the 


wind, they held on towards the ſhore. 
But, falling into a place, where two cur- 
rents met, they ran the veſſel aground; 
and the fore- caſtle ſtuck faſt, and remained 


immoveable; but the ſtern was falling in 
pieces with the violence of the waves. 


Now it was the advice of: the ſoldiers to 
kill the priſoners, leſt any of them ſhould 


. fwim away, and eſcape; but the centurion, 


defirous of ſaving Paul, hindered their de- 


ſign, and ordered thoſe, that could ſwim,

to throw themſelves firſt from the veſſel, and 


get to land: and the reſt to place themſelves, 
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2 After . had thus a _ knew 
v.1,2. that the iſland was called Melita. And 


the barbarians ſhewed us no common hu- 
' manity ; for they entertained us all, after 


kindling a fire, becauſe of the rain at that 


. time, and becauſe of the cold. And, when 
Paul had gathered a bundle of ſticks, and 


laid it on the fire, a viper, driven out by the 


heat, faſtened on his hand. Now, when 


the barbarians ſaw the viper hanging from 


his hand, they ſaid to each other: No 
doubt this man is a murderer; and, though 
he hath eſcaped from the ſea, Vengeance 
vill not ſuffer him to live. But he ſhook 


off the viper into the fire, and felt no harm: 


- While they were expecting, that he was go- 


ing to ſwell, or to fall down dead ſuddenly. 


Aſter waiting, however, a good while, and 
ſeeing nothing amiſs  befall him, they 
changed their minds, and ſaid that by was.

chief man of the land, whoſe name was 
Publius: he entertained and 3 us 
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kindly three days. Now it happened, that 


-- the father of Publius lay fick of a fever and

a bloody flux: into whoſe houſe Paul went, 
and prayed, and laid is hands on him, and 
healed him. And, upon this, others alſo 
in the iſland, who had diſeaſes, continued 
coming to him, and were healed. And they 


ſghewed us great reſpect ; and, when we ſet

ſail, put us neceſſaries on board. 
And, after three months, we put to ſea in 


a veſſel of Alexandria, that had wintered in

this iſland, whoſe ſign was the ſons of Jupi- 
ter: and we landed at Syracuſe, and ſtaid 


there three days. And thence we went 


round and reached Rhegium: and, a day 


after, a ſouth wind ſprang up, and we came 


on the ſecond day to Puteoli; where we 


found ſome brethren, and were prevailed on 
by their entreaties to tarry ſeven days, and 
then ſet out for Rome; whence the bre- 
thren, hearing of us, came forth to meet us 
as far as Appu-forum and Three-taverns: at 


the ſight of whom Paul thanked God, and

took courage. And, when we were come 
to Rome, the centurion delivered up the 


priſaners to the captain of the guard; but 


Paul was ſuffered to continue where he 


Pleaſed with a ſoldier, who guarded him.

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Three days aft, Paul called the chiefs 
of the Jews to gether unto him; ang, when 
they were aſſembled, he ſaid unto them: 


Brethren, though I have done nothing 


againſt this people, or the cuſtoms of our 


fathers, yet was I delivered a priſoner from

Jeruſalem into the hands of the Romans; 
who, after an examination, wiſhed to let me 
go, as there was no cauſe of death in me. 
But the Jews oppoſed tis, Jo that, I was 
forced to appeal to Cæſar. On this ac- 

count, therefore, I have called you hither, 
that I might ſee and talk with you ; for be- 


cauſe of the hope of Iſrael I am compaſſed

with this chain. And they ſaid unto him: 
Neither any letters, that we received from 
Judea concerning thee, nor any of the bre- 
thren, who came hither, have related or 


. ſpoken any harm of thee. But we deſire to 
hear from thee what thou thinkeſt; for, as 


to this ſect, we know that it is Ow where 


| ſpoken againſt.

And, on a day which they had bi 


Vith him, a good many came unto him at 


his lodging; to whom he expounded, with 
much earneſtneſs of declaration, the king- 


dom of God: endeavouring to convince 


them concerning Jeſus, both by the law of 
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Moſes and the'p aphe 
24- q till evening. And Gone: were ind 
by*his words, but others continued to diſ- 
25. believe. Thus, diſagreeing with eachiother, 
they began to go away, after Paul had 
ſpoken one word more: Well did the holy 
ſpirit ſpeak by Iſaiah the prophet concern- 


a6. i ing your fathers, ſaying: Go to this very 


heaple, and ſay, Ye will hear plainly, but not 

underfand ; and ſee clearly, but not ber- 
27. ceive. or the heart of this people is become 
groſs, and their ears are dull of hearing, 


and their eyes have they cloſed ; ſo as not to 


ſee with their eyes, nor hear with their ears, 

and underſtand with their heart, and turn, 
28. that I may heal them. Be it known, there- 
fore, unto you, that this ſalvation of God 
was ſent for the Gentiles; and they will 
29. liſten to it. And, when he had thus ſpoken, 
the Jews went away, debating much amon 8 
themſelves.
